BKLATINO TO THE 

NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES. 



I. KAHFUK- 

Tbb firat Kttlers ot the Rohilk Atghum wen two brothers, Shall Alatn 
and Hosain Khan. The eon of the first of theae, Dand Khan, oohiered some 
distinction in the earlier part of the ^hteenth oentnry, Bot the rise of the 
family ts owing mainly to his son Ali Muhammad Khan, said to. have been of 
Hindu extraction, who was adopted by Dand Khan, Ali Muhammad by his 
enccessee on liis father's death collected many Af;;han adventurers, and for 
his aervicee against the Bars Saiyids he received the title of Nawab and a 
grant of the greater part of Ruhilkhand. He happened to offend the Sabadar 
of Oudb, who repaired to Delhi and by bia repreBentatione indnoed the King 
of Delhi, Muhammad Shah, to Uke the field against the Rohilla Chief. Ali 
M^vacunntd was- compelled to surrender, and was made to relinqaish hia 
territory, and to deliver two of his sons as hostages. 

Not long afterwards he was placed in charge of Sirhind, bat taking 
advantage of the confiision in the last mouths of the Emperor's reign, oon- 
seqnent on the invasion of Ahmad Shah Abdali, he paaaed into RobillchaDd 
and made good his supremacy over the province. In the next reign ha 
obtained a confirmation of this territory from the sod of Muhammad Shab', 

Previous to Ins death, be made a disposition in favour of his six sons, and 
till the retnrn from captivity of hia two elder sons (who had been seized by 
Ahmad Shah) and the majority of his other Bone, he entrueted bis territory 
to the guardianship of HaSz Rahmat Khan, the brother, and Diidi Khan, 
the cousin, of Dand Khan. Not long after his death the two sons were 
released. The final arrangement made by the guaidiane was to place FaizulU 
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ia a jagii oonprisiog Bamput Katia, estimatol te be worth hLx lakhs per 
a&nnm. 

'When the Mahrattaa bad in 1771 placed Shah Alam oa the .throne of 
Delhi they turned tbeir atteotioD to the coaqnest of the Bohilla ooantry. 
Alarmed by their approach, the fiohillas temporized with them, aod mean- 
while proposed an alJianoe with the Nawab of Oudli. Id 1772 an alliaaca 
ofEunsire and defensive (No. I) was concluded, by which the Rohillae agreed 
to pay to the Nawab forty lakha of rapesB, on eondttran tA hia expelling the 
Mahrattas. 

After the Mabrattas bad extorted From the Emperor the g^rant of the 
districts of Allahabad and Kora, the Nawab became thoroughly alarmed and 
applied to the English, who were bound-by Treaty to assist him. At a con- 
ference with barren Hastings at Benares, the Nawab procured the promise 
of troops to assist him io his designs against the Rohillas, wbo were onable 
to resist the Mahrattas and who had &iled in their pecuniary obligations. 
The Wazir also made a Treaty with the Smperor, in which it was stipulated 
that the Emperor should assist bim in the expedition, and receive a share of 
the onnquered territory. 

The Bohillae, who resisted the invasion of their conotry, wei-e defeated 
after a most gallant struggle, in which HaGz Rahmat was slain. FaizulJa 
Khan withdrew with the remains of the Bohilla army to the hills, and after 
Bome negotiations and petty skirmishes, an Agreement (No. II), known as 
the Treaty of Lai Dhang, was made between him and the Nawab in 1774 nnder 
the British guarantee, by which he was secured in the State of Rampur, on 
condition of military service to the Wazir. In 1783 the obligation of service 
was commuted (No. Ill) under the guarantee of the British Government to a 
cash payment of Rs. 15,00,000. 

On the death of Faizulla Khan, disturbances broke out in the family. 
Muhammad Ali Khan, the eldest son, was murdered by his brother Ghnlam 
Muhammad Khan, who usurped the jagir. As the State was held under 
British guarantee, the aid of British troops was given to "the Nawab of Oudb 
in ejecting the usurper and installing Ahmad Ali Khan, tbe son of Mnham- 
mad Ali Khan. A preliminary Agreement (No. IV) was exeonted in ITOil 
between tbe British Government, the Nawab, and the Robilla tribe, after 
which in the same year Ahmad Ali Khan was restored by Treaty (No. V) 
un'der British guarantee to a portion of the State, the rest being annexed to,. 
Bohilkhand. 
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On the cessioD of Bohilkhand to tlie Britieb Ooverament io 1801, tb« 
family were continaed in their poasessioDs, 

Ahmad Ali Khao died in 1839. The suooession of hig only daughter 
wae rejected, aod the next heir, Muhammad Said Khan, the eldest eon oC 
Ohalam Muhammad Khan, was put ia poesesiion of the State. An Engage- 
ment (No. YI) was taken from him in 1840 that he would ^vern hie State 
rightly, and provide for the inferior Rohilla Chiefs. A similar Eugag-ement 
(No. VII) was taken in 1855 from M ahammad Ynsuf Ali Khan, the eldest son 
and euocessor of Muhammad Said Khan. 

For his services dnring the rebellion of 1857, Muhammad Yusuf Alt Khan 
reeeived in 1860 a grant of land (No. VIII), yielding Rupees l,88,527-4-0. 
It was at first proposed to cede the pargana of Kasipur, bat for greater com- 
pactDesB, villages on the Moradabad and Bareilly frontier were afterwards sub- 
stituted. An error ooonrred in the allotment of a portion of this land, owing 
to the similarity in name of some villages situated respectively within British 
and Rampnr limits, but this was subsequently (in 1864) rectified by an Agree- 
ment (No. IXJ. In terms of the grant, dated 7th November 1864, tfaeee 
villages were assigued in full sovereignty "with only this stipulation that 
existing rightful tenures were to be respected."* 

Id 1864, the Nawab ceded to the British Government in full sovereignty 
the land required for the Railway to be constructed through bis jagir, and also 
agreed to exempt from duty all traEBc passing through hie territory (Nos. X 
and XI}. Ihe Darbar has since agreed (L801, by letter) to contribute a loan 
of Rupees 47,00,000 towards the construction of a standard gauge line from 
Bareilly, »i4 Bampur, to Moradabad, giving the land required free of coat, 
and ceding to Government full jurisdiction within the limits of the Railway, 

Muhammad Yusnf Ali Khan was created a Knight of the Order of the 
Star of India, and waa in 1802 assured by Sanad (No. XII) that on failure of 
natural heirs any enccession to the administration of his State which might 
be legitimate according to Mnhammadan law would be upheld. He died in 
April 1806, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Muhammad Kalb Ali Khan, 
who entered into an Agreement (No, XIII) similar to that taken from bis 
father in 1865 [No. VII). 

Muhammad Kalb AJi Kban was created a Knight Grand Commander 

,of the Order of the Star of India, and a Companion of the Indian Empire. 

At the Delhi Darbar of 1877, he received the title of Counsellor of the 
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Empress of India, and vas granted a personal salate of 16 gans for life, bis 
ordinary salnte being IS gnne. 

Mufaamuud Kalb AH Khan died on tbe 23rd Marcb 1867, and was 
succeeded by his son Mnbammad Muehtak Ali Khan, who had been preriooalf , 
in 1884, acknowledged by the GorernmeDt as heir-apparent. Owing to his 
weak health, and conBequent inability to give the requisite personal attention 
to the administration, the QoTeniment appointed a Council of State consisting 
of a Vice-President and two Members, with the Nawab himself as President, 
to conduct the administration. 

On Mnhammad Mnshtak Ali Khan's death on the S5th February 1889, 
the right of succession of his eldest son and duly reoognized heir, Muhammad 
Hamid Ali Khan, a yonth of 14, was declared on tbs 27tb of the same month. 
The Council of State, with the same Vice-President and Members, was con- 
stituted a Council of Regency, with more closely defined powers, and with 
Snhibzada Safdar Ali Khan, half-brother of the late Nawab Mnhammad Yasaf 
-Ali Khan, as President, to administer the State during the minority of 
Mnhammad Hamid Ali Khan. General Azim-ud-din Khan was appointed 
Vice-I^resident of the Council of Regency. He was mnrdered in April, 1891 ; 
and the President, Sahibs»da Safdar Ali Khan, having resigned in the follow- 
ing July, Major Vincent of the Central India Horse was appointed tentatively 
to be President, and to diecharge also the duties of Vice-President. A British 
officer was appointed to superintend the training of the young Kanab. 

The area* of the Rampnr territory is 941 square mites, and the population 
was returned in 1881 at 541,914. 

The revenue of the State amounts to about 30 lakhs ; no tribute is paid 
toth« British Government. The military force consists (1890) of 300 artillery, 
610oavaIry,l,2Q0 regular infantry, and 790 irregular infantry, besides 431 men 
employed as police ; there are also 28 guns of various calibre. Of the Rampur 
forces, three hundred cavalry have been placed at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of India for Imperial Service. Ths Kawab receives a salute of 13 guns.

FirH, — Friendeliip is eBtablished between ub, and we, HhSz Rbamut 
Khan and Zabitah Khan, and all tbe other Rohilla Sardars, ^i-eat and email, 
have agreed and determined' with the Viiier of the Empire, Shajah*al-Dowla, 
that we adbere to the substance of this writing, and never deviate from this 
A^n'oemeat; that we esteem bia friends as our friendti, and his enemies as our 
«neniiea, and that we and our heirs, during our lives, shall adhere firmly to 
this OUT Oath and Agreemeot', that we shall be united and joined together for 
the protection of the country of tbe Vizier of the Empire and of our own 
country; and if any enemy (which Ood forbiJ) should make an attempt 
afjrainit us and the Vizier, we, the Rohilla Sirdars and the Vizier of the 
Empire, shall use our joint endeavors to oppose bim ; we also, all the Rohilla 
Sardars, shall also join and unite in any measures that may be determined by 
the Vizier of the Empire for the benefit of the Nabob Muhomed Zabitah 
Khan. We, both parties swear by the Almighty, His Prophet, and the saort-d 
Koran, that we will firmly adhere to this solemn Agreement, nor ever deviate 
from this our Treaty. 

This Treaty confirmed by oath, and sealed id the presence of General Sir 
Robert Barker. *

Tbanslation of the Aqbbbment given by Hafpiz Rhauut 

Ehan to the ViziBB. 

Aa the Vizier of the Empire, the Nabob Shajah-ul-DowIa, will put the 
Rohilla Sardars iu full posBeesion of their country, it is at bis own option to 
effect it either by peace or war. Should the Mahrattas at this time, without 
coming to an engagement or peace being established, cross the river, and 
retreat owing to the rainy season, and after that is elapsed, commit disturb- 
nncea in the country of the Robillas, the quelling of these disturbances shall 
belong to tbe Vizier. The Rohilla Sirdars, after the aforesaid busiuese, do 
agree to pay the sum of 40 lakhs of rupees on the following terms ; vie., aa 
the Mahrattas are now oommittitig disorders in the country of the Robillas, 
the Vizier shall march f rom -Shababad to such plaoe as may be thong-ht proper 
to arrive at, iu order that tbe Rohilla dependents may come out of the junglea 
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and arrive at ttieir own tiomes. The anna of ten lakhs of rupees sball then 
he paid in ready money, in part of the stipaUtion, and 30 laklia of rupees 
ahall be discharged in three years, be^nning from the Fussellee year 118ti. 
Hiis Agreement is seated in the presence of General Sir Robert Barker. 



Treaty, under the Hands and Seals of the Nabob Shtjjah-Ul-. 
DowLA Bbhatjdbb and Colonel Ghaufion, 1774. 

A friendship having been entered into between tne and Fyzoollah Kban, 
I have agreed to give bim the country of Bampore and some other districta 
dependent thereupon, producing altogether an aimual revenne of 14,75,000 
rupees, and I have stipulated that Fyzoollah Khan shall retain In his service 
five thousand troops, and not a single man more; I therefore give this written 
Kngagement, that I will, at all times, and on all oooasions, aapport the honor 
and character of Fyzoollah Khan, and will promote bis interest and advantage 
to the utmost of my power, npon the following conditions: That FysMollah 
Kban shall enttfr into no connection with any person, but myself, and that 
he shall hold no correspondence with any perron, except the English Chiefsj 
that be shall onnsider my friends as his friends, and my enemies as his 
enemies; and that with whomsoever I shall make war, Fyzoollah Khan sball 
send two or three thousand men aocording to bis ability, to join my foroes: 
and if I march in person, Fyzoollah Kban shall himself accompany me with 
his troops; and if, on account of tbe smallnesfi of the number of the forces be 
is to retain in his service, he is not able to accompany me, I will then appoint 
him three or four thousand more troops, that he may accompany me with a 
good army, ai.d I will be at the expense of supporting them. Upon tbe per- 
formance of these conditions, I have agreed to give the said countries, at the 
afore>mentioned revenue, to I^yzoollah Khan, and to promote his interest and 
advantage to the utmost of my power. 

If Fyzoollah Khan fulfil the Articles of bis Treaty, and adheres steadily 
to it, Ood willing, I will not neglect whatever may be for his advantage. 

He shall send the remainder of the S«bi)]a8 on tbe other side of the 
river. 

I have sworn by the holy Koran, calling Ood and His Prophet to witness 
to the performance of these Articles.

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Tbeatt, under the Hands and Seals ot FrzooxiLA,H Khan and 
Colonel Champion, — October 1774. 

A friendehip having taken plaee between tbe Nabob Vizier-ul-Moolk 
Bebauder and id«, ani] the Nabob Vizier having been giacioasly pteaeed to 
bestow on me a country, I have swoiii on the holy Korao, calling God and 
His Prophet to witness bo what I engage, that I will always, whilst I livei 
continue in anbtnission and obedience to the Nabob Vizier; that I will retain 
in my service five thoasand men, stipulated by the Nabob Vieier, and not a 
«ing1e man more; tliat with whomBoever the Nabob Vizier shall engage in 
hostilities, I will assist him ; and thnt if the Nabob Vieier shall send an army 
against any enemy, I will also send two or three thousand of my troops to join 
(liem ; and if he goes in person against any enemy, I will personally attend 
him with my foroes : that I will have no connection with any person, but the ' 
Nabob Vinier, and will hoM no correspondence with any one, the English 
Chiefs excepted ; that whatsoever the Nabob Viaier direi^ I will execute ; 
and that I will at all times, and oa all occasions, both in adversity and pros- 
perity, continue his tinn associate. 

I have sworn on the holy Koran, calling God and His Prophet to witness 
to the performance of these Articles; may tiod and His Prophet punish me if 
I act contrary to tbem.

Translation oE a writing given by Major "William Palmer to 
the Nabob Ftzoollah Khan, — 17th February 1783. 

Whereas Treaties of various Articles having 
Bnbeisted formerly between the lat« Vizier 8hQJa;h- 
ul-Dowla, and the present Vizier Ausuf-ul-DowIa, 
with the Nabob Fyzoollab Khan, one Article con- 
tained in those Treaties was, that the Nabob 
Fyzoollab Khan should, whenever His Excellency 
sent his troops npon service, supply a force to join 
them of two or three thousand men. This has 
(Sd.) J. P> Adrioi.. been the occasion of disputes aod doubts between 
Secretarf. thepsrties. Therefore the Nsbob Fyzoollah Khan 
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has through me raqaested His Excellency the Vizier to tetnit that Article by 
which be is bound -to supply a force occssioiially ; itislead of which he agrees to 
pay Gfteen lakhs of rupees in the following manoer : five lakhs to be paid 
immediately, iite lakhs iu the Khereef, and two laklis in the Rubby of thu year 
1101 VuBsellee ; and the remaining three lakhs in the begiiinicg of the Khereef 
of the Fweellee year 1192, His Excellency the Vizier bus aJso agreed upon 
these conditions to remit the obligaliim by that Artiele in the former Treaties, 
from this date, the fourteentb of Kubby-ul-Awul iu the Hegira year 11D7, 
the rest of the Articles remaining in full force. 1, who am deputed on the 
part of His liicellency the Vizier, and the gentlemen of the Cuuucil, engage 
that the Nabob Vizier shall not expect a supply of troupa, und should he 
demand it, the gentlemen witli him, on the part of the geiith'men of the 
Council, ehall remonstrate against hie demands, provided the Nabob FyzoollaU 
Eban complies nith all the Articles ooDtaitied in the Treaty between His 
Excellency and him, excepting that Article by nhioli he is to supply a force, 
and that the Nabob Fyzoollah Khan do not encourage or protect the farmers 
of the Nabob's conntry in his own oountry. His Excellency the Vizier will, 
on his part, comply with the Artiulea of the former Treaty, aud the Officers 
of his (jovfrnment will nut protect or encourage nny of Fysujollah Khan's 
farmers in their districts. I agree to have the Treaty on the part of His 
Exeellency the Vizier for disengaging the Nabob Fyzoollah Klian from the 
obligation of supplying a force, and the paT>er of guarantee from the gentle- 
men of the Council, wrote and sent to the Nabob FyzooUali Khan.

WheB this preliminnry Kngagement shall li« executed, bostililiea shell 
cease betweeo the Nabob Vizier>nI-Momalik Asuf Juh Behauder aud his allies 
aad the Rohilla army. 

ASTICLB 2, 

The Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalik Asuf Jah Behauder agrees, that he has 
pardoned the ^milj of the Nabob Fyzoollah Khan, deoeased, and their 
adherents, the faults which they have committetl :* thus Oolam Uabomed 
Khao has delivered an account of the treasure which tvas left by the Nabob 
Pyzoollab Khan, at his death, to the period that he had charge of it. From 
that treasure the sum of one l&kb and four thouBsud gold mohurs has been 
expended bidcs Oolam Mahomed Khan left the Rohilla camp; this being 
deducted, the balance is the sum demanded. 



The Rohilla army agree that they will give over in deposit to the Com- 
pany whatever may remain of the treasnre of the family of Fyzoolhih Khan,, 
deceased. 

Articlb 4. 

The Nabob Vizier-uI-Momalit Asuf Jah Behauder agrees, that he will 
bestow on Ahmed ATly Khan, the grandson of the Nabob Fyzoollah Khan, 
deceased, mebals in jaghire, at the annual jumma of ten laLhs of rupees, and 
that the town of Rampore shall be a part of the ^aid jaghire ; and as Ahmed 
Ally Khan is a minor, therefore Nussur Ullah Khan Behauder, son of Abdoola 
Khsa, deceased, shall be nominated the guardian of Ahmed Ally Khan, and 
the manager of the said jaghire, until Ahmed Ally Khan shall arrive at the 
age of years.

'When the Rohilla army shall have given over the treasure, as is expressed 
in the third Article, the armies of the Nabob Vizier>ul-Momalik Asuf Jah

Whereas, by a preliminary Engagement, dated the 6th Jemmadie-al- 
Awul, 1209 Hegira, corresponding with the 39th November 1791 of the 
CbristiaD era, and bearing the seals of the Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalik Ausuf 
Jah Behauder, of Mr. Qeorge Ferderick Cherry, Resident at' the Conrt of the 
said Nabob Vizier- ul-Momalik Ansuf Jah Dehander, on the part of the 
Hon'bia the English East India Company, and of the Nabob Nussar UUa 
Khan Behauder on the part of the Rohilla army, a copy of which is annexed, 
the said Company have agreed to be the guarantee to the performance of the 
stipulations thereof by the said Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalik Ansuf Jah Behau- 
der on one part, and by the Nabob Nnssur Ulla Khan Behauder on the other ; 
accordingly tlie said George Frederick Cherry agrees, in the name of the 
Hou'bls Sir John Shore, i3aronet, Govemor-Oeneral of the affairs of Uie 
said Company in India, to the following Articles : 

AnnOLB I. 

The Nabob Vizier>nl-Mnmalik Ausuf Jah Behauder, having declared by 
the second Article of the said preliminary Engagement that he has pardoned 
the family of the Nabob Fyzoollah Khan, deceased, and their adherents, the 
faalts which they have committed, the Hon'ble the English East India 
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Company engage, parsuant to the said Article o£ the said Engagement, tlmt 
the Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalik Aasuf Jah Behander shall not gi^e any trouble 
tn the said family and their adherents, on account of any act committed by 
thein prior to the 6th of Jemmadie-ul-Awul, 1209 Hegira. 

Artiolb i. 

The Nal>ob Vizier-ul-Momalik Aneaf Jah Behander, having by the 
fourth Article of the said Engagement, declared that he will grant a jaghire, 
in the name of Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan Bebauder, the grandson to the 
Nabob PyzooUah Khan, deceaBed, and having, pursuant thereto, delivered into 
the bands of the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan Bebauder, a Sunnud or Deed 
of Grant, bearing his seal, and containing on the back thereof the names of 
the mehals, with the jumma of each, comprising the jagbire, and dated the 
7th Jemmadie-el-Saany, 1209 Hegira, the said Company engage to guarantee 
the possessions of the said melials to the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan 
Behander, according to the conditions expressed in the said Snnaad, and free 
from demaudx on account of jowfeer. 

AfcnoLi S. 

It having been agreed in the fourth Article of the said Engi^ment that 
the Nabob Nuseur Ulla Khan Behander, son of the Nabob Abdonlan Khan, 
deceased, shall be the guardian of the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan Behaa* 
der and the manager of the jaghire, until the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan 
Behander shall arrive at the age of twenty-one yeai-s; the said Company 
hereby agree to acknowledge this nomination, and to consider the seal of the 
said Nabob Nussur Ulla Khan Bebauder, so long as he remains the guardian 
of the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan Behander and the manager of the 
jaghire, as the seal of the said Nabob Ahmed Ally Khan Behander, 

Articlb 4. 

It having been agreed in the third Article of the said Engagement that 
the treasure of the family of ths Nabob Fyzoollah Khan, deceased, shall be 
deposited with the said Company, and the said Company having accordingly 
received the sum of three lakhs and twenty-two thousand gold molinrs ia 
deposit, which sum of three lakhs and twenty-two thousand gold mohurs has

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inaBinucli as he bas made it a point of hia administration to govern hia sub- 
jects by tbe recognized prinoiples ol equity and jnstioe which obtain under the 
Brilieh rule.

YoosuF Ali Kuats, K.8.1.,— dated the S3nd March 1864. 

1 anderstand that you hare expressed a desire to rectify the mistakes that 
have occurred in the assignment to me by Government of certain villages in 
reward. I have much pleasure in intimating my willingness to comply with 
your wishes in the matter of the transfer of the villages oE Pipurea and 
Chuckerpore, wsessed respectively at Rupees 662 and 1,U19, situated within 
British terrifory, as desired by Uovernment, on the following conditious :— 

it^.^That I continue in possession of them as Maaredar. 

Snd.— That they he subject to the Civil, Criminal, and Revenue Begnls- 
tions in force in British territory. 

As regards your proposal to the exchange of Mouzahs Pipurea and 
Chnckerpore (in Serowlee), assessed at Rupees HO and 232, in lieu of Pipurea, 
assessed at Rupees 286 and Bhikunpore at Rupees ZZ5, in Pergunnah Chow- 
mehla, I beg to inform you that I accept tbe exchange, confident that you 
have well considered the necessity for this arrangement.

Translation of a Khut from His Highness Nawab Toosup 
An Khan Bahadooe of Eampue, K.S.I.,— dated the 7th 
June 1864. 

Your kind letter, with enclosures, dated 6th instant, relative to land 
required free of cost for the railway line that may pnss tbroujrh my territory, 
has been duly received by me, and I beg to acquaint you in reply, that as I 
consider myself bound, in appreciation of the favors conferred on me by Her 
Majesty's Government, to comply with the wishes of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, I bave no objection to make over 
tbe land for tbe purpose required. 
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Tra»sla.tion of a Ehut from His HiaeNESs the Nawab Yoosup 
Ahi Khan Bahadoob, K.S.l,,-~daled theS3rd December 1664. 

I have much pleasure in acknowledging receipt of your communication 
dated 16th December 1864, with its enclosurps, from the Government, North- 
Western Prorincee, No. 2ZiA., dated Ist October 1864, enquiring whether the 
land required for railway purposes from tiiis State ia to be given up to Oovem- 
meot ill full sovereignty, and whether, after the completion ot tlie liue, tbe 
goods in transit tbrougli my territory will be suhject to any duty. 

In reply, I beg to inform you that 1 have no hesitation in giving up the 
land in full mvereigtity to the Britieh UoTernmont. At regards the levy of 
duty on goods passing through my territory, I beg to state that Government 
in orders. No. , dated 16tb April 1846, to the address of the Board, and 
to the Agent, Lieutenant-Governor, Robilcund, No. 9, dated 8th May 1845, 
ruled that the 5,0(JU maunds of salt and 20 maunda of opium annually obtained 
by me from Oudb and elsewliere for consumption, should be exemjited I'rom 
duty on its transit to Rampore. Under these druumstances, all truffic that 
passes through my territory will le similarly exempted from ditty; but if 
goods are exjosed for sale in the market, they will be subjeit to the asual 
duty.

Adoption Sunnud granted to Nawab Mohaued Yoosuf Ali 
£han, ot Bauporb, — nth March 1863. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the govemmentu of the several Princes

Since I have been appointed, by sanction of the Hon'ble the Lieutenants 
Governor, North>We8tern Frovincea, as the representative of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty, Queen Victoria, sQCcessor to Nawab Mahommed Yoosnf 
Ali Khan, k.8,i., in the jaghire of Rampore, I hereby agree aud attest hj 
my seal ijiat I will administer the affaire of the ja^bire nith justice and 
equity : that I will Kovem the Afghans with consideration ; that I will 
continue all the stipends siint-tioned from the time of the Nawab Ahmed Ali 
Khan, and entered in previous agreements; and that I will provide for the 
maintenance of all the family and dependants «f my deceased father, Nawab 
Mahonird Yoosuf Ali Khan Babadoor. 
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II. OARHWAL OR TEHBI. 

Tbi early bietory of tUe Garhwal Rajaa ia objure, Tbey claim deeceut 
from the Solar race, and are of the Kheatnya casto. For many generations 
the chiefs had absolute sway over the whole of Oarhwal oa both sides of the 
Alaknaoda, paying-, however, a nominal tribute to the Emperors of Delhi, 
I'he first Raja of the line was Kanak Pal. Kalyaa Sah, the 38th prince of 
the line^ was invested with the title of " Suh " by the Emperor Nasir-ad- 
din of Delhi ; from this time the Hajaa of Tehri have beeo etjled " Sah. " 

In 1804, the Nepalese exteniled their cfinquests to Oarhwa] and expelled 
Raja Pradynmna (or Pardnman) Sah, who took refuge in the plains. He 
collected a force of some 12,O00 men, with whom he entered the Dnn, having 
resolved to make un attempt to recover his kingdom. Id this he was unsuc- 
cewful, and in an action fought at Efanrbara, near Dehra, he perished with 
most of his Garhwali retainers (January 1801). His son Sudarshan Sah 
having escaped from the tiurkhas, £ed to the plains and joined the English. 

On the termination of the Nepal war in 1816, that portion of his 
hereditary poesessioDs which lay to the west of the Alaknanda river was 
restored in 1820 to Raja Sndarshan Sah by Sanad (Ko. XIV}; the lands to 
the east of the rivers Alaknanda and Mandaktni, the Dehra Dun, and the 
pargana of Raingarh were retained by the British Qovemment. 

Dnring the mutinies of 1857, the Kaja rendered valnabla aesistaooe 
to Government. He died in June, 1869, withont legitimate issue, and in 
aceordaoce with the terms of the Treaty the State lapsed to Ooremment ; but 
in consideration of the servioea of Sadarshan Sah, his eldest illegitimate 
son, Bhawani Singh, was allowed to snoceed (No. XV). Bhawani Singh 
Bulwequently (in 186K) received a Sanad (No. XVI), guaranteeing him the 
riglit of adoption. Raja Bhawani Singh died in Deoember 1871 and was 
succeeded by his eldest sod Fartab Sah. Raja Partab Sah died ia February, 
1887, and was sncceeded by his son, Eirti Sab, who was bom on the 19th 
Jaoaary 1874. During the latter's minority a Coanctl of Regency has been 
formed, presided over by Rani Qnleri, mother of the Raja. It has be<n 
dwnded to instal Kirti Sah on the gadi in March 1892, retaining the Council 
of Regency as a Consultativv Council to assist the Chief is the admiaistration, 
and imposing certain conditions for his guidance. 
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In 186Jp the Raja leased (No. XVII) his forests to the British 
GoTernmeDt. This lease expired on the SOlh Apiil, 1884, hut was renewed 
for a secnnd term of SO yeara from the Ist May ISS& (No. XVIII). Since 
its execution the Sbwpuri SeotioD of the Garhwal Forests has been rdin- 
quislied by Ooverameot. This took place in Jnne, 1887, after which date 
OovemmeDt has paid the Raja Rupees 9,000 per annum, instead of Eupees 
12,000, for the forests leased from him. 

The area* of Garhwal is approximately 5,000 square miles, and the popula- 
tion hy the census of 1881 numbers 199,838, The land revenue in the year 
1888-89 amounted to Rupees 97,928, while the total receipts from all sources 
were Rupees 1,75,509. The Raja has no troops, and pays no annual tribute- 
Nazarana is taken on succession. The Raja receives a salute of 11 ^uns.

SuNNUB granted to the Rajah of Oubhwal under the seal and 

signature of the Qovbenor-Gbhbral— dated 4th March 18S0. 

Whereas the Provinces heretofore forming the Raj of Gnrhwal have 
come into the poBBeseiou of the British Government; and whereas Rajah 
Soodersun Sah, a desoendant of the ancient Rajah of that country, has 
evinced his zeal and attachment to the British tiovernmeiit, the Qovernor- 
Geueral in Council has conferred on Soodersun Sail, Jiis heirs and successors, 
in perpetuity on tlie conditioua hereinafter ezpresaed, the whole of the 
Territory of Gnrhwal, with the following exceptions, that is to say, lit. — 
The districts situated to the eastward of the River Aliknmunda, and to the 
eastward of the River Mundagunnee, above its conSuence with the afore- 
mentioned river. Sndlf. — l"he Deyrah Dboon. 3rtily. — The Pergnnuah of 
Raeeii Ourh, It will be the duty of the Rajah to make snch settlement of 
the country now conferred upon him as shall be calculated to promote the 
happinees and welfare of the inhabitants, and to govern his subjects with 
justice, and to collect the revenues which he will appropriate to his own nee. 
He is further required to prohibit and prevent the traffic in slaves, which ia 
forbidden by the Regulations of the British Uoverument. Whenever the 
British Government shall have occasion to require from the Rajah assistatiGe . 
in Begaurs, or supplies for the use of its troops, the Rajah is to provide the 
same to the extent of his ability, to afford every facility tu the subjects of the 
British Government and others trading in hia territory, or with the countries 
beyond it, and is at all times to conform to the divections of the British Gov- 
ernment and its officers. The Rajah is not to alienate or mortgage any part 
of bis possessions withont the knowledge and consent of the British Govern- 
ment. While these conditions shall be faithfully observed, the British 
Government will guarautee the Bajah and bis posterity in the secure posses- 
sion of the oouDtry now conferred npou him and will defend him against his 
enemies.

Tbanslation of a Sitnnud granting the Tbbbitobt of Gubhwal 
to Bajah Bhowan Singh — dated 6th September 1859. . 

Be it known to the chowdhories, canongoes and zemindars of the Qurhwal 
Ilaqa, that the Chief of Ourhwal having died, leaving no legitimate issue, the 
above territory has lapsed to the Government, with proprietary rights therein, 
bnt in consideration of the firm attachment and steady friendship of the late 
Rajah, and the valuable services which he rendered in 1867, the Government 
has resolved to confer upon Bhowan Sing, son of the deceased, and the heirs 
male of his body lawfully begotten, the Territory of -Gnrhw^ which was in 
the possession of the late Rajah, 1 therefore do bereby grant to Bhowan Singfa 
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and the heirs male of hia body lawfully begotten, the title of Rajah, and the 
State of Ourhwal. 

fie it also koonn that British subjects, both Native and Guropeaa, shall 
hnre free Access into the Kajah's territories for commerce or otherwise ; that 
they sliall receive the same conxideration and protection as the subject* of 
the Rajah; that the Oovernment shall have poiver to make roads through 
the Rnrhwal Territory, and that this grant has been made on dondition ol' 
good behaviour and of service, military and political, in time of danger and 
disturbance.

Agbbbhbnt for the lease to the British Gotebnhent of the 
forpits ia the territory of Bajah Bhowant Shah, Chirp of 
QlTRHWAi., for 20 years, from Ist May 1864 to 30th April 
1884 A.D., entered into by Rajah Bhowant Shah and 
LiBViEN ant- Colons L H. Bausat, Comuissioneb on behalf 
of QoYSBVunvT—dated Snd October 1865. 

The oooditioos of this lease, which shall be equally binding on the Rajah 
and tha^id Qovemment, are set forth in the following paragraphs : — 

iff.— The Rajah Bhowany Shah hereby makes over in lease to the British 
Oovemment all the foreats of his territory, and declares that all his right, 
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title and interest in the timber and trees etHnding or felled lying nrithiD bis 
aaid territory, is hereby transferred to the said Oovt^mment, and the said 
Qovernment is competent to appoint a Const^rvator with the requisite eatiib- , 
lishment for the protection of those forests. 

8*'i. — The said Government is authorised to take steps for the more 
complete ooDservation of any portion of the Deodar Forest comprised within 
the foreste hereby leased to it, and may prohibit the grazing of cattle, or 
opening of thcroaghfares therein, but so that no person is thereby made to 
suffer loss within such portion of forest, and the said Government may, from 
time to time, issue such orders as it may tbink proper for the more effectual 
protection of the trees. 

3rd. — No person save the eaid Oovemment shall hare the right to cut 
or carry atway timber (from the forests), but the privilege hereto enjoyed by 
the ryots of taking wood for building houses, for burning, for making ploughs, 
and generally for agricultual purposes, shall continue intact. 

^^.— No person shall be entitled to clear ground for building in the 
Deodar Forest, nor shall any one be permitted to cultivate the cleared ground 
in the midst of such forest. 

ffM.— The Rajah shall aid to the ntmost of bis power in the protection 
of the forests, and in the punishment of persons infringing the forest rules 
and regulations. 

6ti. — The rulee and regulations laid down by the Conservator in regard 
to the foresta having been approved by the Rajah, shall be enforced, and the 
Rajab shall regard any infringement of tbose rules as an offence, and shall 
-punish the offender. 

7ii, — ^The forest lying in Jounpoor shall be exempted from the conditiooa 
of this lease for two years, but after the Ist May lb66, it shall be deemed to 
be included in this lease. 

6ti. — The Rajah shall be competent to take whatever timber he may need 
for his personal use, or for the private requirements of his family. 

9iA. — The British Qovernment shall be entitled to make roads which may 
require to pass through Relds containing standing crops, but shall be bound 
to make compensation for the loss thereby inflicted; on such compensation 
being pud, the fiajah will not object to the construction of the road. 

tOtA.^T\te said Government shall have power to float dowif timber by 
means of streams, or open out roads for their conveyance, and to ^vy a tax 
on all timber floated down snch streams or carried by such roads within the 
Kajah's territory. If any person shall float timber down such stream without 
having the Conservator's pass by bim, or if the timber shall not o^reepond 
with the description given in the pass, such timber shall be deemed the pro-, 
perty of Government, and the Conservator or his subordinate shall have 
power to confiscate it.

subsequent lease ehall be determined by mutual agreement and consent of 
both parties, biz,, of the British Gorernmeiit and the Bajah Sabib, 

This Agreement shall be signed by both the contracting parties, and one 
copy of it shall be deposited with the British Governmentj and another copy 
be kept by the Rajah. 

Executed this 2nd day of October 1865. 



Renewed Lease of Tehri Forests executed ia 1886. 

1. The Raja Partab Sah of Tehri hereby places at the disposal of the 
British Uovemment the deodar forests in the Tons and Fabar valleys and the 
Sheopuri forests within his territory, the boimdariea of which are set out in 
the schedule annexed. No person save the said Governraeut shall hav« the 
right to take timber out of the said forests; but any privileges hitherto en- 
joyed by the ryots of taking wood for building houses, for burning, for mak- 
ing ploughs, and generally for agricultural purposes, ehall continue intact. 

2. The said Government is authorised to take steps for the more com- 

?lete conservation of any portion of the forests hereby placed at its disposal, 
be said Government may prohibit the grazing of cattle or opening of 
thoroughfares therein, with due regard to the existing privileges of villages 
which have hitherto exercised the right of grazing; and tile Conservator of 
Forests may from time to time issue such further orders, with the approval of 
the Baja, as he may think proper for the more effectual protection of the trees. 

3. No person shall be entitled to clear ground for building in the forest 
referred to iu clause 2, nor ehall any one be permitted to cultivate on the 
cleared ground in the midst of such forests. 

4. The Raja shall aid to the utmost of his power in the protection of the 
forests and in the paniahment of persons infringing the forest rules and regu- 
lations. 

5. The rules and regulations laid down by the Conservator in regard to 
the forests having been approved by the Raja, shall be enforced, and t)ie Raja 
shall regard any infriugemeut of those rulea as an ofFeuce and shall punish the 
oSenier. 

0. The Raja shall be competent to take whatever timber he may need for 
bis personal use or for the private requirements of his family. 
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7. The British Goverameut ehall be entitled to make roads which may 
require to pass through fielda containing standing crops, but shall be bound to 
make compensation for the loss thereby inflicted. On such compensation 
being paid, the Kaj'a will not object to the oonstruotion o{ the road. 

8. The sniD of Rupees 12,000 shall be paid yearly by the British Govern- 
ment Id fulfilmeiit of the above recorded provieious as consideration tor the 
lease. 

9. The above recorded provision shall hold good for twenty years from 
the Ist May 188&, and on the expiry of that period the British Government 
shnll be entitled to renew it for a further term ; but the consideration for such 
sobseqnent lease shall be determined by mutual agreement and consent of 
both parties (namely, of the British Qovernment and of the Raja of Tehri) 
and based upon the fair value of the timber to be annually taken out. One 
«opy of this Agreement, after it has been signed by or on behalf of both the 
oontracting parties, shall be deposited with the British Government and an- 
other copy shall be kept by the Raja.

Bbfdbb the cession of Robilkhand to the British Ooveninieiit the Far- 
nikhabad territory was almost entirely sarronnded by the dominions oE tfab 
Wazir of Oudb. A tribute of Rupees 4,60,000 was paid by the Nawab Rais of 
Farrnkhabad to the Wazir. This tribute was ceded to the Riitish QoverQineDt 
by the Treaty with tbe Wazir of 10th November 1801 (Oudb Treaty No. 
XXXYIII). Id 1802 tbe Nawab ceded (No. XIX} tbe sovereignty of the 
province to tbe British Qovernment, who settled on him and his heirs and suc- 
cessors a stipend of Rupees 1,08,000 a year. 

The last Nawab Rais of Farrukhabad, Tafazzul Husain, rebelled in 1857, 
He surrendered on 7th January 1859 under the proclamation of amnesty, and 
was tried before a Special Commtesion on various counts, charging h'im,_fir»t, 
with rebelling and waging war i^ioet the British Qovernmeut, and acting 
M a leader and instigator in revolt; and, teoontilj, with being a principal and 
accessory both before and after the fact to the murder of many British sub- 
jects, Eurasian and Native. He was convicted and sentenced to death, and 
all his property was adjudged to be confiscated. But it came out on the trial, 
and was pleaded by the prisoner as n bar to the execution of the sentence, that 
before bis surrender a letter had been written to him by Major Barrow, the 
Special CommisBiouer with the camp of the Commander-iD-Chief, in which he 
was invited to surrender j and that in this letter he was told that pardon had 
been extended to all who had not personally committed the murder of British 
subjects, and that if he had not personally committed the murder of British 
subjects he might surrender without apprehensioD. Qovemment condemned 
and disavowed this act of Major Barrow, bnt forbore in consequence of it from 
carrying out the capital sentence, on condition that Tafazzul Husain should 
immediately quit the British territories for ever. He was carried to Aden and 
sent across the frontier in the direction of Mecca, and warned that, if ever be 
set foot on British territory, the sentence of death which had been passed upon 
bim would be carried out. 

Taffaznl Husain died at Mecca on I9lh February 1882. His son, 
Asghar Husain Khan, is rtill alive and in receipt of a hereditary peusioa of 
Rupees 260-5-1 a month. 

As regards the Treaty of 1802 it was held tiiat, as between the British 
Government and the Nawab Rue, the Treaty was cancelled by Tafazzul 
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Hueaio's rebellion, but that this breach of engagement by Tafazzul Hoaain 
did not of itself affect the rights of third parties recognised or craated by the 
Treaty. The pension gnaranteed by Article 2, and the property and annual pay- 
ments gnaranteed hy Articles 3, i, aod 7, were therefore resumed, and a small 
subsistence allowance was granted to those who were dependent on these pay- 
mentfl and had no other means of support, provided they took no part in and 
gave DO encoaragement to rebellion. But the pensions gnaranteed by Article 
5 and the rent-free land and jsgira alluded to in Article H were contioued 
to the holders, provided they were not implicated in rebellion, and did not hold 
their pensions or lands on condition of service, the performance of which was 
no longer possible. These peDsiona have now been cominuted to a la^e 
extent.

TnEATT with the Nabob of Pueruckabau— 4/A June 1W2. 

Treaty Ihtween the Honourable East India Company aud the Nabob 
Imdad Hoossain Khan, for ceding to the Honoumble the East India Company, 
in perpetual sovereignty, the province of Fuiruckabad and its dependencieB, 
in commntation of the tribate hitherto payable by the anid Nabob to the 
Honourable Company, concluded on the one purt by the Honourable Henry 
Wellesley, Lieutenant- Govern or of the Ceded Provinces in Oudh, by virtue 
of full powers vested in him for that purpose by His Ejcelleney the Moat 
Noble the Governor- General, and on the other part by the Nabob Imdad 
Hooesain Khan Behauder, Nasser Jung, on behnlf of bimaeli', his heire aud 
fluoceaeots. 

Akhclb 1. 

It is b«%by stipulated and agreed that tha province of Furfuckahad 
and its dependencies shall be ceded, in peipetual sovereignty, to the Honour- 
able the East India Company, from the commencement of the Fussellee year 
1210, the Nabob trauBrerring to the Company his right and propeity in the 
eame, with the exceptions hereafter mentioned. 

Articlk %. 

With a view of providing for the maintenance and dignity of the Nabob 
Imdad Hooesain Khan Behauder, it is ^reed that lie sh^l receive a monthly 
allowance of nine thousand Rupees (or one lack and eight thousand Rupees 
annually) which allowance shall be continued to hia heirs and successors, and 
shall not be subject to any diminution, from any cause whatsoever. And it is 
further agreed that the said Nabob shall be treated on all occasions with the 
attention, respect, and honour due to his rank and situation, and to a friend of 
the British Government. 

Abticlb 3.- 

The Honourable the LieatenaDt-Oovemor engages that two thousand 
Rupees yearly shall be allowed for the .expenses of the Imanmbarrah; and 
that the amount of three thousand six hundred Rupees yearly, for the payment 
of the allowances to the separate mehale of the late Nabob Mozuffer Juug, 
hitherto paid by Omroo Begum, shall be distributed hereafter by the Nabob, 
who sliall deliver the receipts for the same to the Company's Civil Officer j 
provided it should be found that these allowances have not been regularly paid 
by Omroo Begum, 

Article 4. 

In compliance with the Nabob's desire, the gardens formerly the property 
of his father, the village of Sereyah Neamutpoor, the forfeited houses in Fur- 
ruckabad, and the property of the Ramee Souheb, shall be considered as his 
exclusive property, if there should appear to be no other person legally entitled 
to such propi ity. 
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Aktiols 6. 

As tbe detailed list given in hy the Kabob, of family connections and 
attendants, nnder tbe bead of pensione, and the list delivered in bjr Kherud 
Mund Khan, are in many respects diffcTent, and as it is the intention of tbe 
British (ioTemment that provision should be made for persons wboee claims to 
pensions sball appear to be well founded, it is hereby agreed that tbe rights 
of the different claimants shall be inquired into by the civil officer appointed 
by tbe British Government, in conjunction with the Nabob, and that Sounuds 
shall be granted, under tbeir joint seals and signatures, agreeably to which 
Sunnuds the pensioners shall be paid by the Nabob, who will deliver their 
receipts to tbe Company's Civil Officer.. 

Article 6. 

The authority of the Court of Adawlut shall not extend to tbe person of - 
the Nabob ; but as his ooaneotions and dependants are undefined, and as it is 
the object of the British GoverniDent to introduce a fair and impartial admi- 
nistration of justice throughout tbe province of Furruckabad, it is agreed that 
whatever complaints may be preferred agsinst any of the Nabob's dependantu, 
shall, in the first instance, be referred to the Nabob, and, in the event of the 
complainant not receiving speedy justice, or being dissatisfied with the Nabob's 
decision, the complaint ehall be decided in the Court of Adawlut.

In compliance with the Nabob's request, allowances shall be granted to 
the undermentioned persons, to be continued so long as their conduct shall be 
satisfactory to the firitish Qovemment and to the Nabob :

This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, having been settled and conclud- 
ed at the City of Bareilly, on tbe 4th day of June 1802, corresponding with 
the 3rd day of Suffer, 1217 Hegira, the Hononrahle Henry Wellesley, Lieute-' 
nant-Govemor of the Ceded Provinces in Oudh, has delivered to the Nabob 
Imdad HooBSUD Khan, Nasser Jung Behauder, a copy of the same iu English 
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and Persian, ander hia seal and signature, and the said Nabob has delivered to 
the Honourable Heary Wellesley, Lieutenant-Governor of the Ceded Provin- 
ces, another copy of the same, under his seal and signature, and tlie Honour- 
able Henry Wellesley engages to procure within the space of thirty days, a 
ratiBcation of the Tmtty, ubder the seal and signature of His Exeellenoy the 
Most Noble the Govemor-Qeneral.

Tbib family was founded by Mansa Ram, zamiadar of Gaiigapur, who 
died in 1710 and was succeeded by Raja Balwant Siugh. Balwaut Siogti 

joined Shab Alam and Sbuja-ud-Daula in tbeir invasion of Bengal in 1763, 
He joined the British camp with the Emperor after the battle of Basar, and 
in the arrangements made with the Emperor ia 1764,* bis zamindari waa 
transFerred from Oudh to the British Government. The arrangements thus 
made were disapproved by the Home Oovemment, and when the Treaty of 

. 1765 was concluded with Shnja-nd-Daula, the estate of Baja Balwaut Singh 
was restored to Oudh, the Nawab engaging to coutiuue bim in possession on 
condition of bis paying the same revenue as beforu {See Art. 5 of Treaty ot 
1766, Oudb.No. XXV). 

Iq 1770, on the death of Balwant Singh, the Wazir of Oudh wished to 
dispossess the family, but the British Government compelled him to recognize 
tlie succession of Cbait Singh (sod of Balwaut Siugh by a Rajput slave girl) 
and to grant him a Sanad (No. XX) under their guarantee. By the Treaty 
concluded with the Nawab Wazir of Oudh in 1775 (Oudh, No. XXX) the 
sovereignty of the districts dependent on Raja Cbait Siugh was ceded in per- 
petuity to the British Government. A Sanad (No. XXI) was however given 
to tbe Raja in 1776 coniirmiug him in his zamindiiri, and the civil and 
criminal administration thereof, subject to an annual net payment of Sikka 
Rupees 22,66,180, and on condition of bis adopting measures for the interest 
and security of the country and the preservation of the peace. Tbe Raja 
was also allowed to coin money. 

In 1778 it was proposed that tbe Raja should be required to pay a sub- 
sidy of five lakhs of rupees for the mainteuauce of tbi-ee battalions of sepoys. 
He ooDsented to tbe arrangement for one year. The contributtoa was again 
leyiadtin 1779 and in 1780, and the Raja was also required to employ his 
cavalry for the genera] service of the State, Cbait Singh manifested great 
reluctance to meet these demands and to fulfil his feudal obtigationa to the 
British Ooverumeut. He was also believed to be secretly disaffected and to 
have corresponded with the enemies of tbe Britieh Government, and he waa 
therefore put under arrest in his own house in September 1781, by order of 
Warren Hastings, the Governor-General, who bad pro«eeded in person to 
Benares to confer with the Raja. A tumult ensued, in which the military 
" "vf.*.** Delhi (Vol. ]X). 
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guard over the Raja were cnt Aowa and the Baja escaped. Chait Siogli col- 
lected his troopB, and appealed for aid to some of the prJDCes of Hiudnstan. 
But his troops were defeated in eeTeral pettj akirmtBheti, and the rebellion was 
crashed. Raja Chait Singh was deprived of his estate, which was given in Sep- 
tember 1781 (No. XXIl), snbject to a tribute of forty lakhs of rupees, to hia 
nephew, Baja Mahip Narayan, liaeal grandson of Baja Balwant Singh hj a 
danghter, the offspring of his wife Rani Gnlab Kuiiwar. The criminal admi- 
nistration of the zainindari and the civil and criminal administration of the 
city of Benares, together with the power of the mint, were taken out of the 
new Raja's hands. Raja Chait Singh took refuge with Sindhia, and died at. 
Gwalior, in 1810. 

Id 1704 an Agreement (No. XXIII) was concladed with Raja Mahip - 
Narayan for the pnrpoae oE introducing into the province of Beoaree the same 
system of judicial and revenue administrBtiun as had been established in 1793 
in the provinces of Bengal, Beliar, and Orissa, the Raja agreeing to accept one 
lakh of rupees a year in commutation of bis zamindari rights iu the province, 
exclusive of the jagirs and altnmgha grants coUBtitutin>r his family domains, 
which were left to the exclusive management of the Baja. 

The relations of the Raja with the Paramount Power in respect of bis 
family domains are deGned by Regulation VII of IS28 and Act XIV of 188 1 
passed in amendment thereof. In the management of hie Family Domains the 
Raja ezeroises tha powers of a Collector of land revenue, and is in other re- 
spects Bubordioate to the Superintendent appointed by Oovernment to supervise 
the general administration of the domaine. The courts of the Family Domains 
exercise summary jurisdiction in civil and revenue matters. Under the orders 
of the Government of India, a revenue settlement of the lands constituting 
the Family Domains was made by a British Officer. Tbe operations were . 
begun in 1831, aod concluded in 1836. 

Raja Mahip Narayan died in September 1791 and was sncceeded by bis 
son Udit Narayan Singh. He was succeeded in March 1835 by hie nephew 
and adopted son, Ishwari Prasad Narayan Singh, who for his loyal services in 
the mutiny received from the Government of India, iu 1869, as a personal dis- 
tinction, the title of " Maharaja Bahadur." In March 1862 the Maharaja re- 
ceived the Assurance by a Sanad (No. XXIV), that on failure of natural heirs, 
Oovernment will permit and confirm any adoption of a successor made by him- 
self OT by any future chief of his Estate that may be in accordance with Hindu 
law and the cnstoms of bis race. On the 1st January 1877 he was created a 
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Knivht G»nd Commander of the Order of the Star of India, Maharaja 
Idinari Prasad died in June 1889, and was sncoeeded by his nephew and 
adopted eon, Frabhn Narayan Singh, The title of "Maharaja Bahadur" was 
conferred upon the present zamindar in the eame year, together with the 
privilege, which was enjoyed by his immediate predeoeseor, of being addressed 
by the title of Highness, both being personal distinctions. The Family Do- 
mains have been specially exempted as an act of grace from the operation of 
Act XVIII of 1871 (Road Cess Act), and from the famine cess leviable under 
Act III ot 1878; but this concession has been granted sabject to the condition 
that due provision is locally made for the objects which these enactments have 
in view. They have also been exempted from the operation of the Fatwaria 
Act. The Maharaja receives a salute of 13 guns. 

The Family Domains consist of the parganas of Kaswar Raja or Qangapur 
in the Benares district and K.era Mangraur (or Cbakia) and Bhadohi in the 
district of Mirzapnr. Their area is 9ii5 square miles witb a population at the 
census in 1881 of 139,951.* llie rental is now Rupees 9,&1,711, out of which 
Rupees 3,1S,S79 are paid as revenue to the British Government.

The affairs of the zemmdary and tabnd of the Circar of Benares, and 
Ciroar Chonara, and of the mehals of Joan poor, Bejeypoor, Bnddohy, 
Sabnesegurrah, Mulboos Khan, Circar Gazeepoor, Sikinderpoor, Rhereed 
Shadeyabad, Toppeh Serinch, &c., which vere under the charge of Rajah 
Balwunt Sing, deceased, I do hereby grant and confirm unto yon, upon their 
former footing : it ie necessary that, after deducting the nankar and half of 
the jaghire of Buddohy, you monthly and annually pay into the treasuir 
of the Circar the established and stated payments. By the favour of Ood, 
whatever is promotive of your honour shall be performed, and exclusive of 
the jnmma specified in the kabooleat of the present FussuUee year 1178, no 
■DcreasG shall ever hereafter be demanded, and if you remain firm and steady 
in your obedience and in the payment of your rents, no harm shall, by any 
means, happen to your ryots or country. By the Word of Ood, and of the 
Holy Eotan, and of the blessed Imanms, this Agreement is made between me 
and my heirs, and you and your heirs, and it shall never be deviated from.

The Circar of Benares and Chunara, and the mehals of the Circar of 
Jnanpoor, &c., including land-rents, and saver duties, and Ravely Mahomed- 
abad (Benares), Mulboos Khana, Pergunnab Booder, &c., Talook of Sekima 
Mow, in the dependencies of the Pergnnnah Khanndas, Fergnnnah Bnddohy, 
Luknesegur, Bejeypoor, Circar Gazeepoor, Pergnnnah Sikinderpoor, Khereed 
Shadeyabad, and Toppeh Serinch, &o., land-rants and sayer duties included ;

to the Vizier the rents thereby established; in which case the Company will 
nlnays attend to your welfare, and afford you their care and protection, and 
in the Agreements aforementioned there shall never be any breach or devia- 
tion.

Translation of the Sunnitd granted to Bajah Chett Sing, for 
the Zeuindary of Qazeepobe, Benares, &,c., — Idth April 
1776. 

Be it koown to the mateuddies in o£Sce, present and to come, canong^oea, 
mnkadums, ryots, coltivators, to all the inhabitants and people resident and 
belongiog to Ciroar Benarei, Gazeepore, and Chunara, in the Soubah of 
Allahabad ; that whereas, bj virtue of a Treaty with the Nabob Auanf-ul* 
Dowlah, concluded on the 20th of Ruhby-ul-Ewul, 1189 Hegira, or 2Ut of 
May 1775, the gOTernment and sovereignty of the Circara above-mentioned 
has been ceded to the Honourable East India Company, from the 4>th of 
Jemmadie-ul-AwuI, 118B Hegira, or Ith July 1775; the said East Ij^dia 
Company, therefore, pnrauaut to the rights thereby obtained, do confirm unto 
Bajah Cheyt Sing the zemindary, aumeeny, and foujediirry of the said Circars, 
agreeably to the zimmun, together with the kutwallies of Jaunpore and 
Benares, and the Mint of Benares, from the said date. Whatever gold and 
silver shall be coined in the Mint, the said Rajah shall coia conformably to his 
inuchnlka; he is not to be in the smallest particular remiss in the observation 
and execntioa of the several duties incumbent on him. He is to behavB with 
moderation and kindness to the ryots and people ; to promote the culti^tioa 
and increase of inhabitants and produce of the lands ; expelling thieves, night- 
ly assaulters, and robbers; and so effectually punishing the disturbers of the 
peace, that no trace of them may be seen ; and be is to pay a tribute of 
^3,40,219 Benares Muchleedar Rupees or 2%,66,1S0 Calcutta Siccas, annually, 
to the Company's treasurers. Should he receive orders to pay the above 
revenue at Benares, he shall, in that case, pay the sum of S3,40,249 Benares 
Mnchleedar Rupees, each rnpee to weigh ten massa, and to contain two rut- 
tees and two chowls of alloy, and no more : should the weight be less or the 
alloy more, he shall make up the deticiency. Whenever the money shall not 
be wanted at Benares, he is t-o remit the annual amount of 2S,66,180 Sicca 
Kupees, pnnctnully, agreeably to his kists, by monthly payments at Calcutta. 
In consideration of which he shall be. allowed a deduction of 2 per cent., 
amounting in all to Sicca Rupees 44,434-14-5, account bindowunny, which 
being deducted, the net amount is 22,21,745-1-15 Sicca Rupees of Calcutta, 
whioh he is to pay at that place. After the settlement of aocouuts at the end 
of the year, he shall, in the customary manner, receive credit for his payments; 
and ha is by no means to collect the prohibited Abwab of the Durgab of His 
Majesty. This Sunnud being granted is to remain in force. You, the mut- 
Buddies and persons above-mentioned, are to regard the said Rajah as the 
truly and lawfully possessed of the zemindary, aumeeny, and foujedarry of the 
above Circara; and to auknbwledge bis authority in the several acts appertain- 
ing thereunto. Know that we have here issued the most strict and positive 
commands, and obey them accordingly.

Tbanslation of an Aoreehent witti Rajah MAHrPNABAiH for 
the Zeuindar of Bknakes,— ^M October 1794. 

The OovOTnor-Oeneral in Council being at this time desirous to introduce, 
with the consent of Rajah Mahipnarain, the Zemindar, into the Zilla of 
Benares, for the advantage thereof, the same syetem and rules for the ad- 
ministration of justice and for the concerns of the revenue as was in 1793 
established within the Provinces of Bengal, tiehar, and Orissa during the 
Government of Mnrquis Cornwallis, and the said Rajah having, after consi- 
demtioQ of the said circumstances, agreed to and approved thereof, so as that 
from the beginning of l'ii)i, /mtilte, the adminiBtration of justice, which 
hath hitherto remained in tlie hands of natives, shall be conduct«d by English 
gentlemen, and that there shall also he separately appointed a Collector (being 
in like manner a Itritish subject) for the realization of the revenue, whilst 
the duties of the Court of Appeals are to be conducted under eiinilar regulations 
as are provided to that effect in Bengal, and for as much as the support of all 
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these establishmenta will occasion to the Hon'ble Company's Gorernffient an 
increase of expense at the same time that under the operation of the perma- 
nent settlement concluded in 1197 tlie resourcea from the district bear also, 
under the favoor of the Almighty, a prospect of increase ; therefore with a view 
to provide for the aaid charges, which are solely to be incurred for the prosperity 
and advantage of the fonr Sircus compoEing the Zilluh of Benares, the fol- 
lowiug articles have, with the privity of the Governor- General in Council, 
been settled and concluded on between the said Rajah and Mr. Duncnn, to be 
observed and followed in time to come, from the iotrodnctioD of the new 
establishmeets :— 

Article the Itt. — Out of the surplus revenue, over and above the 40 lakhs 
of rupees, which including the articles of deduction were stipulated to be 
pnyable by Rajah MabipDarain, according to the eetimrary pottab whioh he 
received from the Hon'ble Warren Hastings, Eeqnire, in the year 1781, one 
. lakh of rupees per annum is, without fail, to be received from the Moolky 
Treasury by Rajah Uahipnarain, exclusive of the jaghirs and altwnghas that 
are now in his possession, and the remaining surplus, is to be annually eipendtrd 
in this district, and applied, under the authority of the Company's Government, 
towards the charges of the civil and judicial establishments in the support of 
the new and old Courts, and for the maintenance of the pautsalla or HiDdoo 
college, and for repairing the roads and constructing bridges, and promoting 
the cultivation, &c. 

2nd. — The revenue settlement made of the lands within the Raje of 
Dennres, &c., having taken plsce with the privity and approbation of Rajah 
Mahifinarain Sing, Rahader, the pottalis, receipts, and fangh-khutties, or 
acquittances thereof, are passed under the Eeal^nd signature of the said Rajah 
to the aumils, zemindars, and farmers, and the dufter or office, and khazancki 
or treasurer of the said Rajah, having always remained for the carrying on of 
the country {i.e., revenue) business, the B:iid signature, seal, office and treasurer 
are to remain in force and to be contmued as usual. 

3rd. — In case of complaints relative to revenue causes or charity ground, 
&c., being preferred to the Muzoor {i.e., the English Government) by any 
parties residing within the jaghir and sltumgha, &c., the pei'sonal or private 
lands of Rajah Mahipnarain Sing, the enquiry thereunto shall be made in like 
manner as such cases were amicably conducted bt-tween Mr. Duncan and the 
Rajah, that is, that eince the gentleman holding the station of Collector will 
have more concern and connection with such matters than the other gentle- 
men, the rule shall be that with the privity and nscei-tainment of the said 
Collector (who is to have regard to the honour and dignity of the said Rajah), 
sneh causes are to be settled through the cliannel of the ^aid Rajah, or of the 
officers of the said Rajah's cutcberry, it being at the tame tiaie understood 
and provided that as it is a duty incumhent on the Hon'ble Company's Govern- 
ment to distribute and ensure the attainment oi' justice to alt the inhabitants 
of Benares, shonld it so happen that after referring eucch complaints to the 
Rajah, or to his officers in the cutcberry, the contentment of the parties com- 
plaining and aggrieved shall not be obtained, the Rajah shall, relative to the 
a^ostineut of such causes, hit«D to, and approve of, the suggeBtions and 
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adrice of the Collector, in like manner as hath been practised in the time of 
Mr. Duncan; and it ie also iDCumbent on the eaid Collector, in all proper and 
jnst casee, to show the utmost attention possible to the Rajah's accommoda- 
tion, and to bold in view the maiatenance of his honour and digoity; such 
being entirely consiatent with the wiBhes of Government; and if (which God 
forbid) any such subject should arise as cannot be settled between the said 
Collector and the Bajnh aforesaid, the decision on sueli cause shall depend on 
the Governor-General in Council. 

Wherefore this ekmmama hath, with the privity and approbation of the 
Governor- General in Council, been written and concluded between Rajah 
Mahipnaraio Sing, Bahader, the Zemindar of the Zillah of Benares, &c., and 
ISt, Duncau, who is at present in the station oE Resident at Benares, on the 
part of the Government of the English East India Company,

Her Majesty being desirous that the governments of the several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetu- 
ated, and that the represent ation and dignity of their houses should be conti- 
nued, in fulfilment of this desirs this Sunnud is given to you to lepeat to you ' 
the assurance, which has been already communicated to you on the 24th April 
last, that, on failure of natural heirs, tlie British Government will permit and 
confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief 
of your St^te that may he in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of 
your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to yon 
so long as yoar house is loyal to the Crown and fiuthful to the conditions o£ 
the Treaties, GrantSj or Engagements which record its obligations to the 
British Government,

The FonndflT of the Oodb family was Saadat Khan, who was appointed 
Sabndar of Oudh io the reign of Mahammad Sbah. He was suoceeded by 
hia Bon<in-law, Safdar Jang, who died in 1753, and was enccseded by his eon, 
8hnj»-nd-Daula, who was created Wazir by the £mperot Shah Alam. 

After his defeat at Baxar in 1 764 (see tub. " Delhi," Vol. IX.), the Wazir, 
having retreated to bis own dominiona, obtained the assistance of a body of 
Mahrattas. They were, liowever, defeated in a skirmish at Kora, and the 
'Wazir, reduced to extremities, threw himself oa the generosity of the British 
Government. The arrangements which had been made with the Emperor in 
1764, by which he ceded Ghazipurand Benares to the Company, being himself 
put in poBsessioD of all the rest of the Wazir's dominions, was disapproved 
by the Conrt of Directors, It was cooeidered expedient to preserve the domi- 
nions of the Wazir as a barrier aghast the Mahrattas, and therefore, by the 
Treaty of 1765 (No.XKV),the Wazir was restored to all bis territories, except 
Allahabad and Kora, which were given to the Emperor for the snpport of 
his dignity and expenses. 

Some nDeasiness was still felt as io the designs of the Wazir, who had 

the Emperor completely in his power, and who was ambitions of recovering 

• CsTaliT . . icooo ^o™ ""^^ Allahabad.' It was therefore thought 

hifaMij . . 10,000 necessary to enter into a new Engagement 

Artillarj ' ', .'soo (No. XXVI) in 1768 for the restriction of the 

ImgulM. . . 9,600 Wazir's army to 35,000 men,* none of them to he 

cqnipped or drilled like English troops. 

At this time the position of the Mahrattas was most threatening. The 
Emperor had pot himself in their hands and had been placed by them on the 
throne of Delhi ; but he bad do real power, and his name was used as a cloak 
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for the jUBtificstioa ot the Mabratta usurpatioiiB. On leaving Allahabad Id 
1771 the Emperor put tbe Wazir in posseseioa of the fort. But when the 
Mahrattas extorted from him the cesaioa of Eora and Allahabad, it was 
deemed neoesBary for protection against the Mahrattas, that both the fort of 
Cbanar and the fort of Allahabad ebonld be held by English troops, and 
Agreements (Nos. XXVII and XXVIII) to this efEeot were executed on 20th 
March 1772. Tbe grant of Kora and Allahabad to the Mahrattas was con- 
■idered to he contrary to the meaning of the Treaty of I76&, by which these 
districts were given to the Emperor for the support of his dignity, and as the 
Emperor had abandoned possession of them, they were sold in 1773 (I^o. 
XXIX) to the Wazir for fifty lakbs of rupees, and at the same time tbe Wazir 
iigreed to pay Sikka Rupees 2,10,000 per month for each brigade of Engli^ 
troops that might march to his afisiBtanoe. 

In .1775 tbe Wazir Shuja-ud-Daula died and was succeeded by bis son, 
Aeaf-ud'Danla. On his accession a new Treaty (No. XXX) was concluded 
confirming him in the possession of Kora and Allababad, raising the paymeut 
for British troops to Rupees 2,60,000 a mouth for each brigade that crossed 
his border, and ceding to the British Goveinment in full sovereignty all the 
districts dependent on Raja Cbait Singh of Benares, including Benares, Jaun- 
pur, and Obazipur (see mb. Benares). Id his pecuniary obligations to the 
British Government the new Nawab soon fell deeply into arrears. Fresseil by 
bis pecuniary emban-ossments the Nawab endeavoured to deprive the mother 
of Shoja-nd-Daula and his own mother, tbe Bahn Begam, of the property which 
had been left them. In 1775 tbe Bahu Begam complaineil that Rupees 
26,00,000 bad been extortei] from her. An agreement (No. XXXI), however, 
was made between her and her son Asaf-ud-Daula, which was guaranteed by 
the English Government, maintaining her in the fall enjoyment of her jagirs 
and property. 

lu 1781 at a personal interview with Warren Hastings at Chuoar, a new 
Treaty (No. XXXII) was negotiated to give relief to the Nawab by the 
withdrawal of all the English troops, except a single brigade and one addi- 
tional regiment, and authorising the Nawab to resume jagirs, but requiring 
bim to grant equivalent pensions to jagirdars whose estates were guaranteed 
by the British Government. The Nawab took advantage of this concession 
to resume the jagirs of the Begams, which were subsequently in part restored, 
and to deprive them of their treasures on the alleged ground of their being 
implicated in Chait Singh's rebellion (see lub. Benares), Warren Hastings' 
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sbare io these tmnsactionB formed one of the chargeB againet him on his 
impeachment. 

The weakness of the Nawah's government prevented the withdrawal 
of the English troops as provided for by the Treaty of 1781. When Lord 
Coniwallia asenmed the government in 1786 the Nawab pressed for some 
mitigation of his burdens. It was not deemed safe to reduce the British 
troops, but an arrangement (No. XXXIII) was made in 1787, by which the 
Nawab's payment was fixed at Kupeee 50,00,000 a year in lieu of all claims/ 
and a large portion of the balance due to the British CJoTerDment was remitted. 

In the following year a commercial Treaty (No. XXXIV) was concluded 
with the Wazir, providing for the levy at fixed places oEjao ad valorem duty 
on goods, and prohibiting the levy of transit duties by landholders and others. 

The pecuniary difficulties in which the Wazir continued to be involved 
arose chiefly from his incapacity and misgovernmeut. In 1 797 Sir John Shore 
paid a visit to Luoknow, to indnce the Wazir to reform big administration 
and to pay part of the increased military establishmeat which it had been 
fonnd necessary to keep up. An Agreement (No. XXXV) was at this time 
made, by which the Wa/ir undertook to pay for one additional regiment of 
European and one of Native cavalry, provided the annual cost should not 
exceed five and a half lakhs of rupees. 

In 1797 Asaf-ud-Daula died, and bis reputed son, Minia Ali, was acknow- 
ledged as his successor. His paternity having been afterwards proved to be 
spurious, he was deposed, and Saadat Ali, the eldest surviving son of Shuja>ud- 
Daula, and the brother of Asaf-ud-Daula, was proclaimed in his stead. On the 
accession of Saadat Ali in 1798 a Treaty (No. XXXVI) was concluded, by 
which, among other arrangements, the Wazir's payment to the British Govern- 
ment was raised to seventy-six lakhs a year, and the minimum British force 
to be maintained in the country was fixed at 10,000 men. At the same time 
the Wazir made an Agreement (No. XXXVIl) with the Babu Begam, grant- 
ing her certain jagirs in Gonda and Faizabad under the guarantee of the 
British Ooverument, 

The Wazir's airoy was an armed rabble, ill-disciplined, and would have 
been rather a source of danger than a help had the invasion of Zaman Shoh 
from Afghanistan, with the anticipations of which the people of India were 
periodically alarmed, taken place. In 1799, therefore, the Mai-qnis Wellesley 
addressed the Wazir with a view. to induce him to disband his troops and

replace them by a BritiBli sabgidiary forefl. Major Scott was deputed to con- 
duct negotiations for the above purpose, and to eecare, by a cesaion of terri- 
tory from the Waztr, a tesouroe £or the regular payment of the subsidy. The 
Wazir was very reluctant to agree to the proposals made to htm, and threatened 
to abdicate in favour of his bod. But at length, after protracted negotiation 
and the deputation of the Hooonrable Mr. Wellesley, the Qovemor-6eneral'' 
brother, to Lucknov, a Treaty (No. XXXYIII) was signed on 10th Kovembei 
1801, by which the Wazir ceded to the British ' Government lauds in the 
Doab and the whole of Bohilkhand yielding a revenue of Rupees 1,S5,2-3,174<, 
in lieu of the subsidy and all future expenses incurred in defending his terri- 
tory ; reduced his troops to four battalions of infantry and one of nsjibs, 2,000 
cavalry and 300 golaadaz; and agreed to introduce a good system of govem- 
ment in his remaining territories. The Treaty also provided for the free 
navigation of the Oaoges and other rivers, where they formed the mutual 
boundary of the British territories and Oadh, At a personal interview with 
the Wazir at Luoknow, the Govemor-Oeaeral, after some discussion, settled 
various points arising out of the Treaty of 10th November which remuned to 
be adjusted, and explained the general principles which should regulate the 
oonnection and intercourse between the two States as resulting from the 
Treaty. The results of this confcrenoe were embodied ia a Memorandnm 
(No. XXXIX), of which a copy, signed and sealed by the Ooveraor* 
Oeneral, was delivered to the Wazir. 

In 1S12 a Treaty (No. XL) was made with Nawab S&adat Ali to pre- 
vent disputes arising out of the frequent changes in the course of the rivers 
forming the boundaries between the British territories and Oudh. The Treaty 
related merely to the prevention of disputes between the two States, and had 
no reference whatever to the rights of zamiadars. 

Saadat Ali Ehan died on 11th July 18H, and was succeeded byhiseldsEt 
son, Ghazi-ud-Din Haidar. On his accession Engagements (No. XLI) were 
exchanged between him and the Governor- General, declaring all Treaties and 
Eogagements made with the late Nawab to be in full force to all intents and 
purposes. 

Puring the negotiations with Saadat Ali Khan, which led to the cession of 
Bohilkhand in 1801, the Baha Begam had offered to make the English Govern- 
ment her heir on condition that she should be released from dependence on her 
grandson, and that herconDectionsanddepeDdents should be secured in thenn- 
disturbed possession of their property. It was believed that the Wazir's principal 
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obj«ctionfl to the proposed Treaty Eorthe oeasioi^Df Bofailkhand proceeded from 
tbe expectation of his acquiring great wealth on the Begam'e death. The 
Go Teroor> General therefore expressed his intention of accepting the Begam's 
offer. The arrangementa, however, were never completed, and in conseqaence 
of the altered relations between the Wa^r and the Begam, after the concia* 
sioD of the Treaty of 1801, Government eventually declined the beqaeet. 

In 1808 the Begam executed a will, making the British Government heir 
to the reeidoe of her property, after maintaining certain jagirs and pensions, 
and paying certain sums for the oonetrnction of a maosolenm, &o. Govern- 
ment, however, declared its intention of yielding the legaoy to the Wazir and 
making over tlie residue of the property to him. The will was suhseqiwDtly 
revoked, and a Deed of Deposit (No. XLII) was executed, the provisions of 
which the British Oovemment guaranteed to exeente so far as depended on 
them. The arrangements proposed were, with the Begam's consent, disclosed 
to the Wazir, who was assured that he would be acknowledged by Government 
as the Begam's lieir on his agreeing to the whole of the purposes of the will. 
To this arrangement Ghazi-ud-Din Haidar intimated his assent in a letter to 
the Resident, reoeivnl on the 4th August IS14. This letter fomu the last 
annexare to No. XLII. 

The Begam died on l&th December tglS, leaving property to the value 
of Rupees 99,48,916. After her death it was proposed to embody the obliga- 
tions of the British Government aud the Wazir in regard to her property in a 
Treaty. Bat as the Nawab expressed an unwillingness to execute any further 
documents, which were unnecessary after his eng^ement in 1811, t)ie Treaty 
was not pressed on him. All the personal property of the Begam was made over 
to the Wazir on his paying into the British treasury Rupees 56,84,082, the 
interest on which was to yield certain pensione which by the Deed of Deposit 
were to be defrayed from the funds left by the Begam. These pensions are 
now known as the Amaoat Wasikas or trust pensions. Bat besides these there 
were certain jagirs and pensions payable from the Oudh treaeary, in case of 
the diminution or resumption of which by the Wazir the British Government 
was to make a provision of corresponding amount for the holders from the 
residue of the Begam's property. To this class belonged the pensions of 
Mirza Ali, Salar Jang and his three sons, and the several members of the Khas 
Mahal. The pensions of Mirza Ali, Salar Jang and*his three sons were subse- 
qnently provided for in the arrangements made with the Wazir for the pay- 
ment of the first Oudh loan. Of the Kbas Mahal pensions, three, namely,

those of Latf-nn-Nisa, Mirza Muhammad Taki Khan, and Mirza Nflsir and 
their childreD, aggregating Rupees 6,000 a month, were secured hj the 
- goarantee of the British Ooremment. llieee are now knowa as the Zamanat 
Wasikas or security pensiona. 

la 1814 when Lord Moira proceeded to the opper provinces to be neat 
the scene of action in the Nepal war, he was visited at Cawnpnr by the Nawab* 
who offered him a erore of rapeea bs a free gift. The gift was declined, but a 
loan of Rupees 1,08,50,000 at 6 per cent, per annum was accepted, the interest) 
namely, Rupeea 6,51,000 being devoted from 14th November 1811 to defray 
certtuQ stipends (No. XLIU) guaranteed by the British Government. The 
principal of lapsed stipends was repayable to the Oudh Qovcrnment, and up to 
U55 there had been repaid at various times Rupees 72,42,766, leaving out- 
standing jit 6 per cent-Rupees 86,07,235. 

Id the month of March 1816, in consequenoe of the vast expenditure 
during the Nepal war. Government applied to the Nawab for a second loan of 
one crore of rupees at 6 per cent. On the conoluaion of the' war, this second 
loan was extingnished in 1816 by the cession (No. XLIV) to the Nawab, 
ol the district of Khairigarh and the Tarai lands conquered from the Gurkhas, 
between the Gogra on the west and the district of Gorakhpui. By the same 
Treaty a part of the district of Gorakhpnr was ceded by the British Government 
in exchange for the tract of country intervening between the Britasb districts 
of Jaunpur, Mirzapur, and Allahabad. 

In 1825 the "Waar, who, in 1819, had been raised by the British Gov- 
ernment to the dignity of King, proposed that the British Government should 
cede to him a portion of ita territories in exchange for a sum of money. 
There were, however, insuperable objections to the alienation of any portion of 
British territory. But as the Government were suffering from the finonoial 
difBcuIties caused by the protracted boatilities in Burma, and as the King's 
treasury was full, a proposal was made to take a loan of a crore of rupees 
at 6 per cent, interest, from His Majesty. The interest of this loan was by a 
Treaty (No. XLV), dated 17th August 1826, devoted in perpetuity to the 
payment of certtun stipends, and the British Government agreed to be the 
protector of the honour and prosperity of the stipendiaries. 

In the foUoniag year a fourth loan of half a crore of rupees was taken 
at 6 per cent, interest, repayable after two years. Before.his death, io 1827, 
the King, Ghazi-ud-Din Haidar, requested that this loan might be made per- 
petual, aud that the interest should be devoted to meet certain pensions, the

Btipendiariet being guaranteed t)ie protection of tbe BriLiab Government. But 
the previoufl guarantees which Government had given had produced so much 
embarrasBment tliat the request of the King was deelined. 

Ghozi-ud-Din Haidar was succeeded by bis son Nasir-ud-Din Haidar. 
Being anxious to make a permanent prorisLon for certaia ladies of hie house- 
hold, Nasir-ud-Din Haidar proposed to grant another loan, at 6 per cent, 
interest, eoneisting of the half crore lent in the previous year, with an addi- 
tional sum of Rupees 12,10>000. This loan was accepted in 1829 (No. XLYI), 
but was made redeemable at any time after the death of tbe original stipend- 
iaries. No guarantee was given of protection to the stipendiaries, but a 
promise was made that they would always be treated with special favour and 
kindness. Rupees 98,40,000 of this loan were repaid in, 1853 to the heirs of 
some of the original grantees ; Rupees 2,40,000 being paid in cash, and BupeeB 
36,00,000 by transfer to the Government 4 per cent. loan. 

In 1833, at the request of the King, Government accepted another loan 
of Rupees 3,00,000 at 4 p«r cent., and agreed (No. XLVII) to pay the 
interest in monthly charitable payments to tbe poor in the city of Lucknow, 

Nasir-ud-Din Haidar died in 1837, and was succeeded by his uncle, 
Muhammad Ali Shah. On his accession a Treaty (No. XLVIII) wasconclud-. 
ed with him by the Governor- General in Council. The assent of the King 
W&8 moat reluctantly given to this Treaty. The Home Government therefore 
disallowed it and directed the restoration of the relations with Oudh to the 
footing on which they had previously stood. The King was tbereupon.informed 
of tbe determination of Government to relieve him from all that was onerous 
in the conditions respecting the subsidiary force established under the Treaty, 
and to defray from the British treasury the expense of that portion of theforc6 
which had been already organized, hot the formal abrogation of the Treaty was 
not intimated to him. 

Muhammad Ali Shah being anxious to provide pensions in perpetuity for 
certain members of bis family, offered, in 183S, a loan of Rupees 17,00,000 
at 4 per cent., and requested that the pensioners to whom the interest was to 
be paid should be guaranteed against oppression by future Rulers of Oudh. 
The loan was accepted (No. XLIX), but, as in the Agreement of 1829 with 
Nasir-nd-Din Haidar, no guarantee was given, the pensioners being promised 
only the special favour and kindness of the BriUsh Government. 

In 1889 Muhammad Ali Shah subscribed 12 lakhs of rupees to tbe 4 per 
eeut loan^ the interest of which he allotted by a Deed of Trust (No. L) 
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66 Ondh. Pftrt II 

for the expense! of the Husainabad Imambara. To this the King added 
othet sums, aggregating Rupees 24,17,500, and aEter his death a sum of Rnpeea 
2,33,000 was also invested by the Trustees out of the unexpended surplus ot 
the interest. 

In 1840 the King allotted bf another Deed of Trust (No. LI) a sum 
of Rni>ees 3,40,800, of which Rupees 2,87,000 were to bear interest at & per 
cent, and Rupees 53,800 at 4 per cent for the endowmeub of a hospital at 
Luoknow. 

Various other Biims have been at different times invested by the King 
of Ondh in Government funds, but these investments are guaranteed by do 
special engagements and in no way differ from ordinary contributions to 
Government loans, except that in some cases the promissory notes were 
deposited in the Government treasury at Lucknow, and the interest was paid 
monthly instead of quarterly. Thus in February 1842 a sum of Rupees 
14,00,000 was contributed, on twelve lakhs of which (he interest was made pay- 
able monthly. In July 1842 twenty lakhs were subscribed, on eight lakhs of 
which the interest was made payable monthly : and in September 1842 twelve 
lakhs more were subscribed on the same terms. 

In May 1842 Muhammad All Shah died and was succeeded by his son, 
Amjad Ali Shah, who was succeeded on IStb February lij47 by Waji J Ali Shah. 

The condition of the internal administration of Oudh had attracted at- 
tention from the earliest times of the connection of the British Government 
with that State, and it was one of the provisions of the Treaty of 1801 
(No. XXXVIII) that the Nawab should introduce, under the advice of the 
British Government, such a system of administration as should be conducive 
to the prosperity of his subjects, and he calculated to secure the lives and 
property oE the inhabitants. Notwithstanding the repeated warning and 
advice of successive Residents the administration was not improved, and in 
1831 Lord William Bentinck found it necessary to warn the King that, in the 
event of improvement and reformation not being effected by His Majesty's 
officers, the settlement of the country would need to be made by British officers. 
This warning was neglected ; the misgovernment of the country continued ; 
and, in November 1847, a few months after the aocossion of Wajid Ali Shall, 
Lord Hardingc proceeded to Luoknow and again warned the King that if 
within two years the administration should not be reformed, the British 
Government would be forced to interfere by assuming the government of Oudh. 
No improvement did take place within the two years of probation, bat r 
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natoml Telaotaaoe to proosed to extreme tneasurea prerenled QovernmeDt from 
«t once acting up to the threat held out hy Lord Hardioge, and the ontbreak 
of the eeoond war in Borma direrted the niteiition of the Govenimeut for a 
time from Ondh. 

la 1854 the state, of Oudh showed none of that amendment which 
Government had declared to be IndispeDBable, and the Resident was required 
to rep<wt whether the duty imposed on the British OovwnmeDt by the Treaty 
of 1801 would B&y longw admit of Goverumeat boaestly indulgiDg the reluo- 
taooe it had felt to have recourse to extreme measures. The Besident's 
eaquiriea showed the state of Oudh to be most deplorable, and that the 
improvement, which Lord Hardinge peremptorily demanded seven years 
before, had not in any degree been effected. The British Government there- 
tore finally resolved to assume the administration of Oudh in one form or 
another. A Treaty* was proposed to the King, which provided that the sole

This Treaty, consisting of tevcn Articles, has been settled and concluded by Hajar-Qeneral 
Jamea Oatram, C.B., ttesident at Lncknow, nnder the full powera vested in him by the Host 
Noble the (jorcmcr- General in Council aa afuresald. with Hi* Majeaty Abdul Hanaur, Nasir< 
nd-Uin, Sikandnr Jab, Muliammad Wajid Ali Shah, King of Ondh, for himaelf and his haln, in 
the city of Lncknow, on the day of 

in (he year of Oui Lord one thoottnd eight hundred and flftj-s<i, corresponding with 
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The King waa allowed tliree iaja to consider and sign the Treaty. He 
refnsed to sigo it, and tbereforSj id Febni&ry lS!i9, the British Governmeut 
assumed to itself the goverament of Oudb exclusively and for ever. A provi- 
sion of twelve lakhs a year was offered to tlie K.tng, which he accepted in 
October 1859. Separate provision was sanctioned for bis collateral relatives. 
Wajid Ali Shah was allowed to retain the title of King of Oudb, but on bia 
death the title was to cease absolutely, and the pecuuiary allowance was not to 
be continued ou the same scale. A reeideiice for the King was pmrchaeed by 
Gavemment at Garden Reach in the suburbs of Calcutta, but he was informed 
that the exercise of an independent jurisdiction within the precincts of bis 
estate or the immunity of any of his officers or attendants from the ordinary 
operation of the law could not be sanctioned. Provision, however, was mode 
by Act XIV of 1860 for the execution of civil and criminal process within 
the premises occupied by the King through the officer appointed to be Agent 
with him on the part of the British Guvemment. Another enactment. Act 
VIII of l!<62, was passed to exempt the King from the jurisdiction of the 
criminal courts, except for capital oSences j to provide for the trial, if neces- 
sary, of other offences by eommission ; to exempt the King from appearance 
in court as a witness; and to provide for his examination through the Agent 
to the Governor- General in cases where bis evidence might be required. 
By a further Act, XIII of 1868, the King was exempted from the jarisdic- 
tion of the Civil Courts except in regard to suits instituted with the consent 
of Government, and was rendered incapable of entering into any contract which 
night give rise to a pecuniary obligation on hie part. 

Wajid Ali Shah died on the Slst September 1887, and on his death Act 
XIX of 1887 was passed empowering the Goveriior-Qeneral in Council to 
administer his estate. Arrangements were made for the disposal of the pro- 
perty at Garden Reach, the proceeds realised going to the estate, and pensions 
were granted to the King's family and dependents.

Abticli 1. 

A perpetual and nnirersal peace, sincere friendship, and firm nnicn ehall 
be eErtabfiBhed between His Highness Sbnjah-ul- Dowla and his heirs, on tbe 
one part, and Hie Excellency Nudjam-nl-Dowla, and the English Bast India 
Company, on tbe other; so that the said contracting powers shall give the 
greatest attention to maintain between themselves, their dominions, and their 
aabjects this reciprocal friendship, withont permitting, on cither side, any kind 
of Qoetilitiea to be committed, from henceforth, fnr any oanae, or under any 
pretence wbataoever, and everything eball be carerully avoided which might 
hereafter prejudice tbe anion now happily established. 



In case tbe dominions of His Highness Shujah-ul-Dowla shall at any 
time hereafter be attacked. His Excellency Nudjum^uUDowla and the English 
Company shall assist bim with a part or the whole of their forces, according 
to the exigency of his aSairs, and so far as may be consistent with their own 
security : and if the dominions of His Excellency Nudjum-ut-Dowla or the 
English Company, shall be attacked, His Highness shall, in like manner, 
ansist them with a part or the whole of his forces.

'Whereas, unbecomiog rumours hare been propagated abroad, which tend 
to the interrnptioti of the firm frieDdehip, union, and confidence formerly 
establiahed between Hia Hit^bness the Nabob Shujah-nl-DowIa, Vizier of tha 
Empire, on the one part, and the Right Honousable Robert Lord CKve, and 

. General John Camac, oa behalf of the deceased Nabob Nudjam-uI-Dowla, 
late Sonbahdar of Bengal, Bebar, and Uris^a, and the £n^lish Company, on 
tbe other part; Harry Verelet, Esq., Freaident and Governor of Fort William 
and ihe Council thereoEfWith a view to the removal o£ all causes of jealousy 
and diBsgreemeot, and tbe confirmation of a good dispositioQ on both sides, 
have deputed John Cartier, Colonel Richard Smith, and Claud Russell, three 
Members of the Council fiom Calcutta, personally to confer with His High- 
ness aroresaid, and whereas the aforesaid Johu Cartier, Colonel Richard Smith, 
and Claud Hussell, after effecting- ao iuterview with His Highness aforesaid, 
have reason to be satisfied with bis steady attachment to the English, they 
therefore, on behalf of His Excellency the Nabob Syef-ul-Dowla, Soubahdar 
of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa, and the English Company, renew aod confirm 
tbe former Treaty, letter by letter, and article by article; and His Higlinfsi 
tbe Nabob Sliujab-ul-DowIab aforesuid doth likewise renew aud confirm tbe 
BBid Treaty ; and moreover, out of a pure desire effectually to eradicate all 
doubts and jealonsies, to establish tbe present harmony on the most durable 
basie, and to confirm tbe former Treaty, doth consent and agree, that the fol- 
lowing words shall be inserted as an explanatory cbiuse in tbe said Treaty : 
It is by the advice and consent of tbe President aud Council aforesaid, agreed, 

. that His Highness shall not entertain a number of forces exceeding thirty- 
five thousand men, whether sepoys; cavalry, peons, artillerym^, rocket-men 
or troops of any denomination whatever. Of this number ten thousand 
are to be cavalry, ten battalions of sepojs, including soubadars, jemadars, 
bavildars, and nil ranks of officers, not to exceed ten thousand men; tbe 
Nujib regiment, consisting of five thousand men with matchlocks, to remain 
always on its present establishment ; five hundred men for the artillery, 
and that number never to be exceeded; tbe remaiuing nine thousand five 
hundred men are to be irregulars, neither to be clothed, armed or disci- 
plined nfter the manner of tbe English sepoys or Nujib regiment; and His 
Highness also engages to arm none of bis forces, besidee tbe ten thonsand 
men mentioned in this Treaty, after the English manner, nor to train 
them in the discipline of tbe English troops. In consideration thereof, 
the said John Cartier, Colonel Richard Smith, and Claud Russell engage, 
on behalf of His Excellency the Nabob Syef-ui-Dowla and the English 
Company aforesaid, that whilst His Highness Shujah-ul-Dowla aforeeaid 
and his sueoessors shall abide by the Articles of this Treaty, neither the 
present Conncil of Fort William, nor any future Council, shall hereafter 
iutroduce any new matter relative thereto, besides what has been formprly 
agreed to, and is now concluded a])on, and both parlies eball consider tbia 
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Agreement as firm and binding. His HiglineBS aforesaid sball swear npoQ> 
(he Koran, John Caitier, Colonel Richard Smith, and Claad Russell upon the 
Oospel, never to infringe the minatest part or meaning hereof, and to maintaia 
it themselves, and to transmit it inviolable to their posterity.

His Highneea has 
delivered np to them the Fort of Chunar Gur, in the zemindarry of Rajah 
Cbeyt Sing, to be held by them, and to be garrisoned solely by tlieir troops, 
as lonif as it may be necessary for the sapport of His Highness' interest or 
tiie interest of the English East India Company, and for the preservation of 
the ProviDoes of Bengal, fiebar, ani UrisBa. 

SMtmil.— Upon any oooasion where it may be neoessary for the English

WinU — His Majesty Shah Allum having been pleased to confer on and 
make over to the Nabob Shnja-ul-Dowlah, Vizier of tiie Empire, the Fort of 
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Allahabad, whenever His Excellency eliall demand the said Fort, at the ex- 
piration oE ten days after snch demand sliall be made, the troopa of tbe 
English East India Company shall evacuate the eaid Fort and deliver it op to 
His Excellency. 

Second, — Tbe troops of tbe English East India Company Ehall garrieon 
the Fort of Allnhabad in the same manner on tlie part of the Vizier, as here- 
tofore they held it for the King, nntit it ia demanded by the Nabob Shajah- 
nl-Dowla, unleaa the eaid Company may find it necessary to withdraw their 
troops and consequently evacuate the said Fort before sucli a demand may be 
made. In suoh case timely notice to be given to His Excellency.

TBEA.TT with the Nawab Vizier Shuja-ul-Dowla,— ^M Septem- 
ber 1773. 

The Vizier of the Empire, Asuph Jab Sbujah-nUMulck, .the Nabob 
Shnjah-ul'Dowla, Aboo-ul .Munsoor Cawn Behander, Sifdar Jnng, Sippab 
Salan, on the one part, and Warreu Hastings, Esquire, President of the 
Council, Governor of Fort William, and Commander-in-Chief of the Forces 
of the English Company, in the Provioces of Ben^l, Behar, and Orissa, for 
and in the name of the English Company, on the other part, do agree' on the 
following Articles:^ 

Abticle 1. 

Whereas, in the Treaty oonclnded at Allahabad, the 18th An<ra8t 1765, 
between tbe Vizier and the Company, it is expressed that the distrlcta of 
Corah and Allahabad were given to His Majesty for bis eipeiises ; and 
whereas, His MDJesty has abandoned tbe possesgion of tbe aforesaid districts, 
and even given a Suonud for Corab and Currah to tbe Mahrattas, to the great 
prejudice of tbe interests both of the Vizier and of the Eitt^Iish Company, and 
contrary to tbe meaning of the said Treaty, and hath tliereby forfeited bis 
right to the said districts, which have reverted to the Compaiiv from whom 
be received them; it is therefore agreed, that the aforesaid districts shall be 
put into the poseessikin of the Vizier on the folluwing conditions, and that. 
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in the Bame manner as the Province of Oudh and the other dominiona of the 
Vizier are pos^esBed by him, bo ahali he poseesB Corah aad Currah, and 
Allahabad, for ever. He shall by no means, and under no pretence, be liable 
to any obBtriictions in the aforegnid couotrieB from the Company and the 
English Chiefs : and eiclueive of the money now Btipulated, no mentioD or 
reqnieition eball by any means be made to him for anything else on this 
account. This Agreement shall be obeerved by all the English Chiefs, 
gentlemen of the Couneil, and by the Company, nor ehall it ever be brokeo 
or deviated from.

AetiClb 2. 

To pr«veot any disputes arising conoeming the payments which shall be 
made by the Vizier, for the expeosea of the Company's troops that may march 
to his assistance : 

It is agreed, tbut the ezpeose of a brigade shall be oompnted at two 
lakhs ten thousand (2,10,000) Sicca Rupees per month, according to the our- 
rency of the Province of Oudh. By a brigade is meant as follows, vis. — 
2 Battalions of Earopeahs, 
6 Battalions of Sepoys. 
1 Company of Artillery. 

The ezpensee of the said troops shall be defrayed by the Vizier, from the 
time that they shall have passed the borders of bis dominions till they return 
within the borders of the Province of Bebarj and ezcIuHive of the abovemen< 
tioned sam, no more shall, on any account, be demanded Trom him. Should 
the Company and the English Chiefs have occasion to eend for the troops of 
the Vizier, the Company and the English Chiefs ahall also pay their expenses 
in the like manner.

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Teanblation of the Proposed AKTiCLsa of the Treaty with the 
Nabob Aubup-ul-Dowla,— 5i«/ 3fa^ 1775. 

The Nabob Auant-ul-Dowla, ItAjta, Cawn, Bebaader, Hozebbus Jang, 
on the one part, and the Honourable Warren Hastings, Esq., Uovemor- Gene- 
ral, and the Members of the Supreme Council of Port William, for and in the 
name of the BngliEli East India Company, on the other part, agree to the 
following Articles :^ 

Abtiolb 1. 

That univereal peace, firm friendship, and perfect union, aholl forever be 
esUbliehed between the Nabob Ausuf-ul-Dowla and the English East India 
Company. The contracting powers, with a view of maintaining this recipro- 
cal friendship in the future, shall not for any cause or under any pretence, 
encourage the ryots and the inhabitants of their Soubshs in commiLting hos- 
tilities and disturbances ; and everything sfasU be avoided by the said powers 
which might oeoasion them. Their friends and enemies ai'e mutual, and any 
person who shall run away and take refuge iu the country of one of the aaid 
parties, shall be given up to the other, and no assistance afforded him. 

Article 2. 
The aforesaid Nabob engages never to ectertain or recsive iu hi* domi- 
nions Cossim Ally Cawn, the former Soubahdar of Bengal, and Sumro, the 
murderer of the English ; even in case of his getting Ihem into his hands, he 
will, out of friendship, make them prisoners, and deliver them to the English 
Company. He also engages not, for. any (.'anse or under any pretence, to 
entertain Europeans of any nation in his service, without the consent of the 
English Company : That he will prevent, oppose, and send back such as offer 
to oome into, pass through, or remain, or shall be in his dominions, without 
the perwannah of the English Company. The Europeans of every nation in 
the service of the said Nabob are hereby dismissed ; and now, and in the future, 
he engages never to entertain the said Europeans and to deliver up to the 
English Company such of their servants who have deserted or may <i9sert, in 
case of his apprehending them. 

Aeticlx 3, 

If the King should write anything relative to the a&irs of (be Nabob 
AuBuf-uI-Dowla to the English Sirdars, they will attend to the satisfaction, 
advantage, and inclination of the said Nabob, and not consent to what the 
King may say or write. In like manner, if the King should write to the 
Nal>ob Ausuf-nl-Dowla, relative to the affairs of the English Sirdars, he will 
attend to their satisfaction, advantage, and inclination, aud not consent to 
what be may say or write. 
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The coantries of Corah and Allahabad chall always, and (or ever, remain 
in the poeeeBBion of the Nabob Ausuf-ul-Dowla, on the same footing as tha 
Soabab of Oudh ; and they shall on no account, in the future, be disturbed by 
the English] nor will they ever request a dam or ilerrum, or anything from the 
Bud countries. The English Sirdars engage to defend tbe Soubab of Oudh 
at all times, ^nd Corah and Allahabad, until the pleasare of the Court of 
Directors shall be koonii. 

AXTIOLl 6, 

, The said Nabob, for the defence of his country, as above specified, de* 
dares that be has given up of his own free will and accord, unto the English 
Company, all the districts dependent on the Raja Cheyt Sing, together with 
the land and water duties, and the sovereignty of the said districts in perpe- 
tnity : That the English Company shall, after one month and a half from the 
date of this Treaty, take upon them the sovereignly and possession -of the 
districts under Rajah Cheyt Sing, as hereunder specilied, vis. — 

Sircar Benares. The districts of Jaunpore. 

Sircar Chumah. Bijehpore Bahdore. 

Soktesegur. Mnlboss Kawss, 

The Sircar of Gawzypore, 

The Pergannah of Seekundapore, Jeridge, 8haay, Abad, Toppa, Snrch- 
chuFj &o., as formerly; the Mint and Kutwally of Benuee- 

Articli 8. 

Tbe Nabob Asaf^al-Dewla, for the aid and assistance of the English 
troops when stationed with him, shall pay montbly, from the date of this 
Treaty, for the charges of a brigade, the sum of tiro lacks sixty thousaad Oudh 
Sicca Rupees, of the sixteenth year, agreeable to the present currency. If, in 
fotare, this curcency should be abolished, the decrease or increase of batta shell 
be mutually given and received by the parties. The particulars of a brigade 
3J6, viz.,. two battalions, or one regiment o£ Europeans, one company of artil- 
lery, and six battalions of sepoys. 

The aforesaid Nabob shall, whenever the English troops past the bound- 
aries of the Company's province, at his request, pay the stipulated snm 
monthly, from that time until their return to the above-said boundaries. 

Akticlb 7. 

If the aforesaid Nabob shall ever require the aid or assistance of the 
English Company for the defence of any other of his countries besides those 
above speoified, he will fix something for the Company proportioned to the 
service. 
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The English Company and all the English Sirdara engage to perfona 
whatever Articles are now mntualiy settled ; and in the future, during the life 
ot the Nabob Auauf-ul-Dowla, tbey will never vary or depnrt from tbem. 
They nill not, in any respect or manner, matce request of anything^ new or con- 
trary to the tenor of this Treaty, 

The parties mutually enrear, according to their respeotive faiths, to abide 
by these engagements.

I, Asoph-al-Dowlah Bahadre, engage and give this written Agree- 
ment, via. : — 

I have now taken from my mother thirty lakhs of rupees on account of 
' F - ' 
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the present, snd twenty-six lakhs on aoooont of former debts, in specie, goods, 
jewelfl, eleph&nts, camels, 8ec„ from the patrimony of my father, and have no 
farther claim on her. Having received this dirough the Enfflish Chiefs, I 
renounce all further demands on her, I also engage tliat I will never molest 
my mother in the enjoyment of the jaghires, gunges, culladarries, gardens, or 
the mints of Oudh, Fyzabad, 8ec., conferred on her by the late blesrad Nabob, 
bnt will leave her in the fall possession of them during her life-time. As 
long as my mother lives, I will give her no trouble on account of tliem. She 
shall collect whatever appears to be dne from the sMd jaghiers, by her own 
people, I will not obstruct it. When my mother goes on her pilgrimage, she 
IB at liberty to leave the jaghiers, &c., under the charge of whomsoever she 
pleases. It is entirely at her option. I will not oppose it. Whether she 
resides here or goes on a pilgrimage, the iagbiers, &c., shall remain in her 
possession, and no person shall, on any occasion, obstruct or molest her there- 
in. To whomsoever my mother shall give charge of the jaghiers, See., I will 
on every occasion protect and assist him, and when she goes on her pilgrimage, 
she is at liberty to lake with her sucb of her slaves, women, and goods as she 
thinks proper, I will cot molest her. Nor will I give any trouble to Johur 
Ally Khan, Bahadre Ally Khan, Nishant Ally Khan, Sb^oon Ally Khun, 
or te the Tavildarnees, by any demand on them. My mother is at liberty to 
act as she pleases therein. She is the mistress. For the observance of all 
these Articles, I give Ood, and His Prophet, the twelve Imaums, the fourteen 
Manssooms and the English Chiefs, as guarsntees. The English Chiefs are 
joined in this Engagement. Farther, I will not in future di-mand any loan 
from mj mother ; I have no claim on her ; nor will I ever deviate from this 
Engagement. Should I act contrary thereto, it may be supposed that I axi 
estranged from the English Chiefs and the Company. 1 have accordingly 
given this as ft Cowluama to remain aa a vonober.

The Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah Yahya Kban Babadre Houaber Jnng 
ham reeeived from his mother, on aoooant of the pstrimony of his father, and 
appropriated to hia own use, tbe sum of thirty lacks of ropeea on aooonnt of 
l^e preseot, and tweaty-eix Wke on account of former debts, in specie, goods, 
jewels, e1ef^nt«, oamdi, &«., and ihe Faraikhatty (full acqnittal) which the 
Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah gives to his mother is a vondier. iij seal is affixed 
thereto, bo that it may be ooneideied as aa aet of the Compuiy and English 
Chiefs. With respect to the jaghiera, gangee, cuUadarries, gardens, the 
miaU of Oadh and Fyzabad, which the late blwed Nabob gave to the Bhe- 
gnm, the Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah will not molest ber in the possession of 
them, bat leave her in the free eajaymeDt of liiem daring her life-time, and 
she is to collect whatever may appear doe from the jaghiers, through her own 
people. He English Chiefs are gnaraoteea for ^e observance of these 
Artieles. No one shall molest her. When the Bhegnm goes on a pilgrim^e 
no person i^U obstraot or hinder her. The Bh^am ia sole mistress of her 
•wn people j no one shall make any demand oo her ennuchs or women. She 
18 at liberty to act as she pleases with respect to them. 

When the Bhegum goes on her pilgrimage, she may leave the charge of 
the jagfaiers, &c., U> whomsoever she phases. The English Chiefs are guar- 
antees of thu.

The Nabob Vizier-nl-M ummalic, Asoph-ul-DowIah, Asoph Jah Cawn 
Bebaader having repeatedly and urgently represented that he ie anahle to 
•appoit the expenses (^ the ten)p(7rary brigade, cavalry, and English officers, 
with their battalions, as well as other gentlemen who are now paid by him, 
under the denomination of Sebnndy, Su:., &c., and having made sundry 
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requests to that and other purposes ; and aa the coostancf and firmness of hi* 
sllianoe with the Company entitle him to every consideration and relief that 
may depend upon us, I, Warren HastiDgs, GoTerDor-General, Imad-nl-Dow* 
lah, Jelladit Jang Sebander, &c., &o., on hehalf of the OoTernor-OenSral and 
Council, have ^reed to the andennentioned Articles, this 19th day of Septem- 
ber, in the year of our Lord 1781, corresponding to the last RDmzan, 189& of 
the Hegira. 

Aktjoli 1. 

That the temporary brigade and three regiments of cavalry be bo longer 
charged to the Nabob's account for the year Fuaeellee 11S9, excepting a term 
for two and a half months, which is required for their passing the Nabob's 
boundaries j and for which, together with all former allowances and arrears, 
their usual pay and allowancee are to be made good. Also the English Officsra, 
with their Sebundy battalions, and other gentlemen, excepting the Resident's 
office, now upon the Nabob's list, be no longer at his cha^^e for the year 
1189, the arrears being paid up, with the addition of two months* allow- 
ances ; the true meaning of this being, that no more troops be paid for by the 
Nabob than tlie number of European urtillery and sepoys agreed for, nnder 
the title of one brigade, with the late Nabob Sbujah-nUDowla, now paid for 
at the rate of Bs. 2,00,000 per month, to which is now to be added one 
regiment of sepoYB of the present establishment, expressly allowed for the 
purpose of protecting the office, treasury, and person of the Besident at Lnok- 
new, the pay and allotvances of which are to commence from the 1st of 
August next, at the rate of Rs, S&,000 per mouth. The reg!m«nt to be 
received every three months. The brigade to be stationed or moved wherever 
the Nabob shall direct, in the mode prescribed in the former Treaty with the 
Nabob Vizer deceased. And, finally, that whenever the Nabob Vizier shall 
require a farther aid of troops from the Company, the pay and allowances 
shall commence from the day of their passing the Caramnassa; also, should 
the assistanoe of the Nabob's troops be required by the Company, their pay 
and allowanoes, as may then he agreed upon, be allowed during the time tney 
may serve. 

Abtiolb 2. 

That as great distress has arisen to the Nabob's Government ftom 
the military power and dominion of the jaghiredsrs, he be permitted to 
resume auch aa he may find necessary ; with a reserve that all such, for the 
amount of whose jaghire the Company are guarantees, shall, in case of the 
resumption of their lands, be paid the amonat of their net collections, through 
the Resident, in ready money. 

AftTlOLB S. 

That as Fyzoola Khan has, by hia hreaob of Treaty, forfeited the protec- 
tion of the English Government, and causes, by his continuance in his present 
independent state, great alarm and detriment to the Nabob, he be permitted, 
when time ahall auit, to resume his lands, and pay him in money, through 
the Resident, the amount stipulated by tiie Treaty, after deducting the amount 
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ftod cbmrgee of the troops he standa engag^ed to famiBh by Treaty, which 
ftmouat ehftll be passed to the account of the Company during the contiQuaaoe 
of the present war.

Having, on my behalf, agreed to the requisitions of the Nabob Vizier 
without diminution or reserve, I mnat now repeat the request which I befon 
verbally made to him, that he will be plessed to attend to such proposals as 
1 shall bave to make to him : and to these t expect bis assent the more readily, 
as tbey have for their ultimate object his interest alone, that of the Company 
being no farther concerned, than in the inflnence which they will eventually 
have in the payment of the debt due from the Nabob to the Company. 

T, therefore, reoommend to him to reduce the great number of his Sebund 
and other troops to r^ular and <'.omplet« establishments { not to be paid by 
assignments of revenue, but in money from the treasurr, and their number 
not to ezoeed the certain means of paying them. But as this may be difficult, 
without making a separation of the Nabob's public and private funds, I further 
recommend that he receive into his private purse uo more than a Gxed monthly 
sam, for the expenses of his person and household; and that the remainder of 
the net colleotions be left in a public treasury, under the management of his 
pablio ministers and the inspection of the Resident, for the discharge of bis 
military and civil dishucsements. 
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This advice is not meant to affect the asBigmeots asDualty, and wbMi 
must be anaaallj renen-ed, for the payment of the patt debt and the curmit 
demands of the Company.

Prom, Earl Cornwallit to tie Fitter, 
written l&tk April 1787. 

The Treaty oonclnded between the 
Englieh Company aod the Nabob 
Shnja-nl-Dowla, was focnded on cod- 
flide rations of mutual advantage to 
both parties, and the same principle 
has continued to operate in confirming 
and improving the friendship and alii' 
anoe bctneeii the Company and -your 
Excellency. A conneotion formed with 
a view to the interests of both Oovern- 
ments ou^ht to be perpetual : for this 
reason, since my appointment to the 
control over affairs here, my iutentions 
have been directed towards measures 
tending to sapport and strengthen this 
friendly system. 

As I consider the Company's Terri- 
tories and those of your Excellency as 
the same, the protection of your Excel- 
lency's dominions is absolutely neces- 
sary, as being from its situation the 
boundary of the whole, and exposed to 
foreign attacks. This protection can- 
not be effected in a proper tuanner 
without the assistance of the Com- 



From tie Nabob Figier io Earl Corn- 
loatUt, received Sltt July 1787. 

Yoor Lordship's friendly letter 
every word of which breathes 
strength of friendship, and every 
svUable contains a performance of 
the duties of intimacy and close 
oonnexion, arrived in a happy hour, 
and afforded me inflntte satisfaction. 
Its contents are, that it is the inten- 
tion of the Company, and also your 
Xioidship's firm resolution, that 
there should he no interference in 
the detail of my Oovercment. 
That the Resident at Luoknow 
should receive a positive order, that 
neither from himEclf, nor from any 
other gentlemen, nor from any 
person concerned with your Lord- 
ship's Govemoient, should any kind 
of interference take place. That 
leaving my administration entirely 
to myself and my ministers, all 
interference from others should be 
stopped ; and representing' the parti- 
culars of every matter which waa 
oaDtaiped in your Lordship's heart 
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pany'a iroopa, and I tberarture htg leave 
to represent to your Excellency aucli 
oi room stances as have, after mature 
reBection, occurred to me, with respect 
to the troops stationed at Fatty Ghur, 
which had been withdrawn, as stipu- 
lated in the Treatv of Chunarof 1781, 
I advise that they shall not be recalled, 
bat continued. I make ttuH proposal 
upon a conviction that, from the extent 
of your Excellency's dominions, the 
English forces now stationed there are 
requisite for their defence. Although 
tliere is no prospect of any attack on 
your Excellency's territory at present, 
' its security must ultimately depend 

ra the strength of the force station- 
foT its protection, and while this is 
Bufficimt no one will dare to entertain 
views of hostility against your Excel- 
]encr> Although the bravery and dis- 
cipline or the English troops on all 
occasions are well known, and have 
been proved, even when their enemies 
have been in the proportion of twenty 
to one, and by the blessing of Ood 
they will always triumph over their 
enemies, yet since at all times chance 
of war is doubtful, |»^dence and wis- 
dom require that every possible means 
should be used to determine it in our 
favour. Your Excellency must be sen- 
sible that tliere ix no comparison between 
the troops of the Company and those 
in your Excellency's service, and that 
without the assi^tancs of the former, 
your dominions and authority would 
be insecure. I am convinced that if 
your Excellency considers these opi- 
nions, you will be sensible of the pro- 
priety of my proposition, and approve 
the continuance oi troops, whose valour 
and discipline can be relied on, in pre- 
ference to those who are unskilful and 
nndisciplined, and I doubt not but rour 
Excellency will agree to the additional 
expense of effective troops, where the 
object is the defence of tiie country : 



The Nabob Hyder Beg E:han has 
fully explained to me the particulars 
of your Lordsliip's kindness and 
magnanimity which form the ground 
of yont Lordship's settlement of 
my af&ire, and has ocoasioned me an 
excesfs of pleftsnre and happiness. 
I, who have, day and night, received 
such happiness from a recollection of 
your Lordship's goodness, now enjoy 
such pleasure from perceiving your 
kindness, and am so thnnkful for it 
that it would require volumes to ex- 
press a small sliaie only. It ia well 
known that from the lifetime of 
the deceased Nabob, until the day 
of his death, and the commencement 
of my administration, the friendship 
with the English eentlemen has been 
perfect, strong and sincere, and, by 
the help of Providence, will every 
day increase. 

At this time that so great a Chief, 
possessed of Divine wisdom and 
understanding, is arrived with full 
power and authority for the arrange- 
ment of this country, it may be 
very well conceived, that I under- 
stand such an arrival to have hap- 
pened simply from my own good for- 
tune, and entertain the most perfect 
confidence tliat all my af^rs will be 
settled to my own satisractioa. With 
respect to the continuance of the 
troops stationed at Fotty Ghur 
which your Lordship has written with 
such gifatnees and magnaiu'roity, 
that tbey may remain, as heretofore, 
I have perFeotly understood; not- 
withstanding from the great weight 
of expense which my Government has 
experienoed every year from these 
troops, and the negotiations which 
have passed with former gentlemen 
on this subject in particular, and the 
manner in whioh this matter was 
settled, after so much altercation, 
which doubtless your Lordobip t^ 
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for this leuon* I do not hesitate to 
reGommend to yonr Excellency to dig- 
charge BO mach of your own army as 
will allow for tbe additional expense 
attending the continnance of these 
effective troops. Yopr Kxcellency most 
also be eeneiUe that the snms neceasary 
for the pay c\t these troops are expended 
in yonr dominions. 

The sole object of this proposition 
is to provide, in an eSective maoDer, 
for the defence of your Excellency's 
ootmtry; and year Excellency most be 
aonrinoed of the braiefits derived from 
oar protection, since, whiUt all other 
parta of Hindostan have been involved 
in war and exposed to the devastations 
attending it, your Excellency's domi- 
niona have remained in the fullest enjoy- 
mentof peace and secnrity. Many other 
ugumenta of the greatest weight might 
be nrged in snpport of my proposition ; 
but such is my opinion of the force of 
those I have allied, that I trast that 
they will make the same impression on 
yonr Excellency, and that there is no 
necessity to urge others. 

It is my firm intention not to em- 
barrass your' Excellency with farther 
expense than that incurred by the 
Company, from their connexion with 
yonr Excellenoy, and for tbe protection 
of year country, which by the ac- 
counts, I find amoauts to fifty lakhs 
of Fyzabad sixteen san Siooa Rupees 
annually. In this sum are included 
the allowance to the Nabob Saadet 
Alii Khan, the stipend of the Bohillas, 
and the expenses of the Residency on 
the part of tl)is OoverniDent ; in short, 
it ia my iutention, from the date on 
which this neiv Agreement shall take 
place, your Excellency shall not be 
charged with any excess on this sum 
of fifty lakhs of Sicca Rupees, and. 
that no farther demand shall be made. 

If your fixcellenoy, hereafter, shall 
find it necessary to demand any more 



acquainted with, I have every hope, 
in every situation, for advantage and 
prosperity from your Xx>rdship, and 
conceive it necessary to represmt the 
particulars of them to you ; but 
having heard of your fiorpship's 
intention to come to this quarter, 
which is the greatest desire of my 
heart, and from which I receive tlie 
greatest pleasure, I have postponed 
^y mention of these matters until 
that hajipy time, snd now oonSider it 
necessary, first to procure your Lord- 
ship's good will; aftenrards, that 
you will mention, from your great 
goodness and grandeor, which is 
universally known tmd gives satis- 
taction and ease to my heart, that 
which will tend, to my prosperity snd 
happiness, and meet with yonr appro- 
bation ; therefore, with a view to 
preserre your Lordship's good will 
and BatisfactioD, I agree to the con- 
tinuance oE tbe troops now atatioued 
at Futty.Ghur and Cswnpore, and to 
their expenses, with the stipend of 
my brother Meer Saadet Alli Shan 
Behsuder, tbe tunoaws of the Rohilias, 
the disbursements of the Residency at 
Locknow, and other gentlemen, and 
the Resident with His Majesty at 
Soindea, the expenses of the dawk, 
&o., which your Lordship has fixed 
fifty lakhs annually for me to 
pay. Your Lordship baa also said that 
my expenses should not exceed the 
sum of fifty lakhs of rupees, nnd 
that nothing further should be ie- 
manded of me ; and that whenever 
either of tbe two hrigades or corps 
of cavalry should be reoalled, or any 
material diminution should take 
place in those troops, a deduction 
shall he made, agreeable to estimate, 
from the sum of fifty lakhs. I 
agree to this, and send the kist- 
bundy ; and I am well oonvinoed 
also, that your Lordship will be kind 
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forc«fl tioia tlie Company, your Excel- 
leooy will pay the excess upon a fair 
estimate ; and if either of tlie two bri- 
gadee or corps of cavalry shall be re> 
called, or any considerable diminution 
in their force shall take place, I will 
allow for the decrease of the expenee 
tiota the sum agreed to by your Ex- 
oelleocy, agreeable to a fair calculation. 
In order that no grounds for a difference 
in opiiuoD or doubt may remain as to 
the real meaning of thia Article, I think 
it necessary to inform your Excellency, 
that whenever there is a necessity for 
any alteration in the arrangement of 
tlie»e troops, either by increasing or di- 
minishing the cavalry or infantry, this 
Article does not tend to preclude it, 
provided the whole force shall . not be 
considerably decreased, and that no ad- 
ditional charge be made on your Ex- 
cellency on account of such alteration. 

A Resident, as at present, will re> 
main at your Excellency's Court ; bnt 
BB it is the intention of the Company, 
and my firm resolution, that uo inter- 
ference eball take place in the details of 
the affairs of your Excellency's Govern- 
ment, strict orders shall be sent to him 
that he shall neither interfere himself, 
nor suffer interference by pablio or pri- 
vate claims of exemptions of duties, or 
in aay other mode, from any British 
subject or person under the authority 
of tbis Government. In short leaving 
HiB whole management of your country 
to yoor Exeellency and your Ministers, 
I will put a stop to the inteference of 
others ; and in order to carry this effeo- 
taally into execution, I propose to your 
Excellency not to suffer any European 
to reside in your dominions, without 
my written permission. In case that 
should be granted, a copy of it shall be 
transmitted to yon. 

If any European shall reside there 
without my permissiao ia writing, 



and favourable towards me, in what- 
ever will tend to my ease and pros- 
perity. 

1 have not answered every parti- 
cular of your Lordship's kind letter, 
because I have beard that your 
Lordship positively means to come 
to this quarter, and when we meet, 
every matter will be answered in a 
most friendly manner. Now, con- 
sidering acquiescence to your Lord- 
ship's orders and preservation of 
your pleasure as the principle of 
friendship, I have complied. 

Your Lordship writes with re- 
spect to Fnrruckabad, that it shall 
be and continue as before under me, 
end that the English Resident there, 
either now or at the end of the year 
IIH Fussellee, shall be rec^led, 
and after that period he shall not 
remain, nor any other be appointed ; 
and yon order me to be kind and 
just towards the rights of the Nalf^b 
Mozuffer Jung, and that, in what- 
ever manner it may be necessary to 
settle and arrange the afEwra of 
that district, I should give a suit- 
able allowance to tne Nabob 
Mozuffer Jung ; and as the Nabob's 
mother and his brother, Dil Dilere 
Khan, and Roy Deeb Cbund, late 
Dewan, have shown their zeal 
to your Government and to the 
Company, it is neoessary to fix some 
allowance for them, independent of 
tbe Nabob Mozuffer Jung : that it 
is well known the enmity which the 
Nabob bears towards them, and 
that in consequence of the confidence 
of your Government placed on Dil 
Dilere Khan, it is much to be feared 
that unless he ia protected, he will 
experience distress from the enmity 
of the Nabob Mozuffer Jung ; that 
1 therefore cause to be paid to them 
a proper allowance out of iha 
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yoar Excellenoy sball oblige liim to 
quit the connlry ; or, it demaDded, 
Gi^Dd him to the Keeideut on the part 
of the CompaDy. 

A retrospect into past traiuactione 
and tbe friendship so well known to 
exist between your Excellency and tbe 
Company, induce me to state the fol- 
lowing circumstance ; that, for leveral 
yean past, tbe inhabitants of your 
Excellency's dominions, from motives 
of eelf-interest, have appealed to this 
Oovernment, and this has been a source 
of injury to the affairs of joar Govern- 
ment. I am determined to put a stop 
to this practice and to disregard their 
applications, bnt as the connexion 
between the two OoTemments is 
universally known, strict attention 
to justice on your part will add credit 
and renown to both. 

With respect to Furmcbabad, tbe 
fourth Article of the stipnlation of 
Cbnnar shall be observed on my part, 
and the Rriglish Resident there, either 
now or at 1 he end of 1194 Fossellee, 
shall be recalled, and after that period 
he shall not remain, nor shall any other 
be appointed. On this subject, in con- 
sequence of the interference hitherto 
assumed by this Qovernmeat In the 
affairs of that province, I think it 
necessary to inform your Excellency, 
that it is incumbent OD me to 
recommend several matters to your 
Excellency's attention. That, in the 
first instance, you pay due regard to the 
rights of the Nabob Mozuffer Jung; 
and under any circumstances that may 
beciime necessary for the management 
of the affairs of Furmckabad, yonr 
Excellency shall engage to allot from 
the revenues a sum sufficient for the 
honourable maintenance of the Nabob 
Mozaffer Jnng. And as the mother of 
Mozuffer Jung, ond his brother, Dil 
Dilere Ehan, as nell as Deeb Chnnd,

1 therefore eipeot that your Exoellency 
will engage to oaase specific pensions .

Resident of this Qovernment. 

By the aoconnts subsisting between 
your Excellency and the Company, a 
large balance is stated to be due from 
your Excellency; nevertheless, in con- 
formity to the principles I have so 
expressly declared, I am not willing to 
embarrasa your Excellency with any 
other demands than what are absolutely 
necessarr: I propose, therefore, that 
your Excellency shall liquidate such 
part of (he stated arreara as may be 
due to the troops employed in your 
country, the Residency, the Nabob 
Saadet AUi Khan, and the Rohilla 
Chiefs, on the date from which this 
new Agreement shnll be declared in 
toroe, as well as the arrears dne to 
Mr. Anderson, and the remainder, 
whatever it may. he, shall be etruolc out 
of the account, and be no longer consi- 
dered as a demand of tbie Government 
on yonr Excellency. 

The substance of what is here written 
has been discussed in frequent ooaver- 
sationB with Hyder Beg Kban, who has 
shown himself a faithful servant to 
your Excellency, and a friend to both 
Ooreromenta. As he is fully acqoaint- 
ed with your Excellency's intereats, 
and is your most confidential servant 
and prime minister, I have considered

A kisthnndy for the money for 
the expense of the troops, &c., goes 
enclosed in His JSxcsllency's letter, 
and I enclose a draft for the amoant 
stated by Mr. Wombwell to be due 
to the troops, up to February 1787, 
together with two other drafts on 
account of the amount, dna to His 
Royal Highness, and the stipend 
of Nabob Saadet Alii Khan, to 
February 1787. They will be seen 
by your Lordship, As a long period 
had elapsed during my journey, 
disorder has taken place in several 
modes in the aflhirs, and delay and 
procrastination have crept into the 
payment of the public money, and 
now that I am arrived, is the season 
for cultivation, &o. I am engaged 
in the affairs of the Ciroar, and 
under the blessing of God, and 
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him B8 empowered to »ettte any arratige- 
meot for the matnal benefit of the two 
(ioTernmeots, and have accordin|;lf 
eommanicated to him, without reserve) 
all that liae oacnrred to me to promote 
this Hubjeot io the eame manner ae if 
your Excellency were present ; never- 
tbelesa, aa yoar EzcelleDcy'e conoar- 
renoe and approbation are neceeeary to 
give a Gnal sanction to the Articles 
agreed upon by Hyder Beg Khan, I 
have thought proper to mention the 
heads of them in this letter, and the 
Nabob Hyder Beg Khan will . fully 
explain all the particulars to your 
Excellency. 

For the rest^ your Excellency may 
have the most assured confidence, that 
I will most ^thfully abide by all the 
Engagements on the part of the 
Hononnble Company.

His Lordship, on the part of the Honourable tba United Company of Aler- 
chante of England trading to the East Indiee, and His Exoelleooy the Kabnb 
Vizier, &a, with a view to remove the evils oomplQined of, and to promote tb« 
welfare of their respective States, have agreed npon the fallowing Articles, 
which shall be binding on themselves, their heirs, and successora ; — 

Article 1. 

The contracting parties shall not claim any exemption from dntiee either 
for themselves, their subjects, or dependants, or any other person or persons, 
of whatever oountry or nation, 

Akticlx 2. 

His Exoellenoy the Nabob Vizier, &o., agrees to grant rowannaha, or 
ooatom house passes, under the seals and signatures of his officers, for all 
goods exported from his dominions to the dominions of the Company, speoi- 
fying the quantity of the goods, and the valuation on which his own export 
duties shall have been levied. The Bight Honorable Earl Comwallis, in like 
manner, engages that similar rowannaha or oastom. house passes shall be 
{rranted for all goods exported from the Company's dominions (comprehending 
the Provinoes of Bengal, Befaar, Orissa, and the District of Benares) to the 
dominions of His Exoellenoy the Vizier, specifying the quantity of the goods, 
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and the Talnfttion on which the duties sbftll hare been levied in the domiaioiiB 
of the Company, 

Article S. 

Hie Excellecicf the Vizier, Ste., agrees to levy the dnties on all goods 
imported into his territories from the Company's dominions, upon the va!a»< 
tion specified io the Company's roiranuiih. The Kight Hooorable Earl 
CornwalliB, &e., screes to levy the datie* on all goods imported from His 
Kxcelleney's dominions into the district of Benares or the Company's pro- 
vint-'es, on the valuation specified in the rowannah of His Escellenoy the Nabob 
"Vizier. 

Abticlb 4. 

Goods exported from the Company's dominions to the dominions of His 
Exocllenoy the Vizier, if by the River Ganges, shall pay the duties at Lufr- 
cbagrr, or at Foolpore; if by the River Ooom by, at Ohum Mobarikpore ; if 
by (he J^ver Oogra, at Doorhy Ghaut ; if by laitd, at Keeway, Maidnee, 
Gunge, Chaodahpertaubpore, Mow, or Malir^ Uunge; and if by the tvay of 
Circar Gooruckpore, at the Ghaut of the River Ounduck, or at Gooruckpore, 
Mnjholee, or Chollooparah. Tbe merchant or person in cLai^ of the goods, 
upon paying the duties hereinafter mentioned, at either of tJhe above stations, 
ehall receive a rowannah from the Collector oE tbe duties, under his publio 
Beal, which shall exempt tbe goods from all farther demands or molestation 
whatever, in their process tiirough the domimona of His Excellency. 

The duties on goAds exported from the dominions of His Exce11»Dcy tlie 
Vizier to the dominions of the Company, whether by land or water, shall be 
levied at the established stations in the District of Benares, and the Frovinoe 
of Behar, and rowannabs granted as above specified. 

The ooutraoting parties reserve to tliemselves the power of changing 
liie situation of the stations for levying the duties as they may deem expe- 
dient, upon giving public notification to each other oC the new station fixed 
upon.

Broad cloth, iron, copper, lead, manufactures of iron, copper, leadi gold or 
silver, raw-ailk, silk piece goods, cotton piece goods, and piece goods made 
partly of silk and partly of cotton, exported from the dominions of the Com- 

Eany to the dominions of the Vizier, shall pay an import duty of two and • 
all per cent, to His Excellency, on the price specified in the rowannah takea 
out in the Company's dominions. 



Abtiou 6. 

Salt exported from the Company's dominions to ihe dominions of &.e 
Nabob Vizier, shall pay aa import dnty of five p» oent. to His ExoellenoT, 
on the valuation specified in the rowannah granted ait any of the stations in 
tbe Company's dominioiu. 
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Cotton coming from Jahlone, Hydemngger, Omraowty, Naugpore, or 
any of l^e conntriee of the Deocan, and passing through the dominiona of the 
Nabob Viaier to the dominions of the Company, ebatl pay a duty of five per 
cent to His Excellencr on the fixed valoatlon of six rupees per maond of 
ninety-six sicca weight to the seer, BowanDabs for covering the same 
throagh His Excellency's dominions shall be granted at tlie station wbete the 
duties are levied. The same cotton, when it arrives in the Province of 
Benares, sball paj a duty of two and a half per cent., and two and a half per 
cent, more on entering the Soubah of Bebar, npon the valuation above speci- 
fied, or should it not pass through the jurisdiction of Benares, it shall pay five 
per cent, upon being unported into the Company's provinces. 



Silk piece goods, cotton piece goods, and piece goods made partly of silk 
and partly of cotton, exported from the dominions of the Nabob Vizier to the 
Company s dominions shall pay a duty of no more than two and a half per 
cent, on the price specified in His Excellency's rowuinab. Tlie said duty 
shall be collected at the established station in Benaree, should the goods pass 
through that district, and upon tbeir arrival in the Company's provinces the 
Colleotors of the Customs shall grant a rowannah, duty free, to cover such 
goods to any part of Bengal, Behar, or OriBsa. Sfaoold the said goods cuter 
tiie Company's provinces without paasiug through the District of Benana, 
the above duty of two and a half per cent, sball be levied at the first station in 
the Company's provinoee. 

Artioie 9. 

AU goods not speeified in the foregoing Articles, exported from the 
respective dominions of the oontracting parties, shall be subject to a duty of 
live per cent, on the valuation inserted in the rowannah of the oouoti-y m>m 
whence they were originally exported. ' If the goods shall have been exported 
from the Company's dominions to the dominions of the Nabob Vizier, His 
ExceJlenoy will collect the duty aforesaid at one of the stations mentioned in 
the third Article ; if from the territories of His Excellency to the dominions 
of tiie Company, two and a half per cent, shall be levied at the first estAblished 
station in the District of Benares, uid tvo and a half per cent, at the first 
authorized station in the Province of Behar ; or should the said goods enter the 
Company's provinces without passing tbrongb the jurisdiction of Benares, the 
whole duty of five per cent shall be collectM at the first authorized station in 
the Province of Behar. 



Qoods exported from the Province ot Bengal, Behar, or Oriesa, or from 
the District of Benares to the dominions of the Nabob Vizier, aft«^ having 
paid the import doties to His Exoell^cy, according to the rates and in the 
mode prescribed in the foregoing Artides^ if sold in the dominions of the 
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Nabolt Vizier, shall be subject to the eatabliefaed local daties of the market or 
gunge in which they are disposed of. Provided, nevertheless, that if the said 
goods shall be sold for the purpose of being exported beyond the confines of 
His Excellency's dominions, and not for the conpumption of the same, no 
local g^nge or market duty, or any other duty whatsoever, shall be levied oa 
account of eucli sale or purchase; but the import rowaunab of the seller shall 
be endorsed by the Collector, or head officer in charge of such gonge, and 
delivered over to the purchaser, who shall transport the goods tbrough the 
dominions of the Nabob Vizier, without further moleetation. It such pur- 
chaser, however, should afterwards dispose of the said guoda for consumption 
in any market or gunge in His Excelleucv's territories, they shall be subject 
to the established duties of the same. In like manner, goods exported from 
the dominions of His Excellency to the dominions of the Company, »ttef 
having paid the import duty in the latter, according to the rates, ana in the 
mode prescribed in the foregoing Articles, if sold in any gnnge or market, 
shall be subject to the local gunge or market duties under the preoeding 
limitations. 

The gunge duties to be thns levied are not to exceed the ancient established 
rates, to which no addition shall be made without the mutual consent of the 
contracting parties. 

Akticlb 11, 

If any renter, zemindar, collector of the revenues, jaghiredar, or bolder of 
rent'free lands shall levy any duties or exactions on goods passing through 
the dominions of the contracting parties, and on which the regular duties shall 
have been paid, and mwannalis taken out as prescribed in the foregoing Arti- 
cles, for the first offence he shall he fined twenty rupees for every rupee so 
exacted ; for the second offence, forty rupees ; and for the third offence, if a 
renter or collector of the revenues, he shall be fined one hundred rupees for 
every rupee so exacted, and be dismissed from his farm or employment ; it a 
zemindar, jaghiredar, or rent-Tree landholder, he shall forfeit bis lands. Any 
officer of Uis customs exacting more than he is authorized, shall, for the fii^ 
offence, be fined ten times the amonut so exacted, and be dismissed from his 
employment. The party injured shall be indemnified out of the fines for the 
sum so exacted ; and it shall be left to the disoretion of the contracting powers 
to grant such further portion of the said fines as they may deem adequate to 
the trouble and loss of the party so injured. 

Akticle 12. 

In order to discourage every attempt to evade the payment of the import 
duties, merchants endeavoring to pass the station at which they are to pay 
the same, without having previously taken out a rowannah, shall -be Bubje«it 
to double duties; and the contracting parties agree to issne orders in their 
respective territories, requiring all persons to pay the duties and take out 
rowannahs for their goods, as directed in the foregoing Articles, before they 
approach an authorized station, 
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This Article not to extend to the local duties in the marbets or gunges, 
which are to be collected in the mode, and under the limitations prescribed in 
the tenth Article apon the goods entering the same. 

Article 13. 

The contracting parties reserve to themselves the right of levying what>- 
ever duties they may think proper, on all goods produced and consumed wilhio 
their respective dominions, and also on their own exports, and on all imports 
from other countries not under the dominion of the Company or the Nabob 
Vizier, the article of Deccan, &c., cotton going to the Company's dominions 
excepted, on which His ExceUency is to levy tiie duties as specified in the 
seventh Article. 

AKncLB 14. 

If any dispate shall arise between the merchants of the respective States, 
it shall be decided by the laws of that State in which the defendant may 
reside. If the defendant be a resident in the Company's dominions, the 
plaintiff shall be allowed the privilege of stating his case, through the vakeel 
or Agent of the Vizier, to the Right Honorable the Governor-General in 
Council, who may refer it for decision to the provincial court of justice, within 
the jurisdiction of which the cause of action may have ariBcn, or tlie defend- 
ant may reside; in like manner, if the defendant be a resident in the 
Vizier's dominions, the plaintiff shall be entitled to represent his case, through 
Uie English minister, to His Excellency the Vizier, who may refer it for deci- 
sion to Biich of his officers as he may think proper. It is further agreed, that 
should the collectors of eu&toms, zemindars, or other subjects of either StAte> 
ai-t in any respect towards the merchants and traders contrary to the trae 
intent and meaning of this Treaty, the party injured shall be entitled to seek 
redress in the mode above prescribed. 

Article 15. 

This Treaty not to extend to the Province of Robilcund or Euttair, in 
which His Kicellency reserves to himself the right of collecting the duties 
according to the ancient established rates, or of increasing or diminishing the 
same as he may deem expedient. 

Article Id. 

His Excellency the Vizier having obtained the consent of the Nabob of 
Furruckabad to include his territories in this Treaty, and agreed to make him 
a compensation for any losses he may sustain in bis revenues, in consequence 
of having relinquished his claim to the collection of separate duties on the 
Deccan, &o., cotton passing through his territories to tlie dominions of the 
Company, and on the exports from the Company's dominions, the territories 
of the said Nabob are included accordingly, and as far as concerns the opera* 
tion of i^is Treaty, are to be considered, in every respect, upon the same 
footing as a province of the dominions of His Ezcelleocy the Vizier. 
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This Treaty to be in force from the l«t of September aert, correapomiinff 
with the 89tb of Zehige, 1202 Hegira, or BOcmer, if it can be nttiGed and 
exchanged before that period.

Teahslation of an Aobbbubnt entered into by His Excbllbnct 
the Nabob Vizibb with the Honobabi.e the Gotbenob- 
Qbnbeai, at LxrcKNOTT, executed the 30th of March 1797. 

The Governor-General having represented to His Excellency the Vizier 
the late very great ioerease ol' tlie Company's military estaUishmMit, by the 
addition of several regiments of cavalry, both European and Native, and, in 
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eoiDpliance with the Compsn^'a orders, solicited His Excellency's assistance to 
defray the consequent atiditional expense, His Excellency, in the fullest reliance 
tbat the Company's troops are ever ready, in conformity to existing Ene-age* 
mente, to protect and defend his dominions against the attacks of all enemies, 
agrees as follows : 

That he will annually defray the actual iond fide expenses of a regiment 
of European and one of Native cavalry, that is to say, two regimente (the 
amount of which expenses, however, the Governor- General cannot at present 
specify) provided they shall not exceed upon any account five lakhs and a 
halt of rupees per annum. The amount to be defrayed by monthly instalments, 
of which the first shall commence with the month of Bysack of the present 
Fussellee year.

Tbbaty with tbe Nabob Vizieb Saadet Ali Khan Behaudeb, 
—SUt February 1798. 

Whereas, Tarions Treaties have been concluded at different times, between 
the late NaJwb Sbaja-ul-Dowla Behauder, and the Nabob Ausuf-uI-Dowla Be- 
bander, and the Honorable the English Kast India Company, to the mutual 
advantage of their respective dominions, the Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalnck Ye- 
meen-ul-Dowla Nazim-ul-M ulk, Saadet Ali Khan Behauder, Mob&rez Jung, 
and Sir John Shore, Baronet, on tbe part of the Honorable the East India 
Company, with a view to perpetuate the amity auhsisting between the two 
States, and tbe advantages reciprocally resulting from it, now agree to the fol- 
lowing Articles : — 

Article 1, 

That the peace, friraidsbip, and union so long subsisting between the two 
States, shall be perpetual. The friends and enemies of either shall be the friends 
and enemies of both ; and the contracting parties agree, that all tbe former 
Treaties and Agreements between tbe two Stat«s, now in force, and not con- 
trary to the tenor of this Engagement, shall be confirmed by it. 



By the existing Treaties between the States, the Honorable tbe East India 
Company are bound to defend the dominions of His Highness the Nabob Saa- 
det Ali Khan against all enemies. And with a view to enable them to fulfil 
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this Eng^ement, and at tlie same time provide £or the protection of their ono 
dominioitB, the English Coiopaiiy having largely increased their military estab* 
lishment, by the addition of new leviiid regimeata, both oE infantiT aad cafr- 
idry, the Nabob Saadet Ali Khau, in conBideration thereof, asfrees, in addition 
to the annoal subsidy paid by the late Nabob AaBuf-ol-Dowla to the English 
Company, being fifty>ais lakhs seventy-seven thousand six handred and thirty- 
eight rupees, to pay in perpetuity the further ttum of nineteen lakhs twenty- 
t(Vo thousand three hundred and eiity-tno rupees, making altogether the sam 
of sevfnty-six lakbe of rupees. The said rupees to be Oude Sicca Unpees, of 
the present freight and standnrd. 



The above subaidy of seventy-six lakhs of Oude Sicca Rupees is to eom- 
mence from the £lst day of January 1798, the date of the accession of the 
Nabob Saadet Ali Khan to the Muenud of Oude ; and the said Nabob engages 
tbat it shall be punctually diecliarged, month by month, aa it becomes doe, in 
snms of six hundred and thirty-three thousand three hundred and thirty-nine 
Oude Sicca Kupees, five annas and four pie, of the present neight and stand* 
ardj according to the kistbundy annexed. 

Article 4. 

That the arrears of subsidy due upon former Engagements, to the 81st of 
January 1798, also te immediately disebarged. 

Articli &. 

The Nabob Saadet Ali Khan agrees that an annual allowance of one lakh 
fifty thousand Oude Sicca Rupees be made to Visier Ali Khan, and agrees to 
pay the amount by monthly kists of twelve thousand live hundred rupees to the 
Knglish Company, who nill pay the same to the Vizier Ali Khan, aa long as 
he shall continue to reside in the dominions of the English Company. 

Abtiolk Q. 

The stipends to the Begums and Princes at Benares, amoaoting to tiro 
lakhs tour thousand i-upees per annum, and the Furruckahad pensions, amount- 
ing to ttrenty-tbree thousand six hundred and thirty-eight rupees, are included 
in the above sum of seventy-six lakhs of Oude Sicca Kupees. 

Abtici.e 7. 

The Governor-General, Sir John Shore, Baronet, on the part of the East 
India Company, agrees that the English forces muntained in tiie oounta-y of 
Oude for its defence, shall never consist of lees than tan thousand men, in- 
cluding Europeans and Natives, cavalry, infantry, and artillery. And if at 
any time it should become necessary to augment the troops of the Company 
in Onde, beyond the number of thirteen thousand men, including Eoroneans 
and Natives, infantry, cavalry, and artillery, the Nabob S^et Ali Khan 
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agrees to pay the actual difference occasioned by the eicess above that nnm* 
ber; aiu],iii theeamemaanei*, if the troops of the Company in Oiide, from any 
necesaity, should be less than ei<;ht tliousand men, including infantry, cavalry, 
artillery Natives and Europeans, a deduction eball be made from the anaual 
stipend, of seventy-six laklis of rupees, equal to the actual difference of men 
belov the specified number. 

ASTICLB 8. 

As the English Company are not possessed of any Fortress in the domi> 
nioDS of Oude, the Nabob Saadet Ali Khan, having the fullest reliance on the 
friendship of the English Company, agrees to make over to their exclusive 
possession the Fort of Allahabad, (vith all its buildings and appurtenances, 
and the ghants immediately dependent upon the Fort, together with as much 
land surrounding the Fort as may be necessary for the purpose of an esplanade : 
the Company agreeing to he answerable to the Nabob for the amount o( the 
revenues collected from the said ghauts. The said Nabob also agrees to advance 
to the Company fucb a sum as may be neoessary for strengthening and im- 
proving the fortifications of this Fort, provided that it does not exceed the 
snm of eight lakhs of Oudc Sicca Rupees ; and that the said amount, or actual 
amount of the expenditure, not exceeding eight lakhs of rupees, shall be paid 
to the Company within two years from the date of this Treaty, in such pro- 
portions as may be required for defraying the expense to which it is applicable. 
And the said Nabob Saadet Ali Khan Behauder, for the same reasons, further 
Agrees to advance to the English Company, for the purpose of repairing the 
Fort of Putty Gbur, within six months from the date of this Ens^gement, 
a sum not exceeding, on the whole, three lakhs of Oude Sicca Rupees. 

ASTICLB 9. 

If, for the better protection and defence of the dominions of the Nabob 
Saadet Ali Khan, it should be deemed advisable to change the present stations 
of the troops at Cawopore and Futty Ghur, the Nabob Saadet Ali Khan con- 
sents thereto, and that the troops shall he stationed in such places as may be 
judged most advisable and convenient, and that ha nill defray the expense 
attending their removal, and making cantonments for the troops. 

Articli 10. 

As the English Company have incurred a considerable expense by their 
exertions in establishing the right of the Nabob Saadet Alt Khan, the said 
Nabob agrees, in consideration thereof, to pay the Company the sum of twelve 
lakhs of Oude Sicca Rupees. 

Abtiolb 11. 

As the payment of the Company's troops in Oude depends upon the 
regular discharge of the subsidy, stated in the second and third Articles of the 
Treaty, the said Nabob engages to exert his utmost endeavours to discharge 
He stiipalat«d kist with punotuality; but if^ contrary to the sincere intentioni 
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and ezertionH of tlie said Nnbob, thn payment of the kist shall fait into arrears, 
tlie ^id Naboli Saadet Ali Khan engages and proiQiBeB, that he will then give 
Biich security to the Company for the discharge of the existing arrears, and the 
future regular payment oE the kists, as shall be deemed eatisfactory, 

Articlb 12. 

Whereas, by tfae Engagements no\T entered into between the Nabob 
Vizier and the Company, the amonnt of the eobsidy js oonsiderably iocreaaed, 
and many other permanent charges npon His Excellency are incurred ; on s 
■ comparison of his disbursements with the assets of his coantry, it becomes 
necessary to make snch reduction in the superfluous charges of the public 
establishments, servants, &c., as may be requisite, and are consistent with Hia 
Excellency's dignity and convenience. To that end, the said Nabob agrees to 
consult with the Company's GoTemment, and', in concert with them, devise 
the proper objects of such reductions and the best means of effecting them. 

Abtiolb 18, 

As the political interests of the Nabob Saadet Ali Khao and the English 
Company are the same, it is expedient that all correspondence between the 
Nabob ^adet Ali Khan and any foreign power or State shall be carried on 
with the knowledge and concurrence of the Company ; and the Nabob Saadet 
Ali K ban agrees and promises, that no florrespoodence contrary to the tenor of 
ibis Article shall be carried on by him. 

Abtiolx 14. 
As the stipulations in the Commercial Treaty between the two States 
have not been enforced with due attention, particularly in the dominiona of 
the Nabob Vizier, the contracting parties a^ee to exert their utmost en- 
deavors to give force and effect to them. 

Abticli 15. 

The Nabob Saadet Ali Khan engages and promises that he will not 
entertain any Europeans of any description in his service, nor allow any to 
settle in his country without the consent of the Company. 



The Nabob Saadet Ali Khan agrees, that a suitable maintenance shall 
be provided for the reputed children i^ his brother, the late Nabob Anenf<nl- 
Dowla, and willingly promisee to take them under his protection. 



The Nabob Vizier-ul-Momalik Saadet Ali Khan Bebauder, for himself 
and his heirs, and the Govemor-Oeneral, Sir John Shor^ Baronet, on the 
part of the East India Company, respectively promise to observe, sincenly 
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and Btirictly, all tte ArticleB contained and settled in the present Treaty ; and 
they both agree, that they will giye, the greatest attention to maintaiB 
between themeejres, their dominions, and their eubjecte, this present Treaty 
and all ihe Aiticles settled by it ; that all transactions between the two States 
shall be esrriad on with the greatest cordiality and harmony on both sides, 
and that the said Nabob shall possess full authority over bis honsehold affairs, 
hereditary dominions, liis troops, and his subjects.

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to promote her coaveaienoe and eooifort ; as a proof of which the said Nabob 
agrees, that the peDsione allotted for the SahauBs and Khoord Mehl shall be 
paid by Her Hi<^hness, and the Mehal of Goanda be made over to her, as a 
jaydai^d, for that purpose. And as apublio demonetrationof the said Nabob's 
cordial respect and attention towards Her Highness, he further consents, that 
the Mehals of Oade, Putchumrout Mungulsee, beng sitnated in the vicinity 
of Fyzabad, which liaa long been her fixed residence, be ceded to her in jaghire, 
and that the English East India Company be considered as guarantees to 
this Engagement; in testimony whereof, the said Nabob has hereauto set his 
eeal, and the Ooveiiior-Oenerat his signature.

to pay to the Company, in perpetuity, the annual subsidy of seventy-six lakhs 
of Lucknow Sicca Rupees, and is further bound by the said Treaty to defray 
the expense of any au^mentntion of force, which, in addition to the number 
of troops stipulated in the Treaty, shall be judged necessary to enable the 
Company to fulfil their Engagements of defending His Excellency's domi- 
Dions against all enemies ; and whereas it is advisable that the fands for de- 
fraying these charges be established on a footing which shall admit of no 
fluctuation of either increase or decrease, and which shall afford satisfsctioD 
and security to the Company in regard to the regular payment in perpetuity 
of all such charges: The following Treaty, ooneisting of ten Articles, ia 
concluded, on the one part by His] Excellency the Most Noble Marquis 
Wellesley, K.P., Govern or- General for all sffairs, civil and military, of the 
British Nation in India, through the Honourable Henry Wellesley and Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Scott, under full powers vested in them by the said Governor- 
General, for the purpose of conoluding a Treaty with His Excellency the

His Excellency the Nabob Vizier hereby cedes to the Honorable the East 
India Company, in perpetual sovereignty, the undermentioned portions of 
his territorial possesBions, amounting in the gross revenue to one crore and 
thirty-five lakhs of rupees, including expenses of collections, in comniutatioa 
of the sabsidy, of the expeases attendant on the additional troops, and of the 
Benares and Furrackabad pensions.

The subsidy which by the second Article of the Treaty of 1798, His Excel- 
lency engaged to nay to the Company (now that territory is assigned in lien 
thereof and of tne expenses of the additional troops) is to cease for ever* 
and His Excellency is released from the obligation of defraying the expenses 
of any additional troops which at any time may be required for tlie protection 
of Oude and its dependencies, whether of the coantries ceded to the Company 
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or the territories which shall remain in the possewion of His Excellency the 
Vizier. 

Akticle 3. 

,The Honorable the East India Compun; hereby engag^e to defend the 
territories which will remain to His Excelleccy the Vizier, against alt foreign 
and domestic enemies ; provided alwayS) that it be in the power of the Com- 

fiany's Government to station the British troops in snoh part of His Exeel- 
en<^8 dominione aa shall appear to the said Oovemment most expedient ; and

That the true intent and meaning of the 1st, 2nd, Srd and 4th Articles 
of the Treaty may be clearly understood, it is herehy declared, that the terri- 
torial cession, being in lieu of the subsidy, and of all expenses on account of 
the Company's defensive Engagements with His Exoelleucy, no demand what- 
ever shall be made npon the treasury of His Excellency on account of ex- 
penses which the Honorable Company may incur, by assembling forces to 
repel the attack or menaced attacK of a foreign enemy, — on account of the 
detachment attached to His Excellency's person, — on account of troops which 
. may occasionally be furnished for suppressing rebellions or disorders in His Ex- 
cellency's territories,— on account of any f utnre change of military stations,— 
or on account of failures in the resources of the Ceded Districts, arising from 
unfavourable seasons, the calamities of war, or any other cause whatsoever. 

Aeticle 6. 

The territories ceded to the Honorable Company by the first Article of 
this Treaty shall be subject to the exclusive management and control of the 
said Company and their officers, and the Honorable the East India Company 
hereby guarantee to His Excellency the Vizier and to his heirs and successors 
the posseasicn of the territories which will remain to His Excellency after the 
territorial cession together with the exercise of his and their authority within 
the said dominions; His Exoellenay engages that ha will establish in bis re- 
served dominions such a sjstem of administration, to be carried into effect 
by his own officers, as shall be conducive to the prosperity of his subjects, and 
be calculated to secure the lives and property of the inhabitants; and Bis 
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Excellency will always advise with, aod act in oonformity to, the oonnsel of 
the officers of the said Honorable Company. 

Aeticlb 7. 

The distriet ceded by the Snit Article of this Treaty shall be delivered 
over to the Compauy's offioers from the commencement of the Faeselee year 
1209, corresponding with the 22Dd of September A.D. 1801, and Hia Excel- 
lency will coDtinae to pay the snbeidy and the expense of the additional troops 
from hia treasury, in the same manner as hitherto observed, until the Com- 
pany's officers shall have ohtained complete possession, from His Excellency's 
ofBcera, of the conntries so ceded j the Company will not claim any payment 
of snbsidy from His Excellency's treasury, after their officers shall have ob- 
tained possession of the Ceded Districts, 

Abtiolb 8. 

The ooarraeting parties, with a view of establishing snch a commennal 
intetconrse between their respective dominions as hhall be mntually beneficial 
to the snbjecto of both States, hereby agree to form a separate Commercial 
Treat? ; in the meantime it is agreed that the navigation of the Ganges and 
of all other rivers where they may form the matnal bonndary of the two 
States shall be frse and uninterrupted ; that is to say, that no boats passing^ 
Dp and down the Oungea or other rivers, where they form the matnal boQud- 
aries of both States, shall be stopped or molested for duties, nor shall any 
duties be exacted from boats which pat to in the poeseaaions of either of the 
contracting parties, witbont intention of landing their goods : it shall, how- 
ever, be in the power of both OovemmentA to levy anch duties as they ma^ 
think proper on goods imported into, or exported from, their respective domi- 
nions, not exceeding the present usage ; it is farther stipulated, that no exemp- 
tion from dutiee on articles pnrchaaed in His Excellency's reserved domi- 
nioofl for the consumption of the troops situated within the Ceded Territories 
shall be clumed, after they shall have been delivered over to the Company's 
officers. 

Aeticle 9. 

All the Articles of former Treaties for establishing and cementing the 
nnion and friendship enhsisting between the two States are to continne in 
fall foioe, and all the Articles of the Treaty concluded by the late Oovernor- 
General, Sir John Shore, on the part of the Honorable the Eaat India Com- 
pany, and Hia Exeellenoy the Vizier, in the year 1798, not annulled by this 
Treaty, are to remain in fall force, and to contiuae binding npon boui otm- 
tracting parties.

'niiB Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, has been settled and oonclnded 
through the Honorable Henry Welleeley and Lientenant-Colonel Scott, ander 
tiie full powers vested in them by the Governor-General as nfoiesaid, with 
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His Ezoellency the Vizier, in the City of Luclcnow, on the 10th day of Non- 
ember, in I he year of Our Lord One Thousniid Ei^lit Hnndred and One^ 
correeponding with the second of the month of Kejib of the year Twelve 
Hundred and Sixteen Hegira.

Meuobanduh of the final result of the discussions between Hn 
ExCBLLBNGT the MosT NoBLB the GoTBftNoa-QBHBRAi. and 
the Nabob Vizier of Oudh, 1802. 

On the 15th of Febroary 1802, Hie Excellency the Nabob Vizier trane- 
mitted to the Oovernor-tieneral apaper of propositions, to which His Excel- 
lency required the Oovemor- General's assent : and the Oovemor-General, 
after full deliberation on the contents of the said paper, returned a distinct 
answer to each of the Articles therein detailed. His Bxcellenoy the Vizier, 
in a paper delivered on the 22nd of the same month, proposed certain modi- 
fications of the Governor-Ueneral's answers, and the orifiinal propositions, 
together with the Govemor-Oeneral's answers and the Vizier's proposed 
modiBcations thereof, were fnlly discussed at a conference holdeu between the 
Govern or- General and His Kxcellency the Vizier, on the 24tb of the same 
month. In consequence of this conference, it was mutually agreed that cer- 
tain of the Articles of the original papr of propositions should be altoftetber 
omitted, and that the Go vera or -QenCTal's reply to the third Article should be 
modified in conformity to the suggestion of His Excellency the Vizier. At 
the same conference His Excellency the Vizier, adverting to the Govemor- 
General'e suggestion, iu his reply to the second Article, that the Vizier shonld 
appoint some person to conduct, in the quality of Minister, the ordinaiy de- 
tula of pnblic affairs, proposed to eonstitnte and appoint his second son, Mirza 
Ahmed Alt Khan, to act iu that capacity. The Governor-General, at the same 
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conference, deemed it to be expedient to deolsre to His Excellency the Vizier 
the g:eueral principles which, in His Lordship's judgment, should regulate the 
.connection and intercourse hetween the two States, ae resulting from the 
Treaty concluded hetween the Honorable Company and His Excellency 
the Vizier, on the 10th November ISOl. Withaview to obviate all future 
doubts oil the subject and result of these communications and cnnferences, 
tha Ooveriior-General now commits to writiug the final determination of the 
several poinbe discussed between His Lordship and the Vizier, and affixes his 
seal and signature to this paper, and directs the Secretary in the Political 
Department, who was present at every conference, and who interpreted be- 
tween the Govern or- General and the Vizier, to countersign this paper. 



Propotitiont. 

Let no one, as has hitherto been the 
practice, afford countenance and support 
to any person, to impede the recovery 
of just balances from Aumils and othei-s; 
hut, on the contrary, let him (meaniog 
the Resident) afford assistance to the 
Ciroar in the recovery of those balances. 
If the Resident is desirous of with- 
holding me from the prosecntion of any 
particular meaanre, let him state his 
sentiments to me in private, in which 
case (as I am far from being disposed 
to act unjustly) either I will prove to 
the Resident the equity of the pro- 
ceeding, or the Resident will set ma 
right, and, in the latter event, I will, 
in conformity to his desire, abaudon 
such proposed measure, and no one will 
be apprized of any disagreement subsist- 
ing between us. 

Regular tribunals, in which I do not 
desire to possess any exclusive interest, 
shall be eetablished, for the sole pur- 
pose of giving effect to the Mahomedan 
law, of fulfilling jnst claims, and of 
eecnring the lives and properties of the 
people, It is necessary that all persona 
should subject themselves to the juris-

I bare no 
ooDcem with the prodace and rerenaes 
of her jAghire, nor of any of the 
jaghiiedars ; bat the authority of the 
onarta of ju&tioe, the adjuatmeiit of 
diepates, the redre» of grievances, the 
oburranee of the civil and criminal 
paniehroeDta, and all other points con- 
nected with the administration of 
justice, must be conducted ander my 
orders, in the Cities of Lncknow and 
Fyzabad, and in all the jaghirea in the 
same manner aa in Uie rest of my 
dominions.

In the time of 
my late brother, the settlement of dis- 
putes in the jaghires was left to the 
Circsr. These points will give efficacy 
to my Government. 

I request that His Lordship will 
have the goodness to send for Daraub 
AH Khan, and desire that, exclusively 
of the jaghire, snob property, lands, 
bazars, gardens, &o., to a considerable 
extent, belonging to the Circar, as the 
officers of Her Highness have unjustly, 



He administration of justice in 
the Begum's jaghire must be nndsr 
the Nabob's authority, and the 
Begum's servants must be subject 
to it. The anthority of the Nabob's 
courts will be enforced by the British 
power. 



The Governor-General proposes to 
take all the matters depending. be> 
tween the Nal>ob and Begum into 
full consideration, and to effect a 
settlement between the Begum and 
the Nabob, on just, equitable, and 
permanent principles.

Whereas, dispntea and cont«ntiona have arisen between the subjects of the 
Bonorable Compaoy and of the OoTemineDt of His Excellency tbe Vizier, re* 
garding the boundaries of their reopectire villages, tbe possession of lands 
acquired b; allavion, and of islands formed in tbe rivers whioh oonstitute tbe 
frontier of the two States; therefore, and with the view of settling aod obviat- 
ing sach disputes al the preseat and in all fature times, tbe following Treaty 
is conolnded by His Kxcellency the Nabob Vixier-ul-Momalik Yemeem-Oo- 
Dowla, Naisim-nl-MooIk, Saadet A]i Khan Behauder, Mohauriz Jung, for 
bimeeir, his heirs and sacceisorB, and by Major John Bjiillie, Resident at 
Imcknow, by virtue of full powers vested in him for this purpose on tbe part 
of tbe Right Honorable Gilbert, Lord Minto, one of His Britannio Majesty's 
Most Honorable Privy Council and Govemor-Qeueral of all tbe British 
poeeeesioDs in the East Indies, on the part of tbe Honorable the United East 
India Company and tbeii heirs and suocessors. 

Aatioli 1. 
Every island and porfwm of ground whioh at the end of the Fuseellee 
year 1S08 appertained to the Ceded Territory belong now to the British 
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Government, and every isl&nd and portion at land that appertftioed to the 
reeerved dominions belong noW to Hia Ezcellenoj the Vizier. Any iiland 
ori^Qfllly belonging to either State^ vrhieh eha]l, by tnandatioQ, disappear, 
shall, on ite re-appearance, belong to that State whose property it originftlly 
was, although its form may be altered ; and all villages and lands situated oft 
the boundary of the two States which appertained at the above period to 
rather o{ the States shall hereafter and for ever, withont diapatej ba the pro-

FuBsetlee or which may hereafter be so formed, shall be adjudged to belong to 
the State on whose frontier the channel may be fordable, and in the case c£ 
the channels on both sides of the island being equal in point of depth, &e 
island shall be considered to form a part ^ tbe territory of that State to 
which at any point it is the most contiguoos. 

Aktiols 4). 

In the case of a snhseqaent alteiution in the eonrse of the principal 
channel of a river or stream forming the boundary of the ttvo States, 
that is, if the channel on either side of an Ishuid which was in the 
first instance deep, shall become shallow, and the channel, on the opposite 
side become deep, in this case the right to the island shall again be trans- 
ferred to the State on whose boundary the channel is shallow, and the same 
rale shall he applied to eveotual changes in tbe contiguousoess and distanoe of 
islands from the territories of tbe two States. Further as, with a view to ascer- 
tain the comparative depth and breadth of the opposite channels of a river id 
which an island may be formed, the speciBatioa of a period is indispensable, 
the contracting parties do hereby stipulate and agree that the commencement 
of the season of the rnbee be the specific period assigned in all cases of dispute 
for ascerbuaing the depth and breadth of the channels. 

Artiou 6. 
It at any time, as in the case of rivers or stzmms forming tbe common 
bonnduy which wind graatly in their course, ao arm or portion of land shall 
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bs separated from the territory of either 9tate hy the total alteratioa of the 
course oE a rirer or Btream, the Und so separated shall belong exclusively to 
the State to whose territory it may by such alteration have been annexed, 
not withstanding any territorial loss which may be sustained by the opposite 
party. 

Aetioli 6. 

What has been agreed to in the fon^going Artioles, relates merely to the 
prevention of disputes between the two States with respect to the lands 
alluded to in those Articles, and has no reference whatever to the rights of 
zemindars. 

Aeticlb 7. 

This Trea^, comprising seven Articles, having been settled and concluded 
in the City of Lnoknow, on the 14th of January, in the year of our Lord 1 81 2, 
corresponding with the 28th of the month of Zilhujjii, of the year 1226 Hegira, 
Major John Baillie, Resident, has delivered to the Vizier one copy of the same 
in English and Persian, sealed and signed by him, and Hia Excellency the 
Vizier has delivered to Major Baillie another copy, also in Persian aud English, 
bearing His Excellency's seal and signature, and Major Baillie hereby engages 
to procure and deliver to His Excellency the Vizier, within the space of thirty 
days, a copy of the same, under the seal and signature of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor- General, when the copy under his own seal and signature 
shall be returned.

This IB an obligatioo in the manim of a Deed of Deposit by H«t High- 
nese the Bon Begum, daughter of MootumeQ-ood-Dowla Ishafc Kban, deceaaed, 
wife of Natrab Shooja-ood-Dowla, deceased, and mother of the late Nawab 
Asnf-ood'Dowla, in favor of the Honorable Company's GoTernment, whose 
goarantee for the security and protection of Her Highness, ber friends and 
dependents, hns long been established to the effect under-written, vijt. :— 

My jaghire, houses, property and goods of every description shall remain 
in my possession while I live, aod I alone shall have the power of using them 
for the support and provision of those who are dear to me, my nephews nnd 
otlLer relabons, dependents, eaaoohs, and female slaves, &o., as I thinlE proper. 
But being mindful of the onoertainty of this transitory life, and with a view 
to fnture eventa, while yet in health of body and of sound intellect and judg- 
ment, I hereby give and surrender in trost and deposit, to the Members 
t^ the Honorable Company's Goveromeot, the whole of the property and 
goods in ready moi^ey, household furniture, plate and jewels, ftc., now in my 
powession, amounting to the sum of seventy lakhs of mpees, as particularly 
stated and described in a separate schedule under my seal, and whatever I m^y 
hereafter acquire and poesess from this date till the day of my death, confer- 
ring and bestowing on the said Qovemment the fullest power and authority 
over all my aaid property and poesessions, for the purpose and with the intent 
that th^, til* members of the said Oovemment, in oonsideratioB of their 
ancient friendship for me, and as they have done hitherto during my life time, 
do oontinue after my death to be the guardians and protectors of all those who 
are dear to me, my nephews> connectiouB, eunuchs and other dependents, and 
do secure and preserve to those persons individually, name by name, and to 
their heirs and successors for ever, the jaghiree and monthly allowances in 
money from the income of my personal wealth, which I have assigned to each 
of them respectively in a ssparate statement under my seal ; that bo they may 
be rendered independent of every other person for eubsistenee. 

The British Government will farther proteot my said relations and depend- 
ents against all tyranny and oppression, and wiU support them in the un- 
molested pOBsesBion of all such houses, gaidens, bazars and shops, proBts and 
perquisitea of every description, as they may have occupied and enjoyed during 
my life, taking care that no person shall disturb either them or their heirs or 
sucoessors in the occupation and enjoyment of those poesessions ; and as my 
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(■ithful servant Darab Alee Khan Nazeer, and all otber public officers, 
ennncba, n&d dependenta of my OoTernment bave hitherto satisfied me, and 
will oontinne to do so daring my life, as to t^e accuracy of tbeir conduct and 
Bocounta no demaoda should hereafter be made against them, nor should they 
be required to giye any account, save for the immediate surrender and delivery 
to tiie Honon^le Company's Goveniroent, atfreeably to my orders, of the 
property in money and goods above stated to be now in my possession, and 
the further amount to be accumulated from this date antil the day of my 
death, of which a faithrul account shall be rendered, 

In addition to the several provisions tn individuals which are stated in 
the aocompanying list, the sum of three lakhs of Sicca Kupeee is to be ^ven 
to my servant Dumb Alee Khan for the purpose of erecting a mausoleum over 
the place of my interment, and one lakh of tjicca Rupees to be appropriated 
as « donation to the shrines of Karbula, Nujnfe AsbruQ', and other holy places, 
at the discretion of my said miniater, who is a fnithful and religious person, 
and will apply the money to the purposes specified. To defray the annu^ 
expenses of the said mousoleum, Tillages in the Pergunnah of Puohumrath, 
having a clear jumma of Sicca Enpees ten thousand, shall be allotted ; and the 
surplus revenue of the villages to be given to the poor and religions inhabit- 
ing the said mausoleum, that they may enjt^ peace and tranquillity of mind. 

The stipends of those that are dear to me, my nephews, eunuchs, booboos, 
female slaves, and other dependents, to be regularly paid from the revenue of 
my jagbire, or from the income of my personal wealth, to Darab Alee Khan 
who will distribnte the money among them, and whose recommendations and 
sng^stions shall he received and attended to on tbeir behalf, and after estab- 
lishing and securing the whole of the above-mentioned salaries and pensionsj 
and paying the foregoing sums, the balance of my property in ready money 
and valDBbles shall m at the entire and uncontrolled disposal of the Honorable 
Company's Government, to do whatever they please with it, and to give it to 
whomsoever they please. 

Bnt as some of my relatione and connections, who are mentioned in the 
accompanying list, have jaghires and established allowances in money from 
another Government, which are liable to resumption or diminution on the 
death of the present possessors, contrary to the practice of my Sircar, it is 
incumbent on the Honomble Company's Government, with a view to its own 
reputation and for the credit of my name, aFter securing the several provisions 
detailed in the accompanying list, to reserve in its own hands each a portion 
of the residue of my property as will ensure a suitable provision in perpetuity 
to the descendants of those of my relations, whose allowances may be resumed 
at their death, that no person related to me may be left in an indigent con- 
dition.

or the residue of my property at its disposal. 

The stipend of Mirsa Cassim Alee Khan will also remain as heretofore 
since the time of the Nabob Asuf-ood-Dowla, and the British OoTernment 
will assist and protecthim on all oocaaions for my sake and in compliance with 
hm' earnest request ; and if at any future period, on the death of the said 
Mirza Cassim Ali Khan, the whole or a part of his stipend should be reanmed 
by His Exoellenoy the Vizier, in that case the British Government is to act 
as desired in the Deed of Deposit, that is, to grant a soitable allowance in 
money to tbe heirs of the said Cassim Ali Khan, either from the revenue of 
my jaghire or the residue of my personal wealth. 

The allowances of the Khas Mnhl from the Mehals of Ooonda to remain 
as heretofore, and to be paid to the members of tbe said Mehal agreeably to 
the separate list ; and if at any future period tho whole or any part of the 
stipends of Lootf-oon-Nissa, Mirza Mabummud Tuckee Ehan, Mirza Naseer 
or their children should be resomed by the Vizier, tbe British Qovernment is 
in that case to act as directed in the Deed of Deposit, that is, to grant an 
equal allowance in money from the revenue of my jaghire, or from the income 
of my personal property. 

The allowances of the children and dependents of Mirza Jooma shall oon- 
tinue after my decease to be paid to them as heretofore, and if these allow 
ances be resumed, the British Oovemment will assign a suitable provision for 
those persons from my jaghire or my personal property. 

The monthly allowance which was granted to Zufr-ood-Dowla, deceased^ 
in lieu of hie jaghire shall be secured to his children and dependents : or 
otherwise the British Government shall assign to them a suitable stipend from 
the revenue of my jaghire, or from the annual income of my properl^.

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HEH HIGHNESS the BHOW BEGUM. 

Writfeit S9iA Oeloier 1813. 

I have the Lonor to acknowledge tlie receipt of Year Highnega' letter 
to tlie address of tlie late Governor- General, the Earl o£ Minto, referring to 
the result of your communicatioas with Major Baillie, who faad proceeded to 
Fyzabad to receive Your Highness' commandB; and Major Baitlie h^s reported 
to me the eubstance of what passed at the several conferences with which jou 
honored him during his residence at Fyzabad. 

2. The arrangement which Your Highness has adopted iu order to secure 
the due falGlment of your wishes in favor of your relations and dependents is 
worthy of your acknowledged diBcernment and prudence, and will tend to 
enlarge 'and perpetnate the fame of your wisdom and piety; and it willj I 
trust, be the means of securing to tlie full eitent your benevolent intentions. 
I will not conceal from Your Highness, however, that I should have felt more 
confidence on tbut snbject if Your Highness had seen fit to place in the imme- 
diate charge of the British Government such a portion of your wealth aa 
would be equal to the demand on thut account, as suggested to you by Major 
Baillie. Your Highness may, however, rely on the just and punctual dis- 
charge, by the British'.Govemment, of the trust which you have confided to it, 
and may he assured that it will in all its measures consult the honor and 
reputation of Your Highness, and the comfort and security of those who have 
been so fortunate as to become the objects of your regard and affection. 

For Your Highness' further satisfaction I have executed an instrument, 
which will be transmitted to Your Highness by the Resident at Lucknow, 
containing the unqualified confirmation and guarantee by the British Govern- 
ment, of the disposition of Yonr Highness' personal property, prescribed in 
the documents under Your Highness' seal, and attested by Darab Alee Khan 
and Baboo Sook Butchun, which were delivered to Major Baillie. 

8. Yonr Highness is aware that the consent of His Excellency the Vizier 
mnet be obtained to the grant of villages in Perguifnah Puchamrath, and 
although it cannot be doubted that His Excellency wilt most readily comply 
with Your Highnees' wishes in an affair in which Your Highness' sati^n- 
tion and bis own reputation are equally concerned, it must be obvions to Your 
Highness that the British Government can only engage to employ its ntnvet 
influence with His Excellency to obtain his consent to the desired arrangement. 
I have accordingly instructed Major Baillie to obtain, at a fit season, His 
Excellency's acquiescence, and I have no doubt that at an early period he will 
be enabled to make a communication to Your Highness on the subject, which 
will be entirely satisfactory to your mind. 

4. I request Your Highness to accept the assurances of the unaltsrabla 
respect and attachment of the British Government, aud to repose implicit ooa- 
fidence in its zeal and anxiety for your interest and comfort. 
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Sbapt of Enoaobhbnt to HxB Highness the Bhow Bbottu. 

Her Highness tlie Bhow Begnm h&v'mg, by an inatrnment bearing her 
seal, and duly attested by witnesses, declared her intention to make over to the 
British Qovernment the whole of her personal property, in order to enable 
that Oovernmeiit to provide for Her Highness' relations and dependents, to 
the extent and in the manner specified in a separate paper, also sealed with 
Her Highness' seal, and wituessed aa above, and for other purposes expressed 
in those papers ; and Her Highness having moreover delivered to the Resident 
at Lnclcnow a Schedule under her seal, specifying the estimated amount and 
value or her property in money and jewels, and the places in which it ia 
deposited ; the Oovernor-General hereby confirms and guarantees the disposi- 
tion of Her Highness' personal property prescribed in the documents above 
referred to, and promises and engages that on obtaining possession of that 

Sroperty the whole of Her Highness' directions, in favor or her relations and 
ependenls, and with regard to the other objects mentioned in those papers, 
shall, as tw as depends on the British Government, be oarried into early and 
complete effect; and the Governor- Oeneral further engages to employ the 
utmost influence of the British Government to obtain from His Excellency 
the Vizier the grant in perpetuity of villages in the Pergunnah of Puohnm- 
rath, of the annual jumma of Rupees 10,000, in the name of Darab Alee 
Rhan, according to Her Highness' desire. The Governor-General moreover 
promises to afford the countenance and protection of the Biitish Government 
to Her Highness' relations and dependents, and to maintain them and their 
posterity in the possession of the provisions which Her Highness has devised 
to them.

HIS HIGHNESS the NABOB REPAUT-OOD-DOWLAH. 

ITrUten tAe 19tk July 1814. 

A considerable time has elapsed since I received the orders of Government 
to submit to the notice of Your Highness' father, of blessed memory, the 
objects and result of my proceedings on the occasion of my visit to Fyzabad, 
at the request of Her HighnesB the Begnm, in the months of July and 
August last. My delay to execute those orders was occasioned, in the first 
instance, by the necessary preparation of copies of a number of documents of 
a secret and important nature, the transcribing of which could only be en- 
trusted to the most confidential of my native servants, and subsequently by 
the unhappy indiqiosition of Your Highness' father, which precluded the 
propriety of «y hnnging sabjects of this nature before him. I bad^ in fact 
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prepared ft letter on the sabject to His Excellency the late Vizier, which forms 
the gToundnork of this address to ¥onr Highaess, and was intended to have 
been delivered on the 18th instantj at a oonference which was fixed £or that 
day. 

The docnments wliich I now Buhmit to Your Highness are so very explicit 
in their tenor, aud bo fully deGoriptive of the jnsb and natural objects to which 
they ref€r, as to render oomments on my part siipeiflnous ; and the explana- 
tiona with which I am chained by the Government being calculated rather to 
meet eventual enquiries on the part of His Excelleocy the late Vizier, than to 
answer any immediate purpose of our Oovernment in this communication, 
may, with obvious propriety, be reserved for an occasion of personal con- 
ference hereafter, if the subject of the documents enclosed shonld appear to 
Your Highness to require it. 

Your Highness is probably aware of the original intention of Her High- 
ness the Bbow Begum, announced in a manner the most solemn to the Most 
Noble the Govern or- General Marquis Weliesley, through the medium of the 
late Colonel Scott, to transfer the whole of her property, real and personal, 
including the revenues of her jaghire, which Her HigbneBs considered as the 
free and irrevocable gift of her husband, the lateNawab Soojah-ood-Dowlah, to 
the Honorable Company's Government, and to constitute that Government 
her sole heir and executor at her death. 

The just right of Her Highness the Begum to confer, and of the Honor* 
able Company's Goveroment to accept, the character and privileges of Her 
Higbuess' heir and executor, with a reference to her personal property, could 
never be reasonably doubted j and Your Highness will duly appreciate the 
motives of extraordinary consideratioo which induced our Government to 
reject a proposal so honorable and advanta^^eous Lo itself, on the part of Her 
Highness the Begum, and to recommend to iier an arrangement which must 
combine the most essential benefit to Your Highness, as well as a due regard 
for your rights, with the accompliehment of the Begum's most hiudable and 
benevolent pnrposes in favor of her relations and dependeote. 

That all these objects have been attained by the result of my proceedings 
at Fyzabad, as explained in the accompanying documents. Your Highness 
cannot fail to observe ; and you will now experience without alloy the satis- 
faction which I promised to your august father, when 1 should be authorized 
to communicate for his information the arrangements which I concluded with 
the Begum, and which the Right Honorable tjie Governor-G eneral in Council 
has been pleased to ratify and confirm. 

Your Highness' cheerful acquiescence in that part of the arrangement 
referred to, which provides for the honorable interment of Her Highnens the 
Begum's remains, when it shall please Ood to remove her from this transitory 
state, oannot for a moment be doubted; and to this particular clause in the 
in strament under Her Highness' seal, and another intended to provide .for, 
what I conaider as an impossible case, the disposition of Yonr Highness' mind 
to discontinue or resumej at their death, the allowances of the Begum's rela- 
ticKis, enjoyed under Yonr Highness' government, I have bce#commanded 
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by Hia Excellenoy the Right Honorable the GoTernoivGeDeral' n Council 
to Bolicit your early attaation, and to-reqneet a comniuQicatitti of your 
Bentiments aod iatentions witb regard to tbem at as early a period as may 
be practicable. 

Tbe peculiar nature of the documents whicb I bave the honor (^ trans- 
milting to Your HighneeB, and more particularly the wish of Her Highueta 
the Begum respecting them, as explained in one of her letters to me, will, I 
doubt not, sDggeet to Your Utgbnesd tbe propriety of preventing tbe contents 
of any of those documents from becoming generally known for the present, 
aod of Your Highness' observing tbe same degree of secrecy vith regard 
to tbe provisions of Her Highaesa the Begum's Will, which I have invariably 
practised eiaoe Uiat instrument was committed to my charge.

HIS HIGHNESS thb VIZIEB.

I have had the pleasnre of receiving year letter of the 19tb nlttmo, with 
its eocIosuroB, stating that "you bad received the orders of His Excellency 
the Right Honorable tbe Governor-General to communicate the result of 
your proceedings at Fyzabad, Seio., &o.," and I have perused the papers which 
you transmitted to me with tbe greatest care and attention . 

Of a truth this Government bad never, and can never have, such a iirm 
friend and ally — eo sinoere and disiutereated in its friendship, as the Honor- 
able Company's Government, who, regardless o£ its own advantage, has re- 
iected personal property to so very oonsidsrable an amount bequeathed by Her 
HighuesB the Bhow Begum, and determined to transfer the whole of that 
property to me, after providing for the payment of tbe legiacies and annuities 
to the Begum's near relations and depeodeuts, tvbich Her Highness bo properly 
bequeathed to them, and which the British Government has justly guaran- 
teed. Words are inadequate to express the sense whieh I entertain of this 
conduct; and of course I meet cheerfully acquieeoe in tbe arrangements which 
His Lordship has proposed to me, regarding the assignment of lands in 
Fucbumrath, for the expenses of tbe B,egum'a mauBoIenm, and tbe other pur- 
poses of her Will. Accordingly I hereby engage that, when it shall please 
Almighty G»d to remove my venerable grandmother from this transitory 
scene, villagee in the District of Fuchnmrath, yielding a revenue of ten 
thousand Rupees per annum, shall be aet apart and granted in perpetuity for 
. liie charges of Her HighneBs' mausoleum, and further that all the stipends 
and provisions whicb Her Highnesa' relations enjoy and have hitherto 
received from this Government shall be oontinned to them and their heirs in 
perpetuity, without any dedoction whatever. Considering yoo as my sincere 
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friend and welUwiaher, I reqaest you to report these eDgagemeots for His 
Lordebip w Council's eatiafaotion, without any delay.

Rupees per annum. Tor which aproviaion shall be made. I therefore write 
to desire that the purport of this letter and statement be submitted by yoa 
to my respected uncle, the Right Honorable the Oovernor-General Lord - 
Moira, and in the case of His Lordship's approval that the monthly stipends 
of all the persona named in the statement be issued hereafter from the 
Honorable Company's Treasury, beginning with the first of the present month 
of Zee Hijjeh, 1229 Hijery (11th November 1814), and that their receipts be 
transmitted to me. Let my former sealed statement be returned.

Tbe British OoTerament hereby cedes to His Excellency the Vizier in 
full and perpetual Boverelgnty the District of Khy reegar, also the low lands 
between Khyreegnr and the hille, and those betfreeo-Uis Excellency's territory 
further to the eastward and the hills ; that is, the whole of the late Goorka 
possessions below the hillSj ext«udiDg on the west fiona the River Gogra to 
the British District of Goruckpore on the east, and bounded on the sontb by 
His Excellency's possessions and the District of Khyreegur, and on the north 
by the hills. I'he Goorka orders of surrender of tliat ti-aet will accordingly 
be made over to His Excellency tbe Vizier, and tbe Britdsb Government hereby 
engages to establish His Excelleuey's authority in the above-mentiDnra 
territory. 

Akticlb, ' %. 

His Excellency the Nabob Vizier, in return for the cession mentioned in 
the preceding Article, hereby annuls the debt of tbe British Government to 
His Excellency of one crore of Rupees, being the total amount of His Ex- 
cellency's second loan to the Company duiing the last year; the interest of 
which loan will cease from the date of His Excellency's receiving possession of 
Eliyreegnr and the conquered lands above-mentioned, when the ackuowledg- 
mente granted to His Excellency will be returned. 
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Abticlb 3. 

His Excellency the Nabob Vizier hereby cedes to the Britisli Govern- 
ment the Pergunnah of Haiidia (athernige oalted Kewye), nhieh forms part 
of His Excellency's District of Pertaubgur, and which intervenes between the 
Brilieli Districts of Jsunpore, Meerzapore, and Alluhabad ; and the British 
Uoverament cedes to His Excellency in exchange the PtrgunDah of Nabob- 
gunge, which forms part of tlie District of Qoruckpore, or a piece of teiritory, 
tlie revenue of which may be equivalent to that of the Pergnanah of 
Handia. 

ASTIOLE 4. 

The British Government engages that, after the establishment of His 
Excellency's anthority in the District oT Khyreegur and in the conquered 
lands above-mentioned, if any disturbances uiise, from whatever cause, tbey 
wilt effectually SDppresH them, and if, notwithstanding the co-operation and 
support of the British Government, His Excellency ebonld be deprived of 
those possessions, other hinds yielding the same revenue shall be given to His 
Excellency. 

This Treaty, consisting of four Articles, having been settled by His 
Excellency the Nabob Vizier for himself, and by Richard Stracbey, Resident 
at the Court of Luckuow, on the part of the British Government, the Resi- 
dent at Lacknow lias delivered one copy tberwf in Persian and English, 
signed and sealed by him, to His Excellency the Vizier, from whom be has 
received a counterpart, also duly executed by His Excellency. The Resident 
engages to procure and deliver to His Excellency the Vizier a copy of the 
same, under the seal and signature of His Excellency the Right Houornble 
the Governor- Gen era], when that executed by the Resident will be returned.

Agbbem£NT tietweeN Hia Majbstt ABOo-UL-UozuFFua MoazooD 
Dbbh Oeazee-ood Dbeh Htsee Shah, Kino of Ovde, and 
the British Qovebkhent on account of a sum which the 
fonner has giren as a loan to the Hokorablb CoiiFAHr, 
settled hy His MAJBSir on his part, and by M. BiCK- 
EiTS, Esq., Kbsidbnt at the Couet of the King of Oudb, 
on the part of the Bbitish Govebnuent, in virtue oF full 
powers vested in him by the Right Honobable Williah 
Pitt, Lord Auhbrst, Gotebnok-GbheeaIi in Council, 
&c., &c.,— im Augu8i 18S5. 

Article 1. 
His Mftjesty^ the Ki&g of Oada lias given as a loan, for erer, to the 
Honorable Compaof, one crore of Rupees, the interest whereof being five 
lakha of Rupees per annum, will be paid from the 1st of Mohurrum, 1241 
Hegira, to the persons herearter partioularisMd, by monthly instalments; and 
the interest of this sum will always rsmaia at five per cent, per annum, 
though the British Oovemment may reduce their interest below or raise it 
above the aforesaid rate. 

Artiole 2. 

This loan is made in perpetuity ; the sovereigns of the Kingdom of Oude 
shall never have the power to take it back, nor shall they exeroise any in- 
terference with its interest. 

Akticlb 3. 

The British Goveroment guarantees that it will pay Tor ever the monthly 
sums hereafter mentioned out of the interest of the above loan, to the persons 
set down in this instrument, in the current coin of the place where they may 
reside, without any deduction whatever. 

Aktioli 4. 
The Honorable Company will always protect the honor of the stipendi- 
aries, who will be paid out of this fund, and it will be the prot«ctor of their 
possessions, such as houses and gardens (whether bestowed by the King of 
Oude, or purchased or built by themselves), from the hands of the sovereigns 
and their enemies ; and in whatever city or country they may be, their allow- 
ances will be paid to them there. 

Akticls b. 

This Agreement having been settled hy His Uajeaty the King of Oude 
for himself, and by M. Ricketts, Esq., Resident at the Court of Lucknow, on 
the part of the British Qoverumeut ; the Renident at Luoknow has delivered 
one oopy thereof in Persian and English, signed and sealed hy him, to His 
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Majesty the EiDgr of Oude, from whom he has received b oouuterpart, also 
duly executed by Hiii Majesty. The KesideDt enj^agee to procure aud deliver 
to His Majesty the Kio^ of Oude a copy of the samsj uoder the seal and 
signature of the Right Honorable the Governor- Geueral in CoaDcil, ffben 
that executed by the Resident will be retamed.

Twelve moaths, at per month Rupees forty-one thoDsand six hundred and 
eixty-BLX, ten anuae, and eight English pie (Be.

To the persons attached to the new Imambareh, called Imambaraeh Nnjuf 
Ushmf, aoGording to a separate detail, Rupees one thonsand one hundred and 
tbirty-seves, ten annas, aud eight pie (Rs. 1,1S7-10-B}. 

This earn wilt be paid for ever to the person who will be appointed to the 
charge of the Imambareh through the King, aud its Amlah or ofGeere will be 
kept or discharged at the pleasure of the superintendent. 

Nabob Mobaruk Mnhnl, Rupees ten thousand (Rs. 10,000). 

This allowance will be paid to the Begnm Nabob Mobaruk Mobul, during 
her life-time, and after her demise one-third of the allowances will be paid to 
any person, or for any purpose, she may will : the remainitig two-thirds and 
whatever may be the saving of tha one-third agreeably to the will, which will 
be an addition to the two-thirds, or in case of her not making a will, the 
whole allowance is to be divided into two equal parts, one-half to be given to 
the Nnjuf Ushruf, and the other half for Kerbulla to the High Priest and 
MaJBwnrs, or persons who havb its charge on the part of the snid King, that 
His Majesty might thereby derive its befits.

according to law.

GovEENHEKT, Concerning the deposit of three lakhs (3,00,000) 
of Rupees, the interest to be given in perpetuity to the poor 
of Lucknow, — ISlh December 1833. 

FtTit. — Seeing that deeds of charity and mercy are by the King of 
Kings, the Qreat Creator of all things, commanded to be done of all men: 
and that particularly from Kings and OoTeroore, who are distingnisbed 
among men and entrnsted by Providence with wealth and richea, and with 
ample means whereby to provide for the protection, necessities and comforts 
of Ood's people, does an all^seeirtg Providence look for deeds of benevolence 
and charity ; and, further, seeing that the vanities of life are fading, and 
perish in the using and leave no trace behind, and it is not only becoming 
and proper, but gratifying to the best feelings of the mind to leave a memorial 
behind, agreeably to tiie saying, that it is better for a " man to leave a name 
behind him than a Golden Palace:" His Majesty the King of Oude, Aboon 
Nuseer, Kootboodeen Solyman Jah Sultani Audil Nowaherewan Zaman, re- 
membering the Gommanda of the King of Kings to feed tlie hungry, to clothe 
the naked, and to comfort the afflicted, does, of the treasares which Providence 
has bestowed on him, most freely and with uufeigned pleasure determine to 
endow a charity, which shall relieve the poor of his capital, the City of Luck- 
now, now and through future generations, and remain a remembrance of his 
name and of his reign in aft«r ages. 
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Second. — To tliia end, the King of Oude hereby places in the Besidencj 
treasury the sacn oE three lakhs (3,00,000) of Rupees, to be lodged in the 
foor per cent, loan of the British Oovemment, the interest of which, being 
12,000 Rupees per annnm, is to be paid at the rate of one thonsatid (1,000) 
Rupees a month to the poor in perpetuity. 

Tiifd. — It shall not be optional with the fntnre Rnlere of Oode, or with 
any power whatever, to resun^^e this money or to appropriate it to any 
other purpose ; on the contrary, it is placed under the gnai-antee of the British 
Government, for the express end that it may for ever remain to be distributed 
to the poor, in the uame of His present Majesty, and its denomination shall 
be the charity of " Nnseer-ood-Deen Hyder, King of Oude." 

Fonrti.—Tiie King of Oude reposing great confidence upon the stability 
and good faith of the British Government, entirely entrusts the charity to the 
mauBgemeiit and discretion of the Right Honorable Lord William Cavendish 
Bentinck, ti.C.B., G-overnor-General, and to all future Govern ore -General of 
British India, under whatsoever denomination they may rule, and requests 
that they may be pleased to authorise their Besidents or representatives at this 
Court to distribute the interest to real objects of charity, such as the lame, the 
maimed, the blind, the helpless aged, tlie lepers, and those who are destitute ; 
this will be an act acceptable to God and praised of men. To the watchful 
care of Providence, therefore, and to the knowu honor and good faith of the 
British Government is this charity committed, in the hope that through 
the same kind Providence, in all future generations, so long as this world 
lasts, the money may be devoted solely and entirely to the support of God's 
poor. 

Fifli.—Tiia Bight Honorable Lord William Caveodisb Bentinck, G.C.B., 
Sec., Governor-General of British India, hereby, on the part of the British 
Oovemment, entirely approving of His Majesty's charitable intentions, 
guarantees that the interest of the sum of three lakhs (iJ,OO,O0O} of rupees, 
at four (1] per cent., amounting monthly to one thousand (1,000) rupees, 
shall, from the Ist May ltJ83, be paid in perpetuity to the poor of Lucknow, 
in accordance with the benevolent intentions set forth by tbe King of Oude 
in the foregoing Articles.

of Oude,— Jl^A September 1837. 

Whereas by the subsisting alliance between the Honorable the East India 
Compnny and the Oude States, the British Government is bound to defend the 
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Oade Territories a^inst foreiga and domeBtio eoemies, the Sovereign of Onde 
engaging to retain in his Gervk-e onlj a amaU specified number of troops : and 
wherensj wbile the British Governmeat has faithfully and scrupulously per- 
formed the obligations so imposed on it, the engagemeut on the part of ihe 
Oude Stnt« has been habitually iufiinged, there being now in the employment 
of His Majesty the King of Oade a large and exppDsive mihtary force; and 
whereas experience has shown that the execution of all the provisiona of the 
Treaty of IHOI is attended with serious difficulty, and it is desirable and propel 
that a modified arrangement, cotisietent with the priiMiples of that Treaty, and 
conducing to the prosperity and advantage of both Stat«B, should be intro- 
duced ; and whereaa the restrictions as to the amount of military force to be 
employed by His Majesty the Kipg ef Au<le may with propriety be relnxed, 
on condition tliat an adequate ^oTtlou of the increased force shall be placed 
under British discipline and control, so as at once to promote the general 
interests of the Indian Empire, and in particular the dignity and safety of the 
King, providing at a reduced cost for the efficiency of his national military 
establishment : and whereas Article 6tl) of the Treaty of 1801 requires that the 
Sovereign of Oude always advising with, and acting in conformity to, the 
counsel of the Officers of the Honorable Company, shall establish in his 
reserved dominions such a system of administration (to be carried into effect 
by his own officers) as shall be conducive to the prosperity of his sabjecte, and 
becalculated to secure the lives and property of the inhabitants, but provides . 
no remedy for the neglect of that solemn and paramount obligation : and 
nbereas the infraction of this essential engagement of the Treaty, and inatten- 
tion to the first duty of a Sovereign on the part of several successive Rulers of 
Oude, have been continued and notorious, and have ever exposed the British 
Qovemment to the reproach of imperfectly fulfilling its obligations towards 
the Oude people, and it is therefore just and proper that the defect alluded to 
iu Article 6th of the Treaty aforesaid should be rectified ; the following pro- 
visions have accordingly been arranged and concluded on the one part by 
Lieutenant- Colonel John Low, tlesident at the Court of Lacknow, inthe name 
and on belialf of the Right Honorable Lord Auckland, Governor-General of 
India in Council, and on the' other, by Abool Futteh Moeen-Ood-Deen Sultani 
Zamah Nowahorewan-i-Audil, Molmmmud Alii Shah, King of Oude, for 
himself and his heirs ; and this agreement is to hold good from generatioa to 
generation to the end of time. 

Ahticlx 1. 
Article third (3rd) of the Treaty, dated the tenth of November, one 
thousand eight hundred and one, is hereby cancelled, and His Majesty, the 
King of Oude may employ such a military establishment as he may deem 
necessary for the government of his dominions. His Majesty engages, how- 
ever, to make a suitable reduction of his establish me nt, when it may appear 
to the British Government, from its pressure on the finances of the country 
or other caoseSj to be obviously excessive. 

Articlb 2. 
The HoDorable East India Company eng^es, as baFore, to defenfl the 
Onde State against all foreign and domestic enemies ; but it will be proper 
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and advieable tbat His Majesty tbe King: of Oude shall organize, aa a part 
of his angmeiited military establishment, a disciplined force for the general 
support of bis aathoiity within his dominions. 

Aktioli 3. 

The King of Oude agrees that the portion of hie troops, to be organized 
Ds stipulated in the preceding article, shall consist of not lees than two regi- 
ments of cavalry] fire of ipfantry, and two oompanies of goluodatize, for whose 
regtilar payment a suitable arrangement will be made. 

A&Tio^4. 

The Qoremmeat of Oade will fix tha anm of sixteen (16) lakhi of 
Rupees per annum for the expenses of the forcoj stipulated to be maiotained in 
the third (?rd) Article of this Treaty, including their pay, arms, equipments, 
and public buildings of the cantonments, &c., and as this force is so to he 
organised, as to ensure its eScienoy for all descriptions of service, it will be 
open to future decision whether it may be advisable (with the consent of both 
governments) to have a small party of horse artillery, instead of a few of the 
horsemen, and a email body of pioneers, instead of a few infantry sepoys ; but 
it is a settled compact between the two States that the expenditure on account 
of this new force, whatever may be its organization, shall not exceed sixteen 
(16] lakhs of Uupeesj including every description of expense oonnected with 
it. And also, in consequence of this year being one of great scarcity, and the 
expeuditnre of the Oude Government being very great, owing to its having 
to pay up alarge amount of arrears due to troops and establishments, greater 
than OBual, it is on these accounts hereby settled tbat for a period of eighteen 
(18) months, reckoning from the first of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirtyseven, the organization of the new force shall not be com* 
menced ; and accordingly tbat no demands shall be made upon the Oude 
Government for money to pay the above-mentioned troops until the first of 
March, eighteen hundred and thirty-nine. 

ABTtOLB 6. 

The British Government hereby engages to supply, and the King of 
Cade to take into his service, an adequate number of Britieh Officers, to be 
constantly employed with such force for the purpose of maintaining its due 
disupline and securing its permanent efficiency. 

Aktioi:b 6, 

This auxiliary force will ordinarily be fixed at such stations within the 
Oude territory as may, with the consent of both governments, from time to 
time, to both seem most convenient, and will be employed on all occasions'on 
which its services may be deemed necessary by toe King of Oade, with the 
i-oncnftence of the British Resident ; but it is to be clearly nnderstood that 
such force is not to be employed in the ordinary collections of revenue. 
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Article 7. 



In modification of Article 6tb of the Treaty above rererred to, it is hereby 
preyided that the King of Onde will take into his immediate and earnest con- 
sideration, in conoert with the British Resident, the beet meann of remedying 
the existing defects in the Police, and in the Judicial and Revenue Adminis- 
tra^ione of ai3 dominious, and that if His Majesty should negleot to attend to 
the advice and counsel of the British Oovemment or ite local repreeaQtative, 
and if (nhich God forbid) gross and Byetematio oppression, anarchy and mis- 
vule should hereafter at any time prevail within the Oude dominiona, such as 
lerioualy to endanger the pnblio tranqnillity, the British Government reserves 
to itself the right of appoiuting its own ofiicere to the tnanagement of what- 
soever portions of the Oude territory, either to a small or to a great extent, in 
which such misrule as that above alluded to may have ooonrreJ, for so long a 
period as it may deem necessary, the surplus receipts in such oaee, after defray* 
ing all obarEces, to be paid into the King's treasury, and a true and faithful 
aocoant rendered to His Majesty of the receipts and expenditure of the terri- 
tories BO assumed. 

AftTICLB 8. 

And it is hereby further agreed that in case the Govemor-tieneral of 
India in Council should be oompelled to resort to the exercise of the authority 
vested in him by Article 7th of this Treaty, he will endeavour, as far as possi. 
hie, to maintain (with such improvements as they may admit of) the native 
institutioDs and forms of administration within the assumed territories, so as 
to faeilitate the restoration of those territories to the Sovereign of Onde when 
the proper period for suoh restoration shall arrive. 

AbtiO!.! 9.- 

All the other provisions and conditions of former Treaties between the 
British Government and the Oude State, which are not affected by the above 
convention, are to remain in full force and effect. 

The above Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, is executed at Lucknow, 
this Eleventh day of September, in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Thirty-Seven, correepondiug with the Tenth day of Jumado*- 
sanee. Twelve Hundred and Fifty-Three Hegira.

Article Ibt. 

The interest on two promissory notes, amonatlDg to three lakbe forty 
thouaaud and eight hundred Calautta Sicca Rnpeea^ vie., one for two lakhs and 
eigbty-seven thouaand, at an interest of 5 per oent. per annum by quarterly 
paymeata, and the other for Bfty-three thousand and eight hundred Rapees, 
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at the interest o£ 4 per cent, per animm, by half-yearly payments, which is 
lodged in the Honorable Company's Treasury, I give and bequeath for the 
expenditure of the Hospital sstablished in the time or the late King, id tbe 
capital of Lucknow. It f> requisite and very necessary that tbe officers of 
the above-mentioned floverniiient shoald pay the said interest, amounting to 
Calcutta Sicca Rupees 16,&00, or Lucknow Sicca Rupees 17,244-9-6, accord- 
ing to the above mentioned periods of payments, from the Honorable Com- 
pany's Treasury attached to the Residency of Lacknow, to Zuffer-ood-Dowlah 
Bahadoor, and after him to any persoa who may be appointed to the sitoatiou 
of Snperintendeat of the Hospital by this Ooverament, and shall take a 
receipt under his seal.

It is very necessary that the whole of the interest arising frotn tbe above* 
mentioned sum may now and hereafter be laid out in providing medicine and 
food for the sick poor. Those patients who may prefer native medicines will 
be treated by native physicians, who will be appointed by this Uoverumaot; - 
and those who may desire European mediuioe will be treated by Dr. 
Stevenson, and after him by any gentlemen who may be in the service of this 
(Government. 

Akticu Srd. 

Althongh the Mutawally [or Superintendent) of the Hospital and native 
physicians will be appointed by this Government, yet the entire amount 
. arieing from the Interest of the above-mentioned sum is strictly to be applied ' 
only to the purposes of the Hospital, both now and hereafter; and tbat no 
disorder or abase be allowed to creep in its food management, It is incumbent 
on the Resident for the time being, in the spirit of the friendsbip and 
unanimity existing between the two States, always to afford his aid and assist* 
anoe in maintaining this good work for ever. 

Abtiolb 4th. 
It is requif^ite for the Superintendent of the Hospital to fm-niah monthly 
and annually accounts respectively of receipts and disbursements, &c., to the 
J>ewanee Dufter of my Oovernment, together with the receipts and other 
vouchers and accounts, and to consider himself held responsible for the honesty 
of the servants attached to the Hospital.

TREATIES, ENGAGEMENTS, AND SANADS 

MMiiHtan TO 

NEPAL. 



Tbi «ail7 ioteroonne of tb« BriUsh Government with Nepal waa exoliuivd/ 
of ft oommeroiol nature. Onr political relations with Ehatmandu date from the 
invasion of the valley hy the Onrkha* under Raja Firtbi Narayan. In 1787 the 
Newar Raja of Khatmanda being hard preesed bj the Garkbas, applied for 
BMistance to the British Qovemment. Aid was ^raotedj and Captain Kialoch 
waa despatched with a small force in the middle of the rainy season. He was, 
however, compelled by the deadly climate of the Tarai to retire. The Gnrkba 
Chief meetings bat a feeble reeistBiioe, overran Nepal and estingaished the 
Newu* dynasty^ and was eventually recognized by the British Governmfnt as 
Bq'a of Nepal. 

Bsving eooquered the hill oountryof Makwanpnr, the Gurkhas olaimed 
the onltivftted lowlands on payment to the British Government of the same 
tribute as was pftid by the Raja of Makwanpur. The claim was admitted. 
¥ot thirty yean the Onrbhas eontinoed to preseat yearly a large sized elephant 
as tribute for these lands, bat the tribute was eveDtnoUy reliuquished by 
Article 7 of the Treaty of 1801 (No. LIII). 

After the failure of Kiolocb's expedition there was little oonneetion with 
Nepal till the administration of Lord Comwallia, when negotiations were 
opened by the G urkhas tbrongh Mr. Duncan, then Resident st Benares, which 
resnited in the oommsrcial Treaty of March 1792 (No. LII). For several 
years previona to 1792 the Gurkhas had been extending their conquests in the 
direotion of Tibet. They bad advanced as far as Digarohi, the Lama of which 
place was spiritual father to the Emperor of China. Incenmd by the plunder 
of the saored temples of Digarcbi, the Emperor of China despatehed a large 
army to punish the Nepal Raja. It was with a view to deter the Chinese 
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from the inTanoD of Nepal that the Gurkha Chief formed the commercial 
Treaty with the British, to whom be also applied for military aid. 

Lord Cornwallifl offered to ongotiate a peace between Nepal and China, 
but befoie Major Kirkpatrick, who was deputed to Khatmandu for tbia pur- 
pose, reached the Nepal frontier, the Garkhas had been compelled to oonctade 
an ignominioos Treaty with the Chinese General within a few miles of their 
capital. 

The oeteosible object of Earkpatrick's mission was now at an end. Bat 
as he bad iostraotioos to take measaree to improve the commeroial advantages 
secared by the Treaty, be advanoed to Kbatmanda. The Gorkbas however 
evaded all his overtures and showed a determination to avoid a closer alliance, 
and in March 1793 Major Kirkpatrick quitted NepaL 

From thia time till the year 1800 our intercourse with Nepal was restrict- 
ed to occasional friendly letters, and the presentation by Nepal of the tribnte 
for Makwanpur. In that year Ran Bahadar, the young Raja of Nepal, who 
in 1796 had forcibly assumed the management of the State and murdered the 
Regent, -bis uncle, and who for five years had rnled with intolerable tyranny, 
was forced to abdicate in favor of his illegitimate infant eon Girvan Jodh 
Bikram, leaving one of his Ranis as Regent He retired to Benares, where 
Captain Enoz was appointed, to attend him as Political Agent. Ran Bahadnr 
was reoeived by the Britasb Government with every mark of distinction, snd 
was supplied with large sums of money to meet his expenses. His presence 
within British territories was deemed a favourable opportunity for the renewal 
of attempts to form a closer alliance with NepaL It was accordingly 
decided to open negotiations with the combined objects of procuring a 
Mitable settlement for the deposed Prince, and of improving our relations 
with Nepali also of giving full effect to the Treaty of 1792 which had become 
a dead letter, and arranging for tite apprehension and surrender of fugitive 
dakaits who bad long given trouble on the frontier. Captain £noz was 
deputed to the Nepal frontier to meet a deputation from Khatmandu. 
These objects, as well as the establishment of a Residency at Khatmandu, 
were provided for in the Treaty of Oqtaber 1801 (No. LIU). Captain Knox 
was appointed the first Resident. 

Knox was well reoeived by the Rani Regent, and arrangements had 
just been concluded to give foil effect to the Treaty, when Ran Bahadar's 
elda Rani, who bad accompanied him to Benares, suddenly returned to Khat. 
mandn, overthrew the Regency, and herself took charge of the young Raja 
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and the government. It now beoame the policy of the Darhar to evade falfil- 
ment of tta engagements with the Dritieh Oovernraent, and their aversion to 
the continnanoe of th^ Resident became bo marked that in March, 1803, Cap- 
tain Kdox withdrew from Ilfepat, and on S4th January, 1804, Lord Wellesley 
formally dissolved the alliance with the Darbar. 

As a coDseqaence of the dissolution of the alliance Baa Bahadur was 
allowed to return to Nepal, where he inaugnrated his re-accession to power by 
the mnrder of the leader of the party 'who was opposed to his interests. He 
was himself soon after killed in a dispute with his brother ; and Bhim Sen 
Thappa, a young and ambitions man who had aecompanied him into exile, ob- 
tained possession of the person of the young Raja, the illegitimate son of Ran 
Bahadur, and being couuteuanced by Ran Bahadur's chief Rani assumed the 
direction of aSuirs. 

From the dissolution of the alliance in 1804 down to 181S, our transac- 
tions with Nepal consisted entirely of nnavailing remonstrances against the 
most insoloit aggressions on our frontier throughout its entire length, and in 
fruitless attempts to induce the Gurkhas to aid our officers in the suppression 
of dakaitis and robberies along* the frontier. As early as 1804 Hie Nepalesa 
had seized on the parganas of Butwal and Sheoraj, which bad been ceded to 
the British Government by the Wazir of Ondh, under pretext of their having 
belonged to the posseesions of the Palpa Raja, then subdued by Nepal, In 
1808 the Gurkha Qovernor of the Morang seized on the entire zamindari of 
Bhimnagar, sitaated on the frontier of Parniah ; but this case was so flagrant 
that Government determined on resenting it in good earnest, and in the 
month of June 1809 a British detaehment was sent to the frontier with orders 
to resume the zamindari at the point, of the bayonet. This decided measure, 
was Buffioient ; and the Onrhhas not being yet willing to measure swords with 
the English, evacuated the lands in iSlO. lu 1811 the Gurkhaa again crossed 
our frontier and at nearly the same time took poseession of some lands on the 
Butwal and Bettia boundaries. This aggression was forcibly resisted by the 
people of the Bettia frontier and gave rise to the first border skirmish with 
the Nepalese. , 

Commissioners were appointed by the British and Nepal Governments 
to enquire into and adjaetAll frontier dispntes. The investigation resulted in 
the establishment of the right of the British Government to the disputed dis> 
tricts, but the Nepalese evaded restitution. Ijord Hastings thereupon threat- 
ened the forcible occupation of the lands if they were not evacuated by a 
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given date. The prescribed time having expired vrithoat a reply from Nepal, 
the dispnted distriotB were occupied in the middle of April 18l4>. 

War was now inevitable and it was formally declared od Ist November 
1814. Ad ardnooB campaign, in which the Onrkbas (oaght most bravely and 
with mnob sncoeee, left ns in possession of the bills west of the Kali, and the 
Gnrkbas were disposed to treat for peace. Negotiations were twice broken ofE bj 
the Qarkhas rerosing to comply with the demand for the ceeeion of the Tarai, 
A second campaign seemed inevitable, when Xiord Hastings offered to pay yearly 
the estimated valae of the I^rai, and made some other coacessions, which 
indaoed the Nepal Commissioners to sign the Treaty of Segauli (Segowlie) 
on the 28tb November, promising that the signature of the Baja shonld be 
obtained on the 14th December following. 

The ratification of the Treaty however was withheld by the Darbar, 
who formally announced their intention of trying the result of a second cam- 
paign. Hoetilitiea were therefore vigowrasly pushed by the Britieh Govern- 
ment, and on Sod December 1816, the NepaleBeCommisaioneraatlMtdelivered 
to Sir David Ocbterlony the Treaty of Seganli {No. LIVl, duly signed and 
executed. The hill lands east of the Naobi, and part of the Tatai between the 
NacM and Tista ceded under this Treaty, were made over to Sikkim. On 
the 8th December 1816, the 4th Article of the Treaty of S^auli, by which 
we were bound to pay two lakbs a year as pensions to certiun Nepalese Chiefs, 
was annulled (No. LV), in coneideTation of the restoration to Nepal of the 
l^rM lands between the Rapti and the Cnri. The Tarai lands westward to the 
Kali were made over to Ondh. 

The first Resident appointed under the Treaty of S^auli was Mr. Gard- 
ner. He found Bbim Sen Thappa, the Minister, invested with complete 
control over the country. Under his infinence the attitude aseamed by Che 
Daibar was saspioioos and haughty. Maharaja Girvan Jodh Bikram died in 
his 18th year, shortly after Mr. Gardner's arrival at Khatmandn. His suooes- 
■or was Uiea only two years old. The Ministry of Bhim Sen was oontinoed 
during Uie minority, and from that time till 1832 be eojc^ed complete and 
uninterrupted power. During the whole of this period a martial policy pre- 
Tuled in the councnls of Nepal. 

In 18S2 signs <^ oppositioa to the uncontrolled power of Bhim Sen, 
whose family held almost every provincial Gommand in the soaotry, beg^an to 
show themselves. Tbtf Paniie <^n, the leaders oS. which had been nmssaeied 
on Ran Bahadur's retorn to Nepal, again rose gradually into favour with the

Habanja who was anxioiu to shake off the «ontrol of hie minister. The 
of^KMitioD increased every yeat. In 1887 the Raja's yonngeBt sod died 
eoddenly, and the report was spread that he had been poisoned at the instiga* 
tion of Bhim Sen, or some o£ hia party. Bhim Sen and his nephew Matabat 
Singh were seized, ironed, and thrown into prison, and their fitmilies were 
placed under close arrest; shortly after, however, Bhim Sen and his nephew 
were released. The former retired with bonoor into private life ; Matabar 
Singh proceeded to the Punjab, where he found service nnder the Lahore 
Darbar. 

Two years later the perieontion of the Thappa family wes revived to serve 
the purposes of court intrigue. The old minister wu dragged from bis retire, 
ment and hurried to prison, where, after being subjected to the most inhnnuui 
tortures, he committed suicide. His body was dismembered, exposed ia the 
city, and left to be devoured by dogs and vultures. 

During the latter years of Bhim Sen's ministry several nnsncoeesfn) 
attempts were made to improve our relations with Nepal. In 1833 negoiii^ 
tions relative to the treatment of British subjeots attaehed to tbe Residency 
failed, by the refusal of the Darbar to enter into any Treaty by which it should 
waive its rights to punish such offenders according to its own usages. Id 1834 
uegotiations for the revival of the commercial Treaty of 1792 were closed, by 
the Darbar declining to recogniae its validity and proposing another very dis- 
advantageous to British interests. In 1839 another endeavour of the British 
Government to improve tbe oommereial rations vrith Nepal was frustrated by 
the unwillingness of the Darbar to make any suitable concessions with regard 
to the duties to be levied on Britisb goods. Better soocees however attended 
tbe negotiations for tbe capture and surrender of thags and dakaits, and an 
Engagement (No. LVI) was concluded in 1837, securiDg mutual advaatsges 
in this respect. 

After the overthrow of Bhim Sen Thappa the hostility of the Nepalese to- 
wards the British OovMnntent assumed a more open form, and every effort was 
made, by the reduction of pnblic expenditure, to prepare for tbe anticipBted 
oDtbreak of bostilttiea. So little was the hostility of the Nepalese concealed that 
it became necessary for the British Ooremment to station a corps of obeervation 
on the frontier. Intrigues had long been carried on l^ the Nqnl Darbar with 
States in Britisb India ; emissaries were sent to Jodbpnr, Owalior, Hyderabad, 
Nagpur, Lahore ; and the meditated marriage (^ tbe heir-apparent f onoed a 
^etext for despatching numerous spies and messengers throughout Bewa and 
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Rajpntana. Similar efforts were made in tbe direction of Sikkim, BhntaD, 
and Ava, bat the auccesa whiijli at first attended the British arms in Afghanis* 
taa neoessitated a ahange ia the policy of the Nepalese, and in 1839 an En> 
gagemeot (No. LVII} was prooared from the Darbar promising tbe oessatioo 
of these intngues. 

These obligations were bnt nominally observed. Intrigues were carried 
on as before, only more covertly. In 1810 the Nepalese forcibly took posses- 
sion of several villages in tbe Ramnagar zamindari, and only withdrew when 
hostilities were threatened. It again became necessary to station a corps of 
observation on the frontier, whioh was not withdrawn till 1812 and after 
repeated assuranceB of good will on the part of the Maharaja and hii chiefs 
(No. LVIII.) 

The extravagancies and cruelties of the heir<apparent, who was ooun- 
tenanced and supported by the Maharaja, produced much discontent in the 
country. This, added to the intrigues of the only sarviving Rani, who was 
anxious for tbe succession of one of her own sons, led to endless family fenda. 
Matabar Singh, who was recalled from tbe Fanjab in 1818, was made Prime 
Minister. In 1845 he was mnrderedat the inBtig^tion of one Gaggan Singh^ 
a great favorite of tbe Maharani, who was immediately made her confidential 
adviser. The murder of this man and the massacre at Kot of thirty-one of 
the most influential chiefs in 1846, paved the way for the rise of Jang Baha- 
dur to the office of Prime Minister, Finding that Jang Bahadur was not so 
subservient to bee purposes as she expeoted, the Maharani endeavoured to 
compass bis death, but failing, she was expelled with her two sons from the 
country, and took up her residence at Benares. She was accompanied to 
Benares by tbe Maharaja, who retamed to Nepal tbe following year, only to 
abdicate (l%th May 1847} in favour of the heir>apparent Sorendra Bikram 
Sab. 

Jang Bahadur's visit to England in 1 850 was followed by a more friendly 
bearing on the part of tbe Nepal Darbar and less exolueivenees in its rela- 
tions with the British Government. In 1852 negotiations were resumed for 
ibe conclusion of a treaty for the surrender of heinous cIEenders, The Treaty 
(No. LIX] was concluded on 10th Febmary 1855. In 1865, a joint com- 
mission, in which Mr. (afterwards Sir J. D.) Gordos represented British in- 
terests, travelled along the frontier from tbe Meohi river to the neighbourhood 
of Motihari, in Champaran, and their enquiries led to the adoption of measures 
for the suppression of border crimej and for ensuring greater efficiency in tbe 
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police and greater atteation generally to the oiroumstauoes oE the frontier. 
To this end it was Boon afterwards arranged that the Resident should each, 
year make a tour on or near the border, or in some part of the Tarai. Owing 
to the prevalence of cattle-lifting on the frontier and of serioos theCt, and to 
t)ie frequent losses snatwned hy the Nepalese Qovernment through embezzle- 
ments oommitted by their pnblio officeiSj these offences were in 1866 added by 
a snpplamentary Treaty (No. LX), to those mentioned in Article 4 of the 
Treaty of 1866 for which surrender may be demanded by either Oovernment. 
In 1861 a further supplementary Treaty (No. LXl) incladed in the number 
of treaty oflfences that of eeoaping from custody whilst undergoing pnuishment 
after conriction of any of the previously specified treaty offences. 

Towards the latter end of 1854 a rupture broke out between the Nepalese 
and Tibetan Oovernments, which, however, in no way affected the relations 
of the British Government with Nepal, After short hostilities and protracted 
negotiations a Treaty* was concluded, by which the Tibetans bound themselves 
to pay an annual tribute uf Rupees 10,000 to Nepal, to encourage trade between

Oning 
to repeated aots of oppressioa towards Nepaleae subjects in Lhassa b; Tibetans, 
onlminatiiig with ontrages on the house and some of tbe servants of the Ke> 
palese Envoy, diplomatio relations were broken off in 187S, and were not 
reamed till after an amende had been made by Tibetan CommissioDerB spe- 
cially deputed to Khatmandn for the purpose. In 1880 there vas again an 
uneasy feeling at Ehatmandn by reason of certain warlike preparations under- 
taken by the Tibetans on their common frontier. In I88S a Tibetan mob 
made an unprovoked attack on tite If epalese quarter of the town in Lbasaa, 
and plundered property to the value of about nine lakhs of rupees. Commis- 
sioners from both sides met at Knti near the frontier to discnss the qnestion 
of compensation. Bat it would aeem that no settlement satisfactwy to both 
parties was effected. 

With the exception of a few months in 1666, and notwithstanding 
various conspiracies agunst him, the most dangerous of which was that 
organised by bis own brothers, Bam Bahadur and Badri Nar Singh, in 18Blj 

OoTernment, Euhmiru, to., Ac., wfao miy be ratiding irithin the jariidiclJoD of Lbuu, but 
wheDerer qiuneli miij occur between Gurkba and Tibetui inbjecti, the Bntboritiea of tbe 
two Btatei wfll lit together and will joEntl; «djndickt« them ; and ftll Amdani (b; thii t«nn it 
mMUt ineome resulting from fine*, Mllfl««t[on^ Ac.) will, if pud b; enhject* of Tibet, be taken 
hj that QoTernmeiit, and if pud by Qnrkha inbjecta, Kaehmirli, Ac., wilt be appropriatad by 
the Gurkha Sarkar. 

8. Bbould anf Qnrkha inbject cominiti a mnrder within the jnriidiction of that Qoremment 
aod take refnge in Tibet, he iball be ■orrendered b; that ooniitry, and if any Tibetan mbjeet 
who may hav« conimitted a mnrder there take refuge in the Gnrkha gountrj, ha ehall in lUia 
uumgr be given np to the Ooremmgnt of Tibet. 

9. It the propeFtiy of any Onrkba lubjeetaand merehatitfbe plnnderedby any •abjectartba 
Tibetan Oovernment, the party who haa itolen it ihall be compelled by the Tibetan anthoritiea 
to rattore it; ghoold he not be able t« do lo at once, he shall be obliged by tbe Tibetan Bharadar 
to make some arrangBment, and will be allowed a reaaanable time to make it good.

ritJei to reatore itj ahoald he net be able t« do so at mice, he ahall be obliged by tbe Gurkha 
Qo*emment to make aoma Brrangamaot, and will bo allowed a reaionable lime to make it good. 

10. All niMeoti of Tibet who may have joined tbe Gorkha eaaae daring the war, and all 
tubjecta of tbe Qnrktia Sarkar who may hare taken part with the Tibetan Sarkar, ihnll, after 
the ooropletion of thia Treaty, be reip«cted both in perun and la proper^, and shall not b* 
injured by either Qoverninent.

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Jang Bahadur ooDtinned to be Pime Miaistar of tbe State till his death id 1877. 
In token of hii sernoes to his country, he leoeiTed the title of Maharaja from hie 
eovereign, and was invested with the hereditary sovereigDty oF two distriote, 
namely Lamjang and Kaski, Moreover he effected the marriage of a boq and 
two daughters into the ruling family of Nepal. During the mntioy of 1S57 
and the sabeeqaent campaigns be rendered aseistanoe to the British Government 
in the re-occnpation of Qorakbpnr, the re-captnre of Lucknow, and the snb- 
seqn^nt capture of the rebels who infested tbe Tarai. In oonsideration of 
these services Maharaja Jang Bahadur was oreated a Eoight Grand Cross of 
tbe Most Honourable Order of tbe Bath ; and under a Treaty (No, LXII) ood- 
eluded on I&tNovember 1860, tbe tract of territory on the frontier of Filibbit 
and Western Oudb, which had been ceded to the British Government in 1815, 
was restored to Nepal. The boundary of this tract was laid down at the 
time of its restoration to Nepal {tee Article S of the Treaty of 1860). The 
international Frontier on the side of Eastern Ondb remained undefined until 
1876, when Joint Commissioners were appointed, who settled it in accordance 
with Agreement No. LXIII. 

In 1876 Jang Bahadur proposed to pay a second visit to Europe, hut the 
design bad to be abandoned owing to an accident be sustained at Bombay on 
tbe eve of departure. In 1876 the Prince o{ Wales visitod him in tbe Ne- 
patese Taiai in the neighbourhood of Bareilly and Knmaon for sport. Tbe Duke 
of Edinburgh had accompanied him on a similar expedition in 1670, On 
Febmary S6th, 1877, Jang Bahadur died, at the age of about sixty years, 
at Fattbargbatta on the Baghmati river. His illness, which lasted for a few 
hours only, showed symptoms both of apoplexy and cholera. Notwithstand- 
ii)g Jang Bahadur's own efforts of late years to disconntenance the barbarous 
rite, three of bis widows became Sati. Three years and a half before bis death 
he had been honoured with the Grand Commandersbip of the Btar of India. 
He was also granted a personal salute of 19 gnnt. His next surviving bro- 
ther. Sir Banudip Singh, who was created a Knight Commander of the Order 
of tbe Star of India in 1876, was endowed by the Maharaj Adhiraj with the 
titles and hononrs held by tbe late Sir Jang Bahadur, and was appointed 
Prime Minister of Nepal, 

Jang Bahadur had arranged that the provinces bestowed npon him should 
pass to his heirs in hereditary succession, while the office of Minister should 
go to bis eldest surviving brother, and thereafter from brotlier to brother till 
the death of the kst, when it should revert to his own eldest bod Jagat Jang.

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The appropriation hy BAnudip Singh of these provinoea was thus in opntn- 
veotioQ of Jang Bahadur's diapoaition of them, sud was oiie of the main 
causes of the diBuasions that followed. 

Trilohya Bir Bikram Sah, heir-apparent and son-in-law o{ Jang Baha- 
dur, died suddenly on March 30th, 1878. His death was followed on May 
17tb, 1881, by that of his father, the Maharaja Dhiraj Surendra Bikram Sah, 
after a long and wasting illness ; and on July 13th, 1881, by tbat of the 
M-Maharaja Dhiraj Bajendra Bikram Sah, who bad been forced to abdicate 
the throne thirty-four years previously. Surendra Bikram Sah was succeeded 
by bis grandson Prithvi Bir Bikram Sah, a child of six years old, who was 
eothroned on December 1st, 1881, 

A conspiracy against the Minister (Ranudip Singh) and the Commander- 
in-Chief (Dhir Shamsber) was detected in January 1882 and was met with 
considerable severity. Jagat Jang was snspeoted of complicity, and a sen- 
tence of exile was passed against him. For some months there was an anquiet 
feeling at the capital ; but id time anxiety subsided, and apparent tranquillity 
was 80 far restored that in 1885 two Sardars oE very high rank, who were 
believed to be implicated and who were deported for a while as State pri- 
soners to British India, were received back. 

Jagat Jang was permitted to return to Nepal in the spring of 1885. 
Thereafter there were signs of a rapprochement between Jagat Jang and 
Ranudip Singh. This was regarded as inimical to their interests by the 
sons of Jang Bahadur's youngest brother Dhir Shamsher, who died in 1884 ; 
and on the night of the 22nd November 1 885 they rose against Rauudip 
Singh, and, having put him to death, seized all power in the State in the name 
of the sovereign. Jagat Jang and his eldest son were at the same time also 
killed, Bir Shamsher, the eldest aon of Dbit Shamsher, assumed the post of 
Minister, together with the titles and estates enjoyed by Ranudip Singh. 

A daughter (the Jetha Mabarani) and two sons (Padam Jang and Ranhir 
Jang) of Sir Jang Bahadur, as well as other Sardars (notably Kedar Nar 
Singh, adopted eon of Ranudip Singh) found refuge in the British Residency, 
and were evoDtnally, through the inflaeuce of the Government of India, sent 
in safety with their families and much property to India. 

The Maharaja Dhiraj announced in a kharita, dated the 28rd November 
188&, the succession of Bir Shamsher as Prime Minister of Nepal. The Gov- 
ernment of India decided to recognise the de facio administration which bad 
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beoD established, and this was intimated to the Maliaraja Dhiraj on the 80th 
Janoary 1886 in a kharita which, while absolviDg His Highness from persontd 
respousibilitj or concera in the matter, poiated out that the aot by which the 
lives of Sir Banndip Singh and General Jagat Jang w»e broaght to an end 
seemed very diffiualt to justify. Bir Sbamsher has since then filled the office 
of Prime Minister, and in 1889 married two of his daughters to Prithvi 
Bir Bikram Sah, the Maharaja Dhiraj. 

ITp to the year 1888 tiie recruiting of Ourkha sepoys for the British 
service was on an unsatisfavtory footing; bat since that time matters con- 
nected with British recruitment in Nepal have shown a marked improvement. 

Although Nepal pays no tribute to the British Oovernment, it is nsoal, 
on the arrival in India of a new Viceroy, for a Nepalese Sardar of high rank 
to be deputed to Calcatta with messages and presents from his sovereign. 

The reigning house of Nepal claims descent from the Rajput (Sisodiya) 
family which rules over Udaipur. The Maharaja Dhiny of Nepal is entitled 
to a salute of 21 gnns from British batteries. 

The Nepalese army consists (1890) of about 50 cavalry, 46,000 regulai 
infantry, 8,800 irregnlar infantry, and 1,961 artillery men, with nominally 
some 920 ^ns. 

It is impossible, in the absence of any census, to form a correct estimate 
of the population of Nepal. The Darbar estimates it from 5,200,000 to 
6,600,000, but it is probably little, if at all, in excess of 2,000,000. The city 
of Kbatmandu contains from 30,000 to 35,000, and the whole valley of Khat- 
manda about 800,000 inhabitants. The area of the State is about 61,000 
square miles. The yearly revenue is supposed to be about 160 lakhs of 
rupees.

Treaty authenticated under the seal o£ Maha Rajah Rnn Behander Shah 
Behauder Shnmshere Jnng; being according to the Treaty tranamitted by 
Mr. Jonathan Dunoan, the Resident at Benares, on Uie part of the Bight 
Uononrable Charles, Earl CornwallU, e.g., Qovenior-Oeneral in Council, 
and empowered by the said authority to conclude a Treaty of Commerce with 
the said Maha Rajah, and to settle and fix the duties ptyable by the Bnbjects 
of the ies|>eGtiTe States of the Hononrable English Company and those of 
Nepaul, ViM said gentleman charging himself with whatever relates to the 
duties thns to be payable by the subjects of the Nepanl tioverument to that 
of the Company; in lihe manner as hath the aformaid Maha Rajah, with 
whatever regards the duties thus to be payable by the siihjeote of the Com- 
pany's government to that of Nepanl ; and the said Trenty having been 
delivered to me (the said Maha Rajah) by Mowlavy Ahdool Kadir Khan, the 
aforesaid gentleman's vakeel, or agent; this counterpart thereof having been 
written by the Nepanl Oovemmeut, hath been committed to tlte said Khan, aa 
hereunder detailed : — 

Akticle 1, 

Inasmuch as an attention to the general welfare, and to the ease and 
satisfaction of the merchants and traders, tends equally to the reputation of 
the administrators of both the governments of the Company and of Nepanl ; 
it is therefore agreed and stipulated, that S| per cent, shall reciprocally be 
taken, as duty, on the imports from both countries; such duties to be levied 
on the amount of the invoices of the goods whioh the merchants shall have 
along with them; and to dater the said traders from exhibiting false invoioes, 
the seal of the custom houses of both countries shall be impressed on the back 
of the said invoices, and a copy thereof being kept, the original shall be 
restored to the merchants; and in cases where the merchant shall not have 
along with him hie original invoice, the custom house officers chall, ia such 
instance, lay down the duty of 2) per cent, on a vtduation aocordiog to the 
market price. 

ASTICLS 2. 

The opposite stations herennder specilied, within the frontiers of each 
conntry, are fixed for the duties to be levied, at which place the traders ate to 
pay the same; and after having once paid duties and receiving a rowannah 
thereon, no other or further duty shall be payable throughout each country or 
dominion respectively. 

Aatiole 3. 
Whoever among the officers on either side shall exceed in his demands 
for, or exaction of duty, the rate here specified, shall be exemplarily punished 
by the government to whioh he belongs, so as eSectnally to deter others from 
like offences. 
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In the case of tbeft or robberies happeningf on tbe ^oda of tlie merchants, 
the Foujedar, or oflScer of tbe place, fihatl, advising his superiors or govem- 
ment thereof, speedily cause tbe zemiadars and proprietors of tbe spot to 
make good the value, which is in all cases, without fail, fo be so made good to 
the mercbaats. 

AanoLS 5. 

la cases where in either country any oppression or violence be committed 
on any merobantj the officers of oooatry wherein this may happen shall, 
without delay, hear and inquire into iJie complaints of the persons tfaos 
a^rieved, and, doing them justice, bring tbe ofEenders to punishment. 

Akticlb 6. 

When tbe merchants of either country, having paid tbe established duty, 
shall have transported their goods into the dominions of one or the other State 
if sach goods be sold within suob State, it is well ; but if such goods not 
meeting with sale, and that the said mercbauts he desirous to transport their 
said goods to any other country beyond tbe limits of either of the respective 
States included in tbe Treaty, ibe subjects and officers of these latter shall not 
take thereon any other or further duty thau the fixed one levied at tbe first 
entry; and are not to exact double duties, but are to allow such goods to 
depart in all safety without opposition. 

Abtiols 7. 

This Treaty shall be of full force and validity in respect to the present 
and future rulers of both governments, and, being considered on both sides as a 
Commercial Treaty and a basis of concord between the two States, is to be, 
at all times, observed and acted upon in times to come, for tbe public &d- 
vantage asd the increase of friendship. 

On the 5th of Bejeb, 1206 of the Hegira, and 1199 of tbe Fussellee 
style, agreeing with the Ist of March 1792 of the Cbiiatian, and with the 
22nd of Pbagun 1818 of the Sunbut ^i-a, two Treaties, to one tenor, were 
written for both tbe contracting patties, who hava mutually engaged that from 
the 3rd Bysack 1849 of the Sunbut ^ra, the officers of both States shall, in 
pursuance of the strictest orders of both Oovemments, immediately carry into 
effect and observe the stipulations ^foresaid, and not wait for any further or 
new direction.

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Treaty with the Baja of Nbpatjl, 1801. 

Whereas it is evident as the uoonday sqq to the enlightened anderetiaiid- 
ing of exalted nohlee aad of poiverful Chiefs and Rulers, that Almighty God 
has entmsted the protection and government of the universe to the authority 
of Princes, who make justice their principle, and that by the establishment of a 
friendly connection between them aniversal happineBs and prosperity is secured, 
and that the more intimate the relation of amity and anion the greater is the 
-general tranquillity ; in consideration of these circumstances, His Excellency 
the Most Noble the Cover nor- (General, Marquis Wellesley, &o., &c., and tlie 
Maharaja have established a system of rriendxhip between the respective 
Qovernments of the Company and the Raja of Nepaal,Bnd have agreed to the 
following Articles :— 

Abtiolb 1. 

It is necessary and incumbent upon the principals and officers of the two 
Qovernments constantly to exert themselveB to improve the friendship anb- 
sistiDg between the two Slates, and to be zealously and sincerely desirooB of 
the prosperity and success of the Government and subjects of both. 

Articlb 2. 

The inoendiary and turbulent representations of the disaffected, who are 
the disturbers of our mutual friendship, tball not be attended to without in- 
vestigation and proof. 

Aktiolb S. . 
The principals and- officers of both Qovernments will cordially consider 
the friends and enemies of either State to be the friends and enemies of the 
other ; and this consideration must ever remain permanent and in force from 
generatioQ to generation. 

AftTICLS 4. 

If any one of the neighbouring powers of either State should com- 
mence any altercation or dispute, and design, without provocation, unjustly 
to possess himself of the territories of either country, and should entertain 
hoetite intentions with the view of taking that country, the vakeels on the 
part of our respective Qovernmenta at eiiher Court will fully report all parti- 
culars to the head of the State, who, according to the obligations of friendship 
subsisting between the two States, after having heard the said particulars; 
will give whatever answer and advice may be proper. 

Aetiolb 6. 

Whenever any dispute of boundary and territory between the two conn- 
tries may arise, such dispute shall be decided, through our respective vakeels 
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OT our officers, aooordiog to the principles of justice and right ; imd a land- 
mark shall be placed npon the said bonndary, and which shall coDstantlj re- 
main, that the officers both now and hereafter may consider it as a guide, and 
not make any encroachment. 

ARTtOLB 6. 

Snob places aa are 'upon the Frontiers of the dominions of tbe Nabob 
Vizier and of Nepaal, and respecting which any dispute may arise, sncb dis- 
pute shall be settled by the mediation of the vakeel on the part of the Com- 
pany, in the presence of one from the Nepanl Government, and one from His 
ExfMlleiioy the Vizier. 

AanoLB 7. 

So many elephants, on account of Mnckanacinpoor, are annually sent to 
the Company by the Kaja of Nepanl, and therefore the Oovernor-Qeneral with 
a view of promoling tlie satisfaction of the Raja of Nepaul, and in consideration 
of the improved friendly connection, and of this new Treaty, relinquishes and 
foregoes the tribute above-mentioned, and directs that the officers of the Com- 
pany, both now and hereafter, from generation to generation, shall never, 
dnring the continuance of the engagement contracted by this Treaty, (bo long 
as the conditions of this Treaty shall be in force), exact the elephants from the 
Rajah. 

Abticlb 8. 

If any of the dependents or inhabitanta of either country should fly and 
take refuge in the o^er, and a requisition sbonid be made for such persons 
on the part of the Nepaol Oovemment by its cODstituted vakeel in attendance 
ou the Governor-General, or on the part of the Company's Government by its 
representative residing at Nepaul, it is in this case mutually agreed that if 
such person should have fled after transgressing the laws of his Government, 
it is incumbent upon the principals of both Governments immediately to deli- 
ver him up to the vakeel at their respective courts, that he may be sent in 
perfeot security to. the frontier of their respective territories. 

Article 9. 
The Maha Rajah of Nepanl agrees, that a pergnnnab, with all the lands 
attached to it, excepting privileged lauds and those appropriated to religious 
purposes, and to jaghires. Sec., which are specified separately in the account of 
oollectioDS, sfaail be given up to Samee Jeo for his expenses, as a present. Xbe 
conditions with respect to Samee Jeo are, that if he should remain at Benares, 
or at any other place within the Company's provinces, and should spontane- 
ously farm his jaghire to the officers of Nepanl, in that event the amount 
of collections shall be punctually paid to him, agreeably to certain kists which 
may be hereafter settled ; that he may appropriate the same to his neceesai^ 
expenses, and that he may continue in religious abstraction, according to his 
agreement, which he had engraved on brass, at the time of his abdicatioD c£ 
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the Roy, and ot hid resigDing it ia my favoiur. A^in, in the ereat of his 
establieiuDg fais reeidence in his jaghire, and of hia realizing the collections 
throng*!! hia onn officers, it is proper that be should not keep saoh a one and 
other disaffected persona iu his service, and besides one hundred men and maid 
serrants, &o., he must not entertain any persons aa soldiers, with a view to thd 
collection of the revenue of the per^unnafa ; and to the protection of hia peraon 
he may take two hundred soldiers of the forces of the Nepani Government, 
the allowances of whom shall be paid by the Rajah of Nepaul, He must be 
cautions, also of commencing altercation, either by speech or writingf; neitfan 
must he give protection to the rebellious and fugitives of the Nepani oonntry, 
nor must he commit plunder and devastation upon the subjecta of NepauL 
In the event of such delinquency being proved to the satisfaction of the two 
Governments, the aid and proteotion of the Company ehall be withdrawn from 
him; and in that event, alBo, it shall be at the option of the Rajah of Nepani 
whether or not he will confiscate his jaghire. 

The Maha Rajah also agrees, on bis part, that if Samee Jeo should take 
up his residence within the Company's provinces, and should farm out hia 
laud to the officers of Nepaul, and that the kiets should not be paid acoording 
to agreement, or that he should fix his residence on his jaghire, and any of 
the iuhabilante of Nepaul should give him or the ryots of his pergnnuah any 
molestation, a requisition shall be made by the Governor- General of the Com- 
pany, on thia subject, to the Rajah. The Qovemor-General is security for 
the Raja's performance of thia condition, and the Maba Rajah will imme- 
diately acquit himself of the requisition of the Governor- General, agreeably to 
what is above written. If any profits should arise in the collection of the 
said perguonab, in consequence of the activity of the officera, or any defalc^ 
tion occurs from their inattention, in either case the Kajab of Nepaul will be 
totally unconcerned. 

Abticle 10. 

"With the view of carrying into effect the different objects contained in 
this Treaty, and of promoting other verbal negociation, the Governor-General 
and the Rajah of Nepaul, under the impulse of their will and pleasure, depute 
a confidential pers6n to each other aa vakeel, that remaining in attendance 
upon their respective Governments, tbey may effect the objects above specified, 
and promote whatever may tend to the daily improvement of the friendship 
Bubsisting between the two States. 

Abticlb 11. 
It is inonmbent upon the principals and officers of the two States that 
they should manifest the regard and respect to the vakeel of each other's 
Government, which is dne to their rank, and ia prescribed by the laws of 
nations ; and that they should endeavour, to the utmost of their power, to 
advance any object which tbey may propose, and to promote their ease, com- 
fort, and satiefaotion, by extending protection to them, which circumstances 
are calculated to improve the friendship subsisting between the two Gov- 
ernments, and to illustrate the good name of bo^ States tbroughoat the 
universe. 
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Articlb 12. 

It is incumbent upon the vakeela of both States that they should Iiold no 
intercourse whatever with any of the subjects or inhabitants of the country, 
excepting with the officers of Gorernment, without the permiseion of those 
officers ; neither should they carry on any correspondence with any of them j 
and if tliey should receive any letter or writinf^ from any such people, they 
should not answer it, without the knonled^e of the head of the State, and 
acquainting him of the particulars, which will dispel all apprehension or doubt 
between as, and otaaifest the sincerity of oar friendship. 

Ahticlb 13, 

It is incumbent upon the principals and officers mutually to abide by the 
spirit of this Treaty, which is notv drawn oat according to their faith and 
religion, and deeming it in force from generation to generation that they 
should not deviate from it ; and any person who may transgress against it will 
be punished by Almighty Ood, both in this world and in a future stute,

Sbfabatb Aeticlb of a TBEinr with the Rajah of Nepattl, 
concluded at Dikapore, — October jSOih, 1801. 

Tiie Eng^fement contracted by Maha Rajah, Sec, &o., with His Excellency 
the Most Noble ^e Governor-General, &c., &c., respecting the settlement of a 
provision for the maintenance of Pumcahir Ooonanund Swammee Jee, the 
illustrious father of the said Maha Bajab, is to the following effect :— 

That an annual inoome, amounting to Patna Sicca Rupees eighty>two 
thovsand, of which seventy-two thousand shall be paid in cash and ten 
tbonsand in elephants, half male and half female, to be valued at the rate of 
one hundred and twenty-five rupees per cubit, shall he settled on the said 
Swammee Jee, commencing from the month of Auehon 1K58, as an humble 
offering to assist in the maintenance of his household ; and for the purpose of 
Bupplying the said income, that the Pergimnah of Beejapoor, with all the 
lands thereunto attached (excepting rent-free lands, religious or charitable 
endowments, jaghlres, and such like as specified separately in the account of 
collections) be settled on the said Swammee Jee, under the following condi- 
tions: That, in the event of his residing £t Benares or other place within the 
territories of the Honorable Company, uid of his voluntarily committing the 
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collections of the said jaghire to the servants of tiie Nepaul Goveroment, 
in Eoob case seventy-two thooBaiid rapees in caBh, and elephants to the value 
of ten thousand rupees, shall be punctually remitted year after year, by estab. 
lished kists, to the aaid Swammee Jee, without fail or delay, so tbat,'appro- 
priating the same to bis necessary expenses, he may devote himself to the 
worship of the Supreme Being in conformity to hie own declaration, engraved 
on copper at the time of bis abdicating the Haje and of bis bestowing it on tlie 
said Maba Rajah ; and further, in the event of his establishing bis residence 
upon his jaghiie and of hie realizing the collections through bis own officers, 
it is requisite that be should not keep in his service fomenters of sedition 
and disturbance, that he shall retain no more than one hundred male and 
female attendants, and that he shall not retain about his person soldiers of any 
description. That for the purpose of collecting the revenues of the aforesaid 
pei'gitnabs and for his personal protection, be may have from tbe Rajah of 
Nepaul as far aa two hundred men of the troops of that country, and the 
allowances of such men shall be defrayed by tbe Maha Rajah himself. He 
must not attempt, either by speech or writing, to excite commotion nor har- 
bour about his person rebels and fugitives from tbe territories of Nepaul, 
neither must he commit any depredations upon tbe subjects of that country. 
And in tbe event of such delinquency being established to the satisfaction of 
both parties, that the aid and protection of tbe Honorable Company shall he 
wilhdrawn from the aaid Swammee Jee, in which case it shall be at the option 
of the Maha Ksjah to confiscate bis jaghire. It is also agreed by tbe Maha 
Rajab that, provided Swammee Jee shonld fix bis residence within the Honor- 
able Company's territories, and should commit tbe collections of his jagbire to 
the oSicers of the Nepaul Government, in that case, should tbe kists not be 
pai4 according to the conditions above specified, or in the event of his residing 
upon bis jaghire, provided any of tbe subjecte of Nepaul give him or ryots of 
his pergunnah any molestatinn in either case, tbe Governor-Qeneral.and the 
Honorable Company have a right to demand reparation from tbe Rajah of 
Nepaul. Tbe Qoveraor- General is guarantee that tbe Kajah of Nepaul per- 
forms this condition, and tbe Maha Bujah, on the requisition of the Gover- 
nor-General, will instantly fulfil bis engagements as above specified. In any 
augmentation of the collections from tbe jndioious management of the officers 
of Swammee Jee, or in any diminution from a contrary cause, tbe Maba Rajah 
is to be equally unconcerned, tbe Maha Rajnh engaging that, on delivering 
over tbe Pergutinah of Beejapoor to the officers of Swammee Jee, the amonnt 
of the BunuaJ revenue shall be Fatna Sicca Rupees 72,000 ; that should it he 
less he will make good the deficiency, and in case of excess, that Swammee Jee 
be entitled thereto.

in virtue of the powers to that effect Tested in them by the 
said Rajah of Nipal, — Snd December 1815. 

Wbereas war has ariBen between the Honorable East India Compaoy and 
tbe Bajah of Nipal, and whereas the parties are mutually disposed to restore 
the relations of peace and amity which, previonsly to the occurrence of the 
Inte differences, had long eubaisted between the two States, the following 
terms of peace have been agreed upon : — 

Akticle 1st. ' 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the HonoraMe East 
India Company and tbe Kajah of Nipal. 



Tlie Bajah of Nipal renounces all claim to the lands whieb were the 
stibject of disonaeion between the two States before the war j and acknowledges 
the right of tbe Honorable Company to the sovereignty of those lands. 

AfincLE Sad. 

The Bajah of Nipal tiereby cedes to the Honorable the East India Com- 
pany in perpetuity all the tindermentioned territories, vit. — 

Tirtt. — The whole of the low lands between the Birers Kali and Bnpti. 

Secondlg. — The whole of the low lands (with tbe exception of Bootwul 
Khass) lying between the Bapti and tbe tiunduck. 

Thirdly. — The whole of the low lands between the Gunduck and Coosah, 
in which the authority of the Sritish Government has been introduced, or is 
ia actual course of introduction. 

FowrlMy.— A II tUe low lands between the Rivere Mitchee and the Teestah. 
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Fifthlf. — Alt tfae t«rntoriea withia the hills eastward of the River 
Mitchee, iDcIudiog the fort nnd laads of Nagree aod tfae Pasa of Nagarcote, 
leading irom Morung ioto the hills, together with the territory lying bietween 
that Pass and Nagree. The aforesaid territory shall be evacuated by the 
tioorkiui troops nithin forty days from this date. 

Abtiolb 4th. 

With a view to indemnify the Chiefs and Barabdars of the State of 
Nipal, whose interests will suffer by the alienation of the lands ceded by the 
foregoing Article, the British Government agrees to settle pensions to the 
ft^regi^te amount of two lakha of rupees per annnDi on suob Chiefo as may 
be selected by the Bajah of Nipal, aud in the proportions which the Bajab 
may fix. As soon as the selection is made, Sunnuda shall be granted under 
the seal and signature of the Governor-General for the peasions respectively. 

Abticui 5tb. 

The Rajah of Nipal renonnoes for bimeelf, his heirs, and soccessoni, all 
claim to or cotinezion with the oountries lying to the west of the River Kali, 
and engages never to have any concern with those countries or the inhabitants 
thereof. 

Articlb 6tb. 

The Bajah of Nipal eng^es never to molest or disturb the Rajah of 
8il(ki(n in the possession of his territories ; but agrees, if auy differences shall 
arise between tb» State oE Nipal and the Rajah of Sikkim, or the subjects of 
either, that such differences shall he referred to the arbitration of the Edtiah 
Government, by whose award the Rajah of Nipal engages to abide, 

AaTiCLB 7tit. 

The Bajah of Nipal hereby engages never to take or retain in bia eervioe 
any British subject, nor the subject of any European or American State, with- 
out the consent of the British Government, 



In order to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace hereby 
established between the two States, it is agreed that accredited Miniateri from 
each shall reside at the Court of the other. 



This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, shall be ratified by the Rajah of 
Nipal within fifteen days from this date, and the ratification shall be deUvered 
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to Lieati.-CoIonel Bradshaw, who engages to obtain sad deliver to the Rajah 
the ratification oE the Oovernor-Oeneral within twenty days, or aoooer, if 
practicable.

M EUOBAiTDDU for the approval and acceptance of the Bajah of 
Nipal, presented on the 8lh December 1816. 

Adverting to the amity and confidence subBisting with the Rajah of 
Nipa), the British Oovernraent proposes to suppress, as mnoh as is possible 
the execution of certain Articles in the Treaty of Segowlee, which btar hard- 
upon the Bsjah^ as follows :— 

2. With a view to gratify the Bajah ia a point which he has mnch at 
heart, the British Government is willing to reetore the Terai ceded to it by 
the Bajah in the Treaty, to wit, the whole Terai lands lying between the 
Rivers Coosa aod Guudnck, such as appertained to the Rajah before the late 
disagreement J excepting the disputed lands in the Zillahs of Tirhoot and 
Sarun, and excepting such portions of territory as may occur on both sides 
for the purpose of settling a frontier, upon investigation by the respective 
Commissioners ; and exceptmg such lands ae may have been given in pos- 
session to any one by the British Government upon ascertainment of his 
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rights Bubeeqaeot to the cession of Terai to that UovernmeDt, In case the 
Rajah is desirous oE retaining the lands of such ascertained proprietors, tbcy 
iSfty be exchanged Tor others, and let it be clearly understood that, ootwith- 
etanding the cODsiderable extent of the lands in the Zillah of Tirhoot, which • 
have for a Igog fime been a sabject of dispute, the settlement made in the 
• y€fa 1812 of Christ, corresponding with the year 1869 of BikTamajeet, shall 
be taken, 'and everything else relinquished, that is to say, that the settlement 
and ne^ciations, such as occurred at that period, shall in the present case hold 
good and be established. 

8. The Britieh Ooveroment is willing likewise to restore tbe Terai Iring 
. between the Rivers Gunduk and Kapti, that is to say, from the River Onnduk 
to tbe western limits of th» Zillah of Goruckpore, together with Bootwul and 
Sheeraj, such as appertained to Nipal previous to the disagreenupts, complete, 
with the exception of the disputed places in the Terai, and nioh quantity 
of ^tmd as may be considered mutnally to be requisite for the new 
bom&ry. 

i. As it is impossible to establish desirable limits between the two States 
without survey, it will be expedient that Commissioners be appointed on both 
sides for tbe porpose of arranging in concert a well defined bonndary on the 
basis oE the preceding terms, and of establishing a straight line of frontier, 
with a view to the distinct separation of the respective territories of the British 
government ttftlie south and of Nipal to the north j and in case any inden< 
tstions occur M destroy the even tenor of the line, the Commissiooers should 
effect an ezcbBDga of lands so interfering on piiuciples of clear reci- ' 
procity. 

6. And should it occur that the proprietorg of lands situated on the mu- 
tual frontier, m it jnay be rectiGed, whether holding of the British Goveru- 
msnt or of the Rajah of Nipal, should be placed in the condition of subjectb 
to both Governments, with a view to prevent coutinual dispute and discussion 
between the two Governments, the respective Commissioners should effect in 
mutual concurrence and' cooperation the exchange of such lands, so as to 
render them subject to one dominion alone. 

6. Whensoever the Terai fhould be restored, the Rajah-of Nipal will oease 
to require the sum*of two lakhs of Rupees per annun, which the Britisb Gov- 
ernment ^^reed to advance for the maintenance of oertnin Barahdars of his 
Government. 

7. Moreover, the Rajah oE Nipal ai*rees to refrain from prosecuting any 
inhabitante of the Terai, after its revertance to his rule, on aocount of )iaving 
favored the cause of the British Government during the war, and should any 
of those persons, excepting the cultivators of the soil, he desirous of quitting 
their estates, nnd of retiring within the Company's territories, he shall not be 
liable to hindrance. 

8. In the event of the Rajiih's approving tbe foregoing terms,' the pro- 
posed arrangement for the survey and establi^meot of boundary marks ^all 
be carried into execution, and after tbe determinatiou in concert of the 
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hoDDtUry line, SuonndaconFonn&ble to tKe foregoing etipalations, drawn out 
and aealed by the two States, eliall be delivered and accepted on both aides.

After compliments ; " ■ 

I have comprehended tHe doonment ander date the 8th of December 
lSI6, or4thoF Poos 1873 Sombut, which you transmitted relative to the 
restoration, with a view to my £rietidahip and satiBfaction, of the Terai between 
the Rivers Coosa and Kapti to the southern boundary complete, such as upper* 
taiiied to my estate previous to the war. It mentioned that, iu the event of 
my acceptiu^ the terms contained in that document, the BVthern boundary 
of the Terai should be established ns it n'as held by this Gove|j)ifienti, I have 
acoordinifly agreed to the terms laid down by you, and herewith enclose an 
iostrameut o^ agreement, which ipay be satisfactory to you. Moreoveij it 
was written in the document transmittod by you, that it should be restored, 
wiUi the exception of the disputed lands and such portion of laud as should, 
iu the opinion of the Commissioners on both sides, occur for tlie purpose of 
aettting a boundary ; and excepting the lands which, after'^he cessions of the 
Terai to the Honorable Compeny, may have be^n transferred by it to the 
ascertained proprietors. My friend, all these matters test with you, and since 
it was also written that a view was had to my friendship and satisFaction with 
respect to certain Articles oT the Treaty of Segowlee, which bore hard upon 
me, and which could be remitted, I am well aflsured th^ you have at heart the 
removd of whatever may tend to my distress, and that ydb will act in a man- 
ner corresponding to the advantage of this State and the iucrease of the 
friendly relations subgieting between the two (Juvernments, 

Moreover, I have to acknowledge the receipt of the orders under the red 
seal ut this State, addressed to the officers of Terai between the Rivers Gun- 
duk and Etapti, for the surrender of that Terai, and their retiring from thence, 
which was given to yon at Thankote, according to your request, and which 
you have now i-etnrued for mfr satisfaction.

The following fs the arrangement proposed in tbugjree surrenders, and is 
translated verbatim tt literatim. ■ 

When a thng approver '^r approvera make an allei^ation of murder by 
menns of poieon, or strangling, against an individual said to be rexiding in 
Nipal, ana wlien the charge ie accompHnied by a desciiption of the accused 
person, an enumeration of his family, brothers or other relations, and the name 
of his village given, or hia habitation otbemise described j and when on in- 
vestigation by the local ofiicera of Nipal into the above, it appears that the 
accused baa not been a permanent resident at the place, that his peo])le and 
family are not forthcoming, that he has no ostensible means of livelihood, and 
that his mode of living is nevertheless comfortable, or that it appears that he 
has been in the habit of residing for three or four months together at differ- 
ent places in the neighbourhood, and that without ostensible means of liveli- 
hood he ia still enabled to exist; and when all or aeverAl of these circnm- 
stancea correspond with the approver's state m en t,«then will the Nipal Govern- 
ment make surrender of such individuals to the Magistrates of the British 
(Government for trial and punishment. On the other hand (recapitulate the 
above details), it is expected that the Magistrates of the British Government 
will surrender snob individuaU to the Nipalese authorities of theTerai,fortciiil 
and punishment by the Nipal Government, 
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Fnrtber, wli«n on mveetigatioD of the sllei^ations of the approTen by the 
local officers of either (iuvernroent, the churj^e is found not to correspond with 
the ci re u instances of the individaals, or to be otherwise untenable, it will by 
all means be necessary that in such cases Buirender be withlield.

According to your (Resident's) request and for the parpose of perpetuat- 
ing the frienuahip of the two States as well aa to promote the effectual dis- 
charge of current busiueBSj tho following items are fixed. 

lit. All secret intrigues whatever, by messengers or letters, shall totally 
cease, 

- 2%d. The Xipal QovemmeDt engages to have no further intercourse with 
the dependent allies of the Company beyoud the Ganges, why are by Treaty 
precluded from such intercourse, except with the Resident's sanction and 
under his passports. 

. Srd. With the zamindars and baboos on this side ofthe Ganges who are 
connected by marriage with the Royal family of Nipal, intercourse of letters 
and persons shall remain open to the Nipal Government as heretofore. 

4th. It is agreed to as a rule for the guithtnoe of both Sircars, that in 
judicial matters wliere civil causes arise there they shall 1)e heard and decided ; 
and the Nipal Oovernment engages that for the future British subjects shall 
not be compelled to plead in the Courts of Nipal to civil actions, having 
exclusive reference to their dealings in the plains. 

5th. The Nipal Government engages that British subjects shall hereafter 
be regarded as her own subjects in regard to access to the Courts of Law, and 
that the oanses of the former shall be heard and decided without deuial or 
delayj according to the usages of Nipal. 

6lh, The Nipal Government engages that an authentic statement of all 
duties leviable in Nipal shall be delivered to the Resident, and that hereafter 
unauthorised imposts not entered in this list sliall not be levied on British 
subjects.

at KUatmandoOj V9 should be responsible for it.

Treaty between the Honorable East India Company and His 
H1QHNES8 Maharaja Dhebaj Soobinder Vikbau Sah 
Bahadooe, Rajah of Nipal, — lOlh February 1855. 

Treaty between the Honorable East India Company and His Higlines^s 
Maharajah Dheraj Soorinder Vikram Sah Bahadoor Shumshere Jung-, Rajah 
of Nipal, settled and concluded on the one pnrt by Major George Ramsay, 
Resident at the Coart of His Highness, by virtue of full powers to that effect 
veated in him by the Moat Noble James Andrew, Marquis of Dalhousio, 
Knight of the Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle, one of 
Her Majesly's Moat Honorable Privy Council and Governor-General, appoint- 
ed by the Honorable Company to direct and contrnl all their affairs in the 
East Indies, and on the other part by General Jung Eahsdoor Koonwor 
Ranajee, Prime Minister oE Nipal, in the name and on behalf of Maharajah 
Dheraj Soorinder Vikram Sah Babadoor Shumshere Jung, Rajah of Nipal, 
in virtue of the powers to that effect vested in him by the said Rajah of 
Nipal. 

Articlb Ibt, 

The two Ooveminents hereby agree to act upon a system of strict reci> 
procity aa hereinafter mentioned. 

Abticle 2hd. 
Neither Government shall he bound in any case to earrender any peraon 
not being a subject of the Government making the requisition. 

Articlb Sbd. 
Neither Government shall he bound to deliver up debtors, or civil offend- 
ers or any person charged with any offence not specified in Article 4. 

Abticle 4th. 
Subject to the above limitations, any person who shall be charged with 
having committed, within the territories of the Government making the re- 
quisition, any of the under-mentioned offences, and who shall be foand witbin 
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the territories of the other, shall be surrendered; the offences are murder, 
attempt to murder, rape, maiming, thuggee, daooity, high-wny robbery, 
poisoning, burglary, and arson. 

Abticls 5te. 

In no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accased of an offence, except upon requisition duly made by, or by the author- 
ity of, the Government within whuse territopee the offence shall be charged 
to have been committed, nnd also upon such evidence of criminality, as 
according to the laws uf the country in which the person accused sliall be 
found, would justify his apprehension, and sustain the charge if the offence 
had been there committed. 

Articli 6tb, 

If any person attached to the British Residency, or living within the Re- 
sidency boundaries, not being a subject of the Nipalese Government, commit 
in any part of the Nipalese territories, beyond the Residency boundaries, an 
offence which would render him liable to punishment by the Nipalese courts, 
he shall be apprehended and made over to the] British Resident for trial and 
punishment; but subjects of the Nipal State under similar circumstances are 
not to be given up by the Nipalese Government for punishment. Should any 
Hindoostanee Merchants, or other subjects of the Honourable Company, not 
attached to the British Residency, who may be living within the Nipal terri- 
lories', commit any crimes beyond the Residency boundarieB, whereby they 
may render themselves liable to punishment by the Nipalese Courts, and take 
refuge within the limits of the Residency, they shall not be allowed an asyluia 
but will be given np to the Mpal Government for trial and punishment. 



The expenses of any apprehension, detention, or surrender made in virtue 
of the foregoing stipulations, shall be borne and defrayed by the Government 
making {he teqaisition. 



The above Treaty shall continue in force until either one or the other of 
the High Contracting Parties shall give notice to the other of its wish to 
terminate it, and no longer. 



Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now 
existing between the High Contracting Parties, except so far as any sacb 
Treaty may be repugnant hereto. 

This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, being this day concluded and 
settled by Major George Ramsay, on behalf of the Honorable East India 
Company with Mabaraj Dheraj Soorinder Vikram Sah Bahadoor Shumsltere 
Jang, iiajot Bsmsay has delivered one versioo thereof in English, Pnrbuttekb, 
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and Oordoo, signed and sealed by himeelF, to tbe Maharojah, who, od his part, 
has also delivered one copy of the same to Major Ramsny, duly executed by Hi§ 
Highness, and Major Ramsay hereby engages to deliver a copy of the same to 
His Hi^hneee the Mahnrajah, duly ra tilled by the Governor- General in Coun- 
cil, within sixty days from this date.

TaBATT with NiPAL, — Ist November 1860. 

During the disturbances which followed the mutiny of the Native army 
of Bengal in 1857, the Mahiirajah of Nipal not only faithfully maintained the 
relations of peace and friendship eitablished between the British Government 
and the State of Nipal by the Treaty of Segowlee, but freely placfd troops at 
the disposal of the British authorilics for tbe preservation of order in the 
Frontier Distncts, and snbsequeDtly sent a force to co-operate with the British 
Army in the re-capture of Lucknow and the final defeat of the rebels. On 
the conclusion of these operations, the Viceroy and Cover nor- General, in re- 
ccnition ct the eminent services rendered to the British Government by the 
State of Nipal, declared his intention to restore to the M&liarajah the whole 
of the lowlands lying between tiie River Kali and the District of Goruckpore, 
which belonged to the State of Nipal in 1815, and were ceded to the British 
Government in that jear by the aforesaid Treaty. These lands have now been 
identified by CommissioMers appointed for the purpose by the British Govern- 
ment, in the presence of Commissioners deputed by the Nipal Durbar; ma- 
sonry pillars have been erected to mark the future boundary of the two States, 
and the tenitoiy bas been formally delivered over to the Nipalese Authorities. 
In order the more firmly to secure the State of Nipal in the perpetual pos- 
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seBsion of tliis territory, and to mark in a solemn way the occasion of its res- 
t«ratioD, the following Treaty baa been coDoluded between the two States : — 

AllTICLE I ST. 

All Treaties and Engagements now in force between ibe British Govern- 
ment and the Maharajah of Nipal, exofpt in eo fur as they may be altemd by 
this Treaty, are hereby confirmed. ■ 

Aktiolb imt. 

The British Government hereby bpstows on the Maharajah of Nipal in 
fall soTereiunty, the whole of the lowlands between the Rivers Kali and 
Kaptee, and the whole of ttie lowlands lying between the River Raptee and 
the District of (ioruckpore, which were in the posee-sion of the Nipal State 
in the year 1&16, and were ceded to the British Govt^rnment by Article III 
of the Treaty concluded at Segowlee on the 2iid of December in that year. 

Akticle Srd. 

The bonndiiry line surveyed by the British CommiBeionere appointed for 
the purpose extending eastward from the River Kali or Sardab to the foot of 
the bills north of Bagowra Tal, and marked by pillars, shall henceforth be the 
boundary between the British Province of Oudh and the Territories of the 
Mahaiiijuh of Nipal. 

This Treaty, signed by Li en tenant- Colonel George Bamsay, on the part 
of His £xcelleucy tlia Bight Honombie Chiiries John Eiirl Canning', o.C.B , 
Viceroy and Ooveruer-General of India, and by Maharajah Jung Bahadoor 
Itana, g.c.b., on the part of Maharajah Dbersj Sonriuder Vikram Sab Baha- 
door Sbumebere Jnng, shall be rutified, and the ratiticationH shall be ex> 
changed at Kliatmandoo within thirty days of the date of signature.
